WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  last 
session  of  Parliament,  intituled  *'  An  Ai;t  to 
''  consolidate  and  amend  the  law  relating  to  the 
^*  militia  in  England,"  it  is  amongst  other  things 
enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Mqjesty^ 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  to 
raise  and  from  time  to  time  to  keep  up  any 
number  not  exceeding  eighty  thousand  private 
militia  men  to  serve  fer  the  several  counties, 
ridings,  and  places  required  by  the  therein  first 
recit^  Act  to  raise  militia,  fifty  thousand  of 
whom  may  be  raised  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-two  and  tliirty  thousand 
ia  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
three. 

And  it  is  thereby  provided,  that  if  it  shall 
happen  that  the  number  of  men  to  be  raised  in 
either  of  such  years  shall  not  be  fully  raised  in 
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the  year  in  which  the  same  is  app<Hnted  to  be 
raisedy  the  number  deficient  maj  be  raised  as 
soon  as  may  be  tfaeresfter* 

And  it  is  thereby  further  enacted,  Aat  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  number  of  men  required 
to  be  raised  under  that  Act,  the  lieutenants  of 
the  said  several  counties,  ridings,  and  places  should 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
twoj  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  the 
passing  of  that  Act,  and  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  at  such 
time  as  Her  Miyesty  should  by  Order  made 
with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council  appoint 
for  that  purpose,  direct  their  deputy  lieu- 
tenants or  the  colonels  or  commanding 
officers  of  the  regiments,  battalions,  or  corps  of 
militia  of  their  respective  counties,  ridings,  and 
places,  without  delay  to  proceed  to  raise  and  enrol 
volunteers  to  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years  in 
the  militia  .of  such  counties,  ridings,  and  places, 
not  exceeding  the  number  of  men  for  the  time 
being  authorized  to  be  therein  raised  under  that 
Act. 

Now,  therefore,  Her  Miyiesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  Her  Privy  Councit,  is  pleased  to 
order  and  appoint  that  the  lieutenants  of  the  said 
several  counties,  ridings,  and  places  in  the  said 
Act  mentioned  shall,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  as  soon  as  conve- 
niently may  be  after  the  first  day  of  January 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three, 
direct  their  deputy  lieutenants  or  the  colonels 
or  commanding  officers  of  the  regiments,  bat- 
talions, or  corps  of  mifitia  of  their  respective 
counties,  ridings,  and  places,  without  delay  to  pro- 
ceed to  raise  and  enrol  volunteers  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  five  years  in  the  militia  of  such  counties, 
ridings,  and  places,  not.  exceeding  the  number  of 


men  for  Ae  time  bemg  authorised  to  be  therein 
raised  nnder  that  Act.  And  Her  Migesty  is 
fiirlfaer  pleased  to  direct  that  this  Order  be  pub- 
fisbed  in  tiie  London  Gazette,  and  be  transmitted 
to  the  respeetiye  lieutenants  of  the  said  counties, 
n^ngs,  and  places,  in  order  that  thej  should  pro- 
ceed upon  the  same,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions 
<^  the  said  Act  of  Parliament.

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Ac  erauDg  of  Ae  18A  IiulaDt,  on  board  the 
E.  I  C.  Steuners,  iSabanuiij,  Nerbndds,  I>a- 
I  nooda,  nod  Iiord  WOlitni  Bentinck,  u  set  forth 
m  the  acoorapnujing  ntennrandom,  showing  the 
I  detuls  of  the  whole  force,  dropped  down  the  rirfr 
bdow  the  Hutinga'  Stvjti,  and  wmiind  for  the 
BMrning  tide. 

A  axijcj  of  boats,  containing  proTigtmu,  atore^ 
ud  camp-followers,  eacorted  l^  the  gon-boat^ 
imder  Ute  command  of  Lientenant  Maaon,  preceded 
the  rteamers  on  the  afternoon  of  the  18th. 

Weighing  at  earlj  day-light  on  the  19tb,  and 
takiag  the  whole  of  the  flood-tide  with  them,  the 
Teaada^  led  hj  tbe  Lord  WilHam  Bentinck,  pro- 
ceeded op  the  Fegn  Kiver,  and  arrired  in  thK 
evening  at  stations  a  few  miles  below  Pegu. 

The  Lord  William  Bentinck,  more  fortunate 
than  die  rest,  (Mr.  Dignej  baring  previonrij 
acquired  Ksne  knowledge  of  the  rirer  on  a  former 
oecaawi,)  reached  a  point  two  miles  below  Ihe 
position  it  was  proposed  to  take  op  ;  the  Damooda, 
Nerbvdda,  and  Mahannddj  remaining  for  the 
night  at  stations  lower  down  the  river. 

"^a  further  advance  rf  Ihe  vessels  on  the  fol- 
lowing daj  was  tedions,  and  a  matter  of  connder- 
aUe  Afficut^,  owing  to  the  decreasirg  width  and 
depth  of  the  drannel,  and  the  serpentine  bends  of 
the  riTCr. 

Sj  the  evening  the  Lord  William  Bentinck  had 
pnAed  on  to  a  position  abont  a  qnarter  of  a  mile 
bdow  tbe  sooth-east  angle  of  the  old  ruined  citj' 
of  Vega ;  the  No-badda  rcnched  a  point  half  a 
mile  farther  dowri;  the  Damooda  three  qiinrters; 
and  the  Hahannddy  a  mile  and  three  quarters 
below  tbe  Lord  Winiam  Bentinck. 

After  anchoring,  the  Major-General,  accom- 
panied hj  some  Staff  Officers  and  mjself,  pro- 
ceeded up  Uie  river  to  recontuntre,  and  make 
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jimiBgements    for    landing    on    the    following 
morning. 

In  the  evening,  and  during  the  early  part  of  tbe 
night,  some  desultory  firing  took  place  from  tbe 
enemy's  river  stockades  on  the  headmost  steamer, 
which  was  returned  by  her  and  the  boats,  while 
picquets  were  thrown  out  from  the  steamers  on 
the  banks  during  the  night  to  prevent  the  accident 
of  a  night  attack. 

The  disembarkation  of  the  troops  commenced 
on  the  following  morning,  Sunday,  2l6t,  at  4  a.m., 
each  steamer  landing  her  men  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  river,  abreast  of  her  own  position,  from  whence 
the  different  columns  marched  along  the  bank  to 
the  point  of  concentration  abreast  of  the  headmost  * 
steamer,  the  Lord  William  Bentinck. 

At  the  same  time  the  artillery,  two  24-pounder 
howitzers  (whicb  had  been  previously  transferred 
from  the  Mahanuddy  to  the  paddle-box  boats), 
were  landed  by  the  seamen,  under  the  directions 
of  Commander  Lambert 

The  ancient  dty  of  Pegu  is  of  a  quadrangular 
form;  the  ruined  walls  or  ramparts  are  still  dearly 
defined,  and  are  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  a  moat, 
much  choked  with  mud  and  rubbish,  its  sides 
being  about  a  mile  and  three*qua]:ters  in  length, 
the  Pagoda,  which  forms  the  key  of  the  position, 
lying  in  the  N.  K  division  of  the  space  endosed 
by  the  ruined  ramparts. 

The  enemy,  whose  numbers  are  stated  to  have 
amounted  to  between  three  and  four  thousand, 
were  strongly  posted  at  the  S.E.  angle  of  the  walls* 
and  also  along  the  river  front* of  their  position, 
which  was  strongly  stockaded.  The  enemy  made 
no  opposition  to  our  landing,  owing  to  our  move-* 
ments  being  concealed  by  the  fog  whicb  prevailed 
in  the  early  morning. 

The  concentration  of  tbe  troops  and  the  arrange-

m^itfi  for  the  adTance^  were  completed  by  about 
6*30  A.M. ;  at  7  the  advance  commenced,  the 
eolumns  moving  along  the  outer  edge  of  the 
flouthem  moat  towards  the  eastward,  so  as  to  turn 
the  flank  of  the  enemj's  position,  their  progress 
b^ng  necessarily  extremely  slow,  on  account  of 
the  difficult  nature  of  the  ground,  which  wan 
eorered  with  high  grass  and  jungle,  and  over  which 
there  was  no  r^;ular  road. 

The  enemy  immediately  commenced  a  sharp  fire, 
which  soon  caused  some  casualties,  and  as  the 
troops  advanced  along  the  edge  of  the  moat,  they 
moved,  along  the  ramparts  parallel  to  them,  and 
maintained  a  constant  fire.  At  about  9*15  the 
European  troops  who  were  in  advance  reached  a 
point  opposite  to  a  broken  opening  in  the  rampart, 
where  the  moat  seemed  passable,  and  after  a  short 
halt  to  refresh  the  men,  and  form  them  under  cover 
of  s  wood,  they  advanced  at  9*45  a.m.,  in  column 
of  attack,  cha^^d  gallantly  aeross  the  moat, 
entered  the  line  of  the  enemy's  defence  and  drove 
4he  Burmese  before  them, — the  enemy  retreating 
towards  the  p^oda. 

I  had  remained  a  little  behind  to  assist  the 
advance  of  the  Artillery,  about  which  the  General 
had  been  anxious,  and  on  my  arrival  at  10  a.h., 
had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  our  troops  in  pos- 
session of  the  enemy's  ramparts. 

After  refreshing  the  men,  the  troops  advanced, 
at  JO'46  A.M.,  to  the  left  along  tlie  bund,  towards 
the  line  of  the  river  defences,  for  the  purpose  of 
dispersing  the  enemy  in  that  quarter ;  but  on  per- 
ceiving them  in*  fuU  retreat  towards  the  pagoda, 
•owing  to  the  efficient  fire  of  shell  and  canister, 
-which  from  the  commencement  of  the  affair  had 
been  kept  up  on  them  by  the  Lord  AViUiam 
Bentinck  and  the  gun-boat?,  the  G^eral  CQunter- 
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inarched  the  troops  to  the  right  again,  and  returned 
to  our  original  position. 

At  12  o'clock  the  columns  again  advaneed  hj 
the  direct  road  leading  towards  the  Psgoda  with*^ 
out  meeting  any  oppositios,  and  osx  arriving  near 
it,  at  0-45  P.H.  the  columns  were  formed  for  the 
assault.  On  approaching  it,  we  perceived  some 
Burmese  stealthily  watcUng  our  movements ;  omr 
men  advanced  with  a  rudi,  the  enemy  fired  a 
volley  and  fled,  we  entered  the  Pagoda,  and  Pegu 

was  OHTS. 

It  coidd  scarcely  be  expected  that  this  service 
could  be  performed  without  some  loss;  and  I 
regret  to  say  that  the  military  force  had  six  men 
killed  and  thirty-one  wounded,  including,  among 
the  latter,  three  officers ;  most  providentially  none 
of  the  seamen  in  the  boats,  or  on  board  the 
Lord  William  Bentinck  (which  vessel  abne  wa» 
near  enough  to  take  part  in  the  attack),  were 
either  killed  or  wounded,  although  continually 
exposed  to  a  vrarm  fire. 

It  is  with  much  gratification  that  I  have  to  re^ 
port  to  your  Excellency,  the  zeal,  energy,  and 
good  c(mduct,  of  the  ofificers  and  seamen  attached 
to  the  expediticm. 

To  Commander  Bowley  Lambert,  of  H.  M.  SL 
Fox,  praise  is  due  for  the  aUe  manner  in  which 
the  guns  were  promptly  landed  by  the  seamen 
under  his  directions,  and  subsequently  for  the 
efficient  manner  in  which  he  directed  the  fire  from 
the  gun  boats  on  the  enemy's  position,  by  whick 
they  were  ultimately  dislodged. 

Messrs,  Digney,  Porter,  Berwick,  and  Simson^ 
respectively  commanding  the  East  India  Com«^ 
pan/s  steamen^  deserve  great  credit  for  the  pei^ 
severance  and  energy  they  displayed  in  pushing 
their  yessek  up  the  river,  trader  circomstanoes  a€ 
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most  difficult  narigation,   as  well  as  for  their 
general  aaostance. 

Lieutenants  Mason  and  Glover,  and  Mr.  Pocock, 
Mate,  and  the  subordinate  officers  in  charge  of 
boats,  acquitted  themselves  to  my  entire  satisfaci- 
tion. 

The  services  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Jolinson,  Assistant- 
Sorgeon  of  H.  M.  S.  Sphinx,  were  extremelj 
valuable  in  attending  on  the  wounded,  man j  of 
whom  were  sent  on  board  the  Lord  William  Ben* 
tinck  at  the  commencement  of  the  af&ir. 

Commander  Beauchamp  Seymour,  R.N.,  ac« 
oompanied  the  expedition  as  a  volunteer,  and  was 
present  with  the  Major-Greneral  Commanding 
ihrou§^oat  the  operations  of  the  day.

ILM.S.  Sphinx^  Bangoon, 
SiBy  November  24,  1852. 

IN  continuation  of  my  letter  relative  to  the  ex- 
pedition to  Pegu,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform 
your  Excellency  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  the  Major-Gcneral  Commanding  the 
Forces,  the  troops,  whom  it  was  proposed  should 
return  to  Rangoon,  were  embarked  on  board  the 
East  India  Company's  steamers  Mahanuddy, 
Damooda,  and  Lord  William  Bentinck,  on  the 
evening  of  the  22nd.  The  two  latter  vessels  left 
for  Rangoon  on  the  morning  of  the  23rd,  and 
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General  Godwin  and  Staff  having  embarked  ort 
board  the  Mahanaddj  during  the  afternoon,  that 
vessel  proceeded,  and  returned  to  Rangoon  at 
noon  this  daj. 

A  garrison  of  430  men  remains  at  Pegu^  230 
Europeans  and  200  Sepoys. 

The  Major-General  at  first  wished  the  Ner* 
bndda  'to  remain  at  Pegu  for  a  few  days,  but 
having  subsequently  changed  his  mind,  I  ordered 
that  vessel  to  return  also,  and  desired  one  of  the 
Sphinx's  paddle-box  boats  to  remain  until  further 
orders. 

Mr.  Bamadistan,  in  charge  of  the  Yawl  of 
H.  M.  S.  Winchester,  arrived  at  Pegu,  with  a 
convoy  of  provision  boats  from  Rangoon,  on  the 
morning  of  the  23rd.  I  have  instructed  that  officer 
to  return  to  Rangoon  with  the  empty  boats  as  soon 
as  they  have  been  cleared.

Major' General  H.  Godwin^  C.B,j  Commanding 
the  Forces  in  Ava,  Arracan^  and  the  Tenasserim 
Provinces^  to  C,  Allen,  Esq. 

Sir,  Peffu^  November  22,  1852. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  state,  for  the  information 
of  the  Govemor-Genend  in  Couiicil,  that  Pegu 
was  captured  yesterday. 

In  June  last  I  was  induced,  by  strong  repre- 
tentations  from  various  sources,  to  send  a  small 
force  to  drive  out  some  Burmese  from  Pegu.  We 
had  had  some  friendly  intercourse  witli  the  inha- 
bitants of  that  place,  who  declared  to  me  that  if 
they  were  put  again  in  possession  of  their  town 
they  would  be  able  to  hold  it.    There  was  au 
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anned  party  of  TaUens  at  the  time  from  the 
Tillages  around,  who  promiaed  their  support. 

The  Bormeae  were  driy^  out,  and  the  people 
recovered  possession  of  their  town,  but,  as  I  feai^, 
they  did  not  hxAd  it  a  week* 

At  this  time  it  would  have  been  inconvenient  in 
many  ways  to  have  stationed  a  force  Uiere  at  the 
commencement  of  the  monsoon. 

Since  that  time  I  have  had  various  reports  of 
the  enemj  being  in  great  force  at  Pegu,  and  that 
they  had  thrown  up  strong  defences  on  the  river, 
and  from  it  to  the  Pagoda,  within  the  site  of  the 
old  city — ^they  became  troublesome  also  to  several 
villages  between  this  and  Rangoon. 

As  the  army  will  shortly  be-  at  Prome»  with  a 
garrison  only  at  Rangoon,  it  became  imperative  to 
take  possession  of,  and  garrison  Pegu. 

I  had  determined  upon  this  for  some  time,  and 
the  three  small  river  steamers,  with  the  Maha- 
nuddy,  having  returned  from  Prome  on  the  16th 
of  November,  I  arranged  with  Commodore  Lam- 
bert that  the  troops  should  embark  on  Thursday 
evening,  the  1 8th,  when  300  men  of  the  1st  Ben- 
gal Fusiliers,  under  Lieutenant  Colonel  Tudor ; 
300  of  the  1st  Madras  Fusiliers,  under  Major 
Hill ;  400  men  of  the  5th  Madras  N.  L,  under 
Major  Shubrick  ;  70  Sappers,  with  two  24-pounder 
howitzers  and  32  artillerymen,  embarked  by  7 
o'clock,  p.x. 

This  force  I  placed  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier  McNeill,  of  the  Madras  Army 

I  also  embarked  with  my  own  Staff  in  the 
Mahanuddy,  for  the  purpose  of  accompanying  the 
expedition. 

Commander  ShadweU,  of  the  Royal  Navy,  had 
charge  of  the  Flotilla. 

This  town  is  situated  ibout  60  miles  from  Ran* 
goon,  on  a  fine  creek  called  the  Pegu  River,  which 
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roiia  into  the  Kangoon  River,  just  below  tbe  town 
«f  Bangoon. 

We  started  on  Friday  morning,  the  19th,  at 
^j-break,  and,  in  consequence  c^  the  shallow 
water,  were  obliged  to  anchor  about  two  miles 
below  B^gn  at  sunset,  on  tbe  evening  of  the  20th. 

The  troops  commenced  disembarking  at  4  A.  m. 
the  next  morning,  and  were  all  assembled  on  shore 
tj  I  past  6  o'clock,  and  when  I  jcHned  the  f(»>ee 
4it  this  hour,  I  found  it  buried  in  high  grass  jungle, 
and  the  whole  country  enveloped  in  a  thick  fog. 

1  was  in  some  degree  aware  of  the  position  of 
iJie  enemy,  from  a  plan  I  had  bad  in  my  possession 
for  sOTEie  time,  furnished  by  Captain  Latter,  he 
haying  aooompanied  the  f<Mrmer  expedition  in 
^une,  but  not  the  particulars  of  it  until  I  saw  it 
on  the  ground.  The  site  of  the  old  city,  wherein 
the  enemy  was  posted,  is  formed  by  a  square, 
suRODttded  by  a  high  bund,  each  side  of  wliich  is 
presumed  to  be  about  two  miles  in  length,  the 
west  side  facing  the  nv^,  and  the  square  is 
^orrounded  by  a  wet  moat,  between  70  and  80 
paces  wide. 

From  the  south-we6t  angle  there  is  a  causeway 
over  the  moat,  dose  to,  and  paralled  with,  the 
river.  This  causeway  the  enemy  had  made 
exceedingly  stzong  by  traverses,  and  l»eaking  it 
down  at  various  intervals  to  prevent  our  adyance. 
On  the  whcde  of  the  -south  face  of  the  bund^ 
fnmting  our  position,  they  had  bodies  of  troops 
stationed,  extending  f(Nr  about  a  mile  and  quarter. 

As  the  causeway  <m  the  right  of  their  position 
Was  so  narrow  ^t  only  a  file  of  men  could 
advance  along  it  against  their  numerous  musquetry 
and  local  impediments,  I  abandoned  all  idea  <^ 
attacking  them  there.  It  was,  therefore,  deter* 
mined  to  'force  our  way  along  the  moat,  and  to 
toxn  the  left  of  Hidr  position,  on  the  south  face  of 
the  square^ 
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Captain  Latter,  my  interpreter,  who  was  witU 
me,  had  with  him  a  Burmese,  who  promised  to 
find  us  a  causeway  leading  into  the  bund,  close  to 
the  left  of  their  position.  We  commenced  our 
advance,  the  Bengal  Fusiliers  leading,  covered  by 
the  Rifle  Company  of  the  oth  Madras  Native  In*' 
fantry,  and  foUowed  by  the  Madras  Fusiliers  and 
5th  Native  Infantry,  in  file,  and  for  two  hour^ 
was  this  forcQ  struggling  through  the  almost 
impenetrable  grass  and  jungle  along  the  outer  edge 
of  the  moat,  and  exposed  to  a  very  warm  fire  from 
the  enemy. 

We  at  last  reached  a  part  of  the  moat  which 
admitted  of  a  passage  for  the  troops,  and  mari^ed 
by  the  extreme  left  of  the  enemy's  position,  and 
where  they  had  a  strong  post  and  two  guns. 

I  here  directed  Colonel  Tudor  to  form  a  storm-*^ 
ing  party  of  loO  of  his  own  men,  and  100  of  the 
Madras  Fusiliers,  which  the  Lieutenant-Colonel 
led.  At  the  signal  given,  they  crossed  the  moat 
through  mud  and  water,  and  most  gallantly- 
stormed  the  enemy's  post.  We  were  now  masters- 
of  their  position. 

Our  owdi  guns  were  actively  employed  under 
Captain  Mallock  at  the  spot  from  which  we  first 
commenced  our  move,  and  after  some  time  thej 
were  brought  up,  over  almost  impassable  ground, 
nearly  to  the  spot  where  we  efiected  our  entrance 
into  the  enemy^s  position,  and  they  were  protected 
by  the  Grenadiers  of  the  6th  Madras  Native  In* 
fantry  under  Captain  Wyndham. 

After  resting  the  troops  for  some  time,  and 
collecting  the  wounded  men,  we  again  advanced 
by  an  excellent  path  in  the  direction  of  the  large 
Pagoda.  We  sufiered  no  molestation  from  the 
enemy,  but  on  approaching  the  Pagoda,  I  formed 
a  party  for  its  attack,  under  Migor  Hill  of  the 
Id^draa  Fusiliers,  consisting  of  100  of  his  own 
regiment,  with  a  similar  number  of  the  Bengal 
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^f'nsiliers.  Thej  advanced  tip  to  the  steps  of  the 
Pagoda,  and  on  ascending  received  a  fire  of 
maaquetry^  which  they  soon  silenced,  and  took 
possession  of  the  place  at  about  one  o'clock  p.u. 

The  fatigues  of  the  day  were  now  over,  and  I 
am  Certain  that  while  they  lasted  no  soldiers  ever 
met  with  more  arduous  ones,  nor  ever  met  the 
obstacles  of  such  an  advance  with  more  cheerful 
and  steady  perseverance  than  did  this  little  band 
of  brave  and  determined  men. 

The  enemy,  by  the  least  computation,  could  not 
immber  less  than  5,000  men,  evidently  headed  by 
people  of  consideration,  by  the  numerous  mounted 
people,  as  well  as  elephants, .  which  were  seen 
retiring  by  the  road  to  Sitang. 

Our  loss  is  not  nearly  what  I  apprehended  in 
the  morning  it  might  have  been,  and,  considering 
the  difficulties  of  the  ground  and  exposure  to  the 
enemy,  I  congratulate  myself  that  it  is  so  small. 

I  have  now  to  ask  the  Grovernor-General  in 
Council's  oonsidera^on  of  the  services  performed 
on  this  expedition  by  the  officers  and  men  en- 


To  Brigadier  McNeill,  who  formed  up  the 
force  in  the  morning  as  it  disembarked,  and  whose 
indefatigable  exertions  during  the  day  brought  on 
an  exhaustion  which  occasioned  me  much  distress 
to  witness,  and  which  deprived  me  of  his  valuable 
assistance  for  a  short  time. 

To  Lieutenant-Colonel  Tudor,  of  the  Bengal 
Fusiliers,  who  led  the  storming  party  and  carried 
'^le  enem3r's  position. 

To  Major  Hill,  of  the  Madras  Fusiliers,  who 
led  the  party  which  carried  the  Pagoda. 

To  Major  Shubrick,  of  the  6th  Madras  Native 
Infantry,  whose  position  in  the  Bentinck,  which 
waa  considerably  in  advance  of  the  rest  of  the 
l^otilla,  called  forth  his  greatest  vigilance  to  pro-^ 
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tect  Ids  pee{>le  from  the  enemy,  wlio  were  axooal 
him,  as  a]flo  for  bis  exertions  during  the  daj. 

To  Captain  Mallock,  for  his  exertions  with  the 
guns. 

To  Captain  Brown,  who  commanded  the  Bifle 
0onq>an7  of  the  5th  Madras  Native  Infantry,  who 
corered  our  advance,  and  whose  oozkduct  I  wit- 
nessed with  much  pleasure  during  the  day. 

I  fed  most  particularly  indebted  to  the  attentioa 
and  devotion  paid  to  the  sick  and  wounded  by  the 
Medical  Officers  who  accompanied  the  force. 

The  Brigadier  has  brou^t  to  my  notice  Cap- 
tain Benaud,  his  Brigade  Major,  whose  serrices 
he  highly  appreciates. 

To  Captain  Latter,  whose  distinguished  gal- 
lantry on  this  as  on  all  occasions  has  been  con- 
^icuous,  as  also  his  local  information  and  active 
assistance,  I  b^  to  call  your  Lordship's  particular 
attention. 

To  Commander  Shadwell,  who  had  charge  of 
the  naval  part  of  this  expedition,  I  am  deeply  in- 
debted for  the  most  unremitting  exertions  by  night 
and  day,  and  for  the  disembarkation  of  the  troc^s^ 
which  was  conducted  as  quietly  as  expeditioudy.

This  party  wiU  be  under  the  command  of  Mjbqov 
Hill,  of  tiie  Madras  Fumliers,  a  most  excellent 
officer. 

Lieutenant  Campbell,  of  the  Bengal  Engineers, 
wiU  see  to  its  necessary  defences. 

Eight  guns  were  taken,  and  it  is  supposed  that 
more  will  be  found.

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act,  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
''An  Act  for  the  r^ulation  of  the  duties  of 
postage,"  certain  scales  of  weight  and  rates  ef 
postage  were  fixed  and  made  chargeable  and  pay- 
able upon,  for,  or  in  respect  of  letters,  newspapers, 
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Puluaneiitazy  proeeediogs,  tad  printed  ptpen^ 
tnudsmitted  and  forwarded  bj  the  post^  and  yarions 
regnlationa  were  made  for  facilitating  tlie  tnna« 
yniaififln  <^  sQch  letters  and  papers  by  the  post. 

And  whereas  bj  an  Aet,  passed  in  the  elerenth 
3rear  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Mi^estj,  intituled 
^  An  Aet  for  giving  farther  fiudlities  for  the 
transmission  of  liters  by  post,  and  for  the  rega«* 
lating  tiie  duties  of  postage  thereon^  and  for  o&er 
pmposes  relating  to  the  Post-offioey**  the  proYiso 
oonceming  the  maximinn  weight  of  letters  to  be 
sent  by  the  post,  as  fixed  in  and  bj  the  said  flrsU 
mentioned  Act,  is  repealed ;  and  in  order  to  pre* 
Tent  packets  of  an  nnwieldlj  balk,  or  an  incon* 
Tenient  size,  being  transmitted  bj  the  post,  power 
is  giy^i  to  the  CommistionerB  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasory  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter,  by 
warrant  nnder  their  hands,  to  fix  a  maximum 
weight  of  letters  to  be  sent  by  the  post,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  repeal  or  revoke  such  maximum 
weight,  whdly  or  in  part,  and  declare  any  other 
maximum  of  weight  in  lieu  thereof;  and  all  letters 
are  to  be  forwaided,  conveyed,  and  delivered  by 
the  post,  in  conformity  with  any  such  warrant,  and 
also  in  conformity  with,  and  under,  and  subjeet 
to  an  such  orders,  conditions,  limitations,  regu* 
lations,  and  restrictions,  as  to  the  form,  size,  or 
dimensions  thereof,  whether  in  proportion  to  the 
weight  or  otherwise,  as  the  Postmaster-Greneral, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  shall,  from  time  to  time,  direct. 
And,  by  the  said  Act,  power  is  also  given  to  the 
Postmaster-General  to  collect  and  receive  tiie 
foreign  and  ccdonial  postage  charged  or  chargeable 
on  any  letters  sent  by  the  post,  and  also,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  to  require  the  posti^e,  British,  Colonial, 
or  Fmeign,  of  any  letters  sent  by  the  post,  to  b# 
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pre*paid,  either  in  money  or  in  stamps,  as  he  maj 
think  fit,  on  the  same  being  put  into  the  Post* 
cffice ;  and  also^  with  soch  consent,  to  aboliah  or 
restrict  the  pre-pajment  in  money  of  postage  on 
letters  sent  by  the  post,  either  altogether,  or  on 
certain  letters,  and  to  require  the  pre-payment 
thereof  to  be  in  stamps,  and  to  refuse  to  reoeivB 
or  send  by  the  poet  any  letters  tendered  contrary 
to  any  r^ulations  thereby  made.  And  it  is  also 
declined  and  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  PoBtmaster-Greneral,  and  any  officer  of  &e 
Post-office,  to  detain  any  letters  which  shall  be 
posted  or  sent  by  the  post,  contrary  to  the  rega^ 
lations  of  that  Act,  or  the  first-mentioned  Act»  or 
contrary  to  the  regulations  of  any  Treasury 
Warrant,  to  be  issued  under  or  by  virtue  of  that 
Act,  or  which  had  been  or  should  be  issued  under 
or  by  virtue  of  the  said  first-mentioned  Act,  and 
to  open  such  letters  and  to  return  them  to  the 
senders  thereof,  or  to  forward  them  to  the  places 
of  their  destination,  charged,  in  either  case,  with 
such  rates  of  postage  as  the  Postmaster-General* 
with  the  consent  of  the  Conmiissioners  of  Her 
llbgesty's  Treasury,  shall  from  time  to  time 
direct* 

Now  we,  the  undersigned,  being  two  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  do,  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to  us  in  and  by 
the  said  before-mentioned  Acts,  or  dther  of  them, 
and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf, 
by  this  warrant  under  our  hands,  order  and  direct 
t£at  printed  books,  printed  magazines,  printed 
reviews,  and  printed  pamphlets,  whether  British, 
Colonial,  or  Foreign,  posted  in  the  United  King** 
dom,  addressed  to  the  island  of  Saint  Helena,  or 
posted  in  the  said  island  of  Saint  Helena,  addressed 
to  the  United  Kingdom,  may  be  transmitted  by 
the  post  between  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom 
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and  the  said  island  of  Saint  Helena,  subject  to  tli0 
several  regalations  and  rates  hereinafter  contained ; 
that  is  to  say  : — 

On  every  packet  consisting  of  a  single  printed 
book,  or  printed  magazine,  or  printed  review, 
or  printed  pamphlet,  the  several  sheets  or 
parts  of  which,  when  more  than  one,  shall  be 
sewed  or .  bound  together,  if  not  exceeding 
half  a  pound  in  weight,  tiiere  shall  be  charged 
and  taken  one  uniform  rate  of  postage  of 
sixpence. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  half  a 
pound,  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  in 
weighty  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  one 
pound,  and  not  exceeding  two  pounds  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  postage  of  two  shillings. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  two 
pounds,  and  not  exceeding  three  pounds  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  postage  of  three  shillings. 

And  for  every  additional  one  pound  in  weight 
of  any  such  packet  above  the  weight  of  three 
pounds,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  an 
additional  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling,  and 
every  fraction  of  such  additional  pound  shall 
be  charged  as  an  additional  pound. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct  that  no  such 
packet,  if  containing  more  than  one  printed  book, 
or  printed  magazine,  or  printed  ceview,  or  printed 
pamphlet,  or  containing  any  paper  or  thing  besides 
a  printed  book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review, 
or  printed  pamphlet,  or  containing  any  printed  book, 
printed   magazine,  printed   review,    or   printed 
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pamphlety  the  seTeral  sheets  or  partd  of  which, 
when  more  than  one,  shall  not  be  sewed  or  bound 
together,  or  which  packet,  in  length,  or  breaddi, 
or  width,  or  depth  shall  exceed  the  dimensions  of 
two  feet,  or  twenty- four  inches,  shall  be  forwarded 
bj  the  post  under  the  provisions  aforesaid. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  as  to  any 
packet  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  sent  hy  the 
post  under  the  provisions  aforesaid,  which  shall  be 
posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  postage  thereof 
shall  in  every  case  be  pre-paid  at  the  time  of  the 
same  being  posted,  not  in  money,  but  by  being 
duly  stamped  with  the  proper  British  postage 
stamp  or  stamps  affixed  thereto ;  which  stamp  or 
stamps  shall  in  every  case  be  affixed  or  appear  on 
the  outside  of  every  such  packet,  near  the  address, 
and  shall  be  of  the  value  or  amount  of  the  postage 
duty  payable  thereon,  under  or  by  virtue  of  this 
warrant;  and  as  to  any  such  packet  posted  in  the 
island  of  St.  Helena,  the  postage  thereof  shall  in 
every  case  be  pre-paid,  either  in  money  or  by  the 
proper  colonial  postage  stamp  or  stamps  being 
affixed  thereto  at  the  time  of  the  same  being 
posted. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  every 
such  packet  shall  be  sent  without  a  cover,  or  in  a 
cover  or  envelope  open  at  the  ends  or  sides,  and 
shall  contain  printed  matter  only,  with  the  binding 
thereof,  and  there  shall  be  no  writing  or  marks 
upon  the  cover  or  envelope  thereof,  or  upon  or 
within  any  part  of  the  contents  thereof,  other  than 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  the 
packet  shall  be  sent. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  any  obstacles  to  the 
due  and  regular  transmission  of  letters  by  the 
post,  we  further  direct,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  officer  of  the  Fost-office  in  the  United  King- 
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4om  to  dekj  the  tnamatmon  e[  anj  ^Aoket  potted 
or  forwarded  bj  tJbe  po6t»  imder  the  proviaions  of 
this  warranty  for  the  tpace  of  twenty-four  honn 
from  the  time  at  which  (or  at  his  option  until  the 
dispatch  of  the  mail  next  after  that  bj  which)  the 
same  oaght  otherwise  to  have  been  forwarded  bj 
Mm. 

And  we  further  direct  that  nothing  hereinbefore 
eontained  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  or 
affect  the  transmission  bj  the  post  of  printed 
votes  and  proceedings  of  the  Imperial  Parliament^ 
or  of  printed  votes  and  proceedings  of  the 
Ck>loDial  Legislatures,  nor  of  printed  papers  or 
other  printed  publications  which  are  allowed  to 
pass  bj  the  post  under  the  newspaper  privilege* 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  if  any 
packet  sent,  or  tendered,  or  delivered  in  order  to 
be  sent  by  the  post,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
present  warrant,  shall  contain  any  paper  or  thing 
besides  a  printed  book,  printed  magazine,  printed 
review,  or  printed  pamphlet,  and  the  binding 
thereof,  or  shall  have  any  writing  or  marks  upon 
the  same,  or  upon  the  cover  or  envelope  thereof, 
except  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  forwarded,  or  shall  not  be  open  at  the  ends  or 
sides,  or  shall  in  length,  or  breadth,  or  width,  or 
depth,  exceed  the  dimensions  of  two  feet  or  twenty- 
four  inches,  or  shall  contain  more  than  one  printed 
book,  or  printed  magazine,  or  printed  review,  or 
printed  pamphlet,  or  shall  contain  any  printed 
book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review,  or  printed 
pamphlet,  the  several  sheets  or  parts  of  which, 
when  more  than  one,  shall  not  be  sewed  or  bound 
together,  or  if  the  postage  of  any  such  packet, 
posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  shall  not  be  duly 
and  {MToperly  pre-paid  by  British  stamps  when 
posted,  or  if  the  postage  of  any  such  packet  postod 
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in  the  island  of  Saint  Helena,  ahall  not  be  duly 
and  properly  pre-paid  in  money,  or  by  colonial 
stamps,  when  posted,  the  same  shall  and  may  be 
detained  and  opened  at  any  place  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and,  at  the  option,  of  the  Postmaster* 
Greneral,  shall  be  either  returned  or  given  up  to 
the  sender  thereof,  or  be  given  up  to  the  person  to 
whom  it  shall  be  addressed,  or  be  forwarded  to  the 
place  of  its  destination ;  and  any  such  packet,  on 
being  so  returned,  given  up,  or  forwarded,  shall 
be  chargeable  with  the  like  amount  of  postage  to 
which  it  would  have  been  liable  as  a  letter. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  packets 
sent  through  any  foreign  country  to  which  a 
transit  rate  of  postage  would  be  payable  thereon, 
nor  to  any  packets  sent  by  private  ships. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  the  term 
**  by  the  post,"  used  in  this  warrant,  shall,  as  to 
the  sea  conveyance,  include  the  conveyance  by 
packet-boat ;  and  that  the  several  other  terms  and 
expressions  used  in  this  warrant  shall  be  construed 
to  have  the  like  meaning  in  all  respects  as  they 
would  have  had  if  inserted  in  the  said  Act,  passed 
in 'the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  this  warrant  shall 
come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three.

regulations  were  made  for  facilitating  the  trans- 
mission of  such  letters  and  papers  by  the  post. 

And  whereas  by  an  Act,  passed  in  the  eleventh 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
"  An  Act  for  giving  further  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regu- 
lating the  duties  of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other 
purposes  relating  to  the  Post-office,"  the  proviso 
concerning  the  maximum  weight  of  letters  to  be 
sent  by  the  post,  as  fixed  in  and  by  the  said  first- 
mentioned  Act  is  repealed,  and  in  order  to  prevent

And  by 
the  said  Act  power  is  also  given  to  the  Postmaster- 
Grenend  to  collect  and  receive  the  foreign  and 
colonial  postage  charged  or  chargeable  on  any 
letters  sent  by  the  post;  and  also  with  the  consent 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury 
to  require  the  postage,  British,  colonial,  or  foreign, 
of  any  letters  sent  by  the  post  to  be  pre-paid, 
either  in  money  or  in  stamps,  as  he  may  think  fit, 
on  the  same  being  put  into  the  Post-office  ;  and 
also  with  such  consent  to  abolish  or  restrict  the 
pre-payment  in  money,  of  postage  on  letters 
sent  by  the  post,  either  altogether  or  on  certain 
letters,  and  to  require  the  pre-payment  thereof 
to  be  in  stamps,  and  to  refuse  to  receive 
or  send  by  the  post  any  letters  tendered  con- 
trary to  any  regulations  thereby  made.  And 
it  is  also  declared  and  enacted,  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Postmaster-General,  and  any 
officer  of  the  post-office,  to  detain  any  letters  which 
shall  be  posted  or  sent  by  the  post  contrary  to  the 
regulations  of  that  Act,  or  the  first -mentioned 
Act,  or  contrary  to  the  regulations  of  any  Treasury 
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Warrant,  to  be  issned  under  or  bj  virtue  of  that 
Act,  or  which  had  been  or  should  be  issued  under 
or  by  virtue  of  the  said  first-mentioned  Act-,  and 
to  open  such  letters,  and  either  to  return  them  to 
the  senders  thereof  or  to  forward  them  to  the 
places  of  their  destination,  charged  in  either  case 
with  such  rates  of  postage  as  the  Postmaster- 
General,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  shall  from  time  to  time 
direct. 

Now  we,  the  undersigned,  being  two  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  do,  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to  us  in  and  by 
the  said  before-mentioned  Acts,  or  either  of  them, 
and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf, 
by  this  warrant,  under  our  hands,  order  and  direct 
that  printed  books,  printed  magazines,  printed 
reviews,  and  printed  pamphlets,  whether  Briti^, 
Colonial,  or  Foreign,  posted  in  the  United  King- 
dom addressed  to  the  East  Indies,  or  posted  in  the 
East  Indies  addressed  to  the  United  Kingdom,  may 
be  transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  East  Indies,  subject  to 
the  several  regulations  and  rates  hereinafter  con- 
tained ;  that  is  to  say : 

On  every  packet  consisting  of  a  single  printed 
book,  or  printed  magazine,  or  pnnted  review, 
or  printed  pamphlet,  the  several  sheets  or 
parts  of  which,  when  more  than  one,  shall  be 
sewed  or  bound  together,  if  not  exceeding 
half  a  pound  in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged 
and  taken  one  uniform  rate  of  postage  of 
sixpence. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  half  a 
pound,  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling. 
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And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  one 
pound,  and  not  exceeding  two  pounds  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  postage  of  two  shillings. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  two 
pounds,  and  not  exceeding  three  pounds  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  postage  of  three  shillings. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  no  such 
packet,  if  exceeding  the  weight  of  three  pounds  or 
containing  more  than  one  printed  book,  or  printed 
magazine,  or  printed  review,  or  printed  pamphlet, 
or  containing  any  paper  or  thing  besides  a  printed 
book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review,  or  printed 
pamphlet,  or  containing  any  printed  book,  printed 
magazine,  printed  review,  or  printed  pamphlet, 
the  several  sheets  or  parts  of  which,  when  more 
than  one,  shall  not  be  sewed  or  bound  together,  or 
which  packet,  in  length,  or  breadth,  or  width,  or 
depth,  shall  exceed  the  dimensions  of  two  feet  or 
twenty-four  inches,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the 
post  under  the  provisions  aforesaid. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  as  to  any 
packet  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  sent  by  the 
post,  under  the  provisions  aforesaid,  which  shall 
be  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  po.stage 
thereof  shall,  in  every  case,  be  pre-paid  at  the 
time  of  the  same  being  posted,  not  in  money,  but 
by  being  duly  stamped  with  the  proper  British 
postage  stamp  or  stamps  affixed  thereto,  which 
stamp  or  stamps  shall,  in  every  case,  be  affixed  or 
appear  on  the  outside  of  every  such  packet  near 
the  address,  and  shall  be  of  the  value  or  amount 
of  the  postage  duty  payable  thereon  under  or  by 
virtue  of  this  warrant ;  and  as  to  any  such  packet 
posted  in  the  East  Indies,  the  postage  thereof 
shall,  in  every  case,  be  pre-piud,  either  in  money 
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tyr  by  the  proper  colonial  postage  stamp  or  stamps 
being  affixed  thereto  at  the  time  of  the  same 
being  posted. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  every 
such  packet  shall  be  sent  without  a  cover,  or  in  a 
cover  or  envelope,  open  at  the  ends  or  sides,  and 
shall  contain  printed  matter  only  with  the  binding 
thereof,  and  there  shall  be  no  writing  or  marks 
upon  the  cover  or  envelope  thereof,  or  upon  or 
within  any  part  of  the  contents  thereof,  other  than 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  the 
packet  shall  be  sent. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  any  obstacles  to  the 
due  and  regular  transmission  of  letters  by  the 
post,  we  further  direct,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  officer  of  the  Post-office  in  the  United  King- 
dom, to  delay  the  transmission  of  any  packet 
posted  or  forwarded  by  the  post,  under  the  pro-

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  if  any 
packet  sent  or  tendered,  or  delivered  in  order  to  be 
sent  by  the  post,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
present  Warrant  shall  exceed  the  weight  of  three 
pounds,  or  shall  contain  any  paper  or  thing  besides 
a  printed  book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review, 
or  printed  pamphlet,  and  the  binding  thereof,  or 
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flhall  have  tmj  vriting  or  narks  upon  the  satne,  or* 
upon  the  cover  or  envelope  thereof,  except  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is 
forwarded,  or  shall  not  be  open  at  the  ends  or  sides, 
or  shall  in  length  or  breadth,  or  width  or  depth 
exceed  the  dimensions  of  two  feet  or  twenty-four 
inches,  or  shall  contain  more  than  one  printed 
book  or  printed  magazine,  or  printed  review,  or 
printed  pamphlet,  or  shall  contain  any  printed 
book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review,  or  printed 
pamphlet,  the  several  sheets  or  parts  of  which, 
when  more  than  one,  shall  not  be  sewed  or  bound 
together,  or  if  the  postage  of  any  such  packet 
posted  in  the  United  Kingdom  shall  not  be  duly 
and  properly  pre-paid  by  British  stamps  when 
posted,  or  if  the  postage  of  any  such  packet  posted 
in  the  East  Indies  shall  not  be  duly  and  properly 
pre-paid  in  money  or  by  colonial  stamps  when 
posted,  the  same  shall  and  may  be  detained  and 
opened  at  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
at  the  option  of  the  Postmaster- General,  shall  be 
either  returned  or  given  up  to  the  sender  thereof, 
or  he  given  up  to  the  person  to  whom  it  shall  be 
addressed,  or  forwarded  to  the  place  of  its  desti- 
nation, and  any  such  packet,  on  being  so  returned, 
giTcn  up,  or  forwarded,  shall  be  chargeable  with 
the  like  amount  of  postage  to  which  it  would  have 
been  liable  as  a  letter. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained sliall  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  packets 
sent  through  France  or  any  other  foreign  country 
to  which  a  transit  rate  of  postage  would  be  pay- 
able thereon,  nor  to  any  packets  sent  by  private 
ships. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  the  term 
'^  by  the  post,"  used  in  this  Warrant,  shall,  as  to 
the  sea  conveyance,  include  the  conveyance  by 
packet-booty  aad  shall  also  indude  the  ooaveyanoe 
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fiirough  Egypt,  so  long  as  no  transit  rate  of 
postage  be  pnyable  thereon ;  and  that  the  term 
"  £ast  Indies"  used  in  this  Warrant,  shall  be  con- 
stmed  to  mean  every  port  or  place  in  Asia, 
within  the  limits  of  the  Charter  of  the  East  India 
Company  (China,  Hong  Kong,  Ceylon,  the 
Mauritius,  Java,  Borneo,  and  Australia,  excepted), 
and  that  the  several  other  terms  and  expressions' 
used  in  this  Warrant  shall  be  construed  to  have 
iJie  like  meaning  in  all  respects  as  they  "woald 
have  had  if  inserted  in  ^he  said  Act,  passed  in  the 
fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty.

or  oth^r  rates  or  regulations  in  lieu  thereof,  and, 
from  time  to  time,  to  appoint  at  what  time  the 
rates  that  may  be  payable  are  to  be  paid.

Our 
entire  satisfaction  has  been  expressed  to  these 
officers  at  the  successful  accomplishment  of  this 
service.

Sm,  Fetpty  December  15,  1852- 

IN  continuation  of  my  despatch  of  the  Ilth 
instant  from  Rangoon,  I  have  the  satisfaction  to 
state,  for  the  information  of  the  Governor-General 
in  Council,  that  tlie  garrison  I  left  at  this  place 
was  relieved  from  its  investment  bj  the  Burmese, 
on  my  arrival  here  yesterday  at  one  o'clock.  The 
strength  of  the  enemy,  added  to  their  formidable 
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ywitian,  tbe  rerj  small  garriaoil  «d3  itf  &ffing 
riwrt'of  amauDiitioii,  tiioi^h  itrooglj  po«tcd  anft 
with  a  large  sopi^j  of  pioTiaona^  cauaed  me  yerf 


Ai9  o'clock,  in  the  night  of  the  11th  inatanl^ 
1200  men  were  embarked  at  Bangoon  in  two 
aieamers  and  a  somber  of  boatSy  and  were  disein* 
barked  abont  six  miles  below  tbe  Gbaot^  at  VegOf 
on  tbe  morning  of  the  14th  instant,  and  the  whola 
read  J  to  more  off  their  ground  hj  sunrise. 

I  had  resolyed  to  march  and  enter  the  Pagoda  bj 
tiie  eastern  gate.  Thelasttimel  washere  Idid  so 
by  the  soutiieni  gate  at  its  captmrey  because  thi^ 
enemy  from  Shoegyne  had  marched  from  the  east 
and  established  their  batteries  on  that  fiioe  of  the 
Pagoda.  This  turned  all  their  defences  and  their 
woris  on  and  from  the  banks  of  the  riTcr  and 
round  the  Pagoda,  and  this  more  brought  n» 
directly  on  their  rear,  only  having  to  drive  in 
numbers  of  weil-conducted  skirmishers,  and  a  force 
ef  about  200  men  on  ponies,  which  hung  on  the 
light  flank  of  the  column  during  its  march,  against 
whom,  however,  I  hardly  returned  a  diot. 

Three  miles  frran  the  Pagoda  I  passed  a  gun* 
carriage  bumin|^  which  told  me  what  I  appre* 
bended  was  the  case^  that  finding  themselves  be« 
tween  two  fires,  the  Pagoda  and  my  own,  their 
defences  useless,  I  should  find  they  had  retired, 
and  on  coming  dose  to  the  jear  of  their  defences, 
and  puddng  on  the  advance,  we  met  only  a  large 
body  of  skirmishers^  who  wece  gallantly  repulsed 
by  some  of  the  Bengal  and  Madras  Fusiliers  and 
the  Seikhs.    . 

'  The  march  tiirough  such  a  dose  country  with- 
out a  road  was  well  got  over.  I  had  with  me  two 
guns  from  the  navy  boats,  drawn  by  a  party  of 
sailon^  under  Commander  ^ladweU,  whose  a* 
cesave  labours  were  most  dieecf uUy  borne. 
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Our  loss  has  been  3  kiUed  and  9  wounded, 
thej  had  no  chance  of  injuring  us  seriously.  Tiie' 
jj^unnese  will  fight  if  you. take .jppr. people  up  t<» 
the  muzzle  of  their  guns,  but  wisely  retire  when, 
they  find  they  are  morally  beaten  as  they  erer  have 
be^  in  this  war. 

•  They  have  hidden  their  guns,  two  only  have  been 
found  as  yet;  but  in  the  thick  grass  jungle  a  gun. 
is  easily  hidden. 

I  have  had  the  aid  of  Brigadier-G-eneral  Steel, 
Dfho  particularly  requested  to  accompany  jne.    . 
1   It  was  a  hard  day's  work  for  all,  but  well  ac- 
complished ;  and  I  know  few  moments  that  have 
been  more  gratifying  to  me  than  when  I  met  that, 
excellent  and  brave  ofiicer,  M^or  Hill,   of  the 
Madras  Fusiliers,  in  the  Pagoda. 
.   His  report  cannot  be  prepared  to-day,  for  there  ^ 
is  detail  respecting  the  admirable  conduct  of  the 
Feguers,  whose  families  came  under  his  protection, 
and  he  has  wonderfully  managed  to  save  them. 

I  have  come  the  second  time  to  Pegu,  with  the 
full  intention  of  going  onwards,  as  ten  miles  from 
this,  at  a  place  called  Sephangoon,  on  the  road  to 
Shoegyne,  there  are  the  Pegu  families  in  bond  at 
a  Burmese  station  there,  held,  for  the 'fidelity  of 
their  husbands,  in  the  Burmese  ranks,  which  I 
hope  to  release  to-morrow  ;  at  all  events  to  follow 
the  force  that  has  been  troubling  this  country,  and 
break  it  np  ;  but  I  cannot  state  how  far  I  can  go, 
as  the  progress  of  all  soldiers  depends  upon  feeding 
them,  which  can  never  be  left  to  accident. 

•  I  have  found  more  carriage  than  I  expected 
here,  which  will  assist  us  very  much.    .  i 

I  have  ordered  a  land  column,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sturt,  of  the  .67th 
Bengal  N.I.,  to  march  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
river, — ^where  I  have  been  informed  there .  is  a 
good  hackery  road  to  Pegu^-H^nsisting  of  half  the 
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Madras  Horse  Aitilkiyy  50  of  the  Ramgiiar 
Horse,  and  400  of  the  67th  Bengal  N.I.,  bat 
with  instructions,  if  he  should  meet  with  anj 
aerioQS  difficoltj,  to  return ;  and  I  hope  to  have 
than  up  at  Sephangoon. 

I  expect  soon  to  famish  the  Govemm^t  with, 
a  detailed  account  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
Armj. 

Commodore  Lambert  has  a  steamer  ready  to 
toavej  this  despatch  on  its  arriyal  at  Rangoon.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  request  you  may  be 

pleased  to  inform  the  Govemor-G^eral  of  India 

in  Council,   that  shortly  after  my  return  from 

Prome,  on  the  6th  instant,  I  learned  that  a  large 

flat,  which  the  Military  authorities  had  sent  up  to 

Pegu,  laden   with  commissariat  stores  and  bul« 

lodks,  under  charge  of    24    Sepoys,  iiad    been 

attacked  and  burnt  by  the  Burmese.     A  havildar 

and  three  of  the  men  being  killed,  the  remainder 

had  by  some  means  reached  F^u  with  the  loss  of 

their  arms  and  accoutrements. 

2.  Considering  it  desirable  to  keep  open  a  com- 
munication with  the  garrison  at  Pegu,  and  being 
anxious  to  ascertain  the  true  state  of  things,  I  sent 
Commander  Shadwdl,  of  Her  Miyes^s  ship 
fiphinx,  widi  the  boats  of  the  squadron  specified 
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m  inclosare  A/ on  tbe  8tii  instant^  im  that 
Tice.      . 

3.  The  day  after  his  departure^  a  letter 
bconght  to  Bangooii  bj  a  Mendlj  Burman,  wbs^ 
found  the  greatest  difficultj  in  eaeapisg  from 
Pega.  Major  Hill  stated  he  was  sorrounded  on 
an  sides  and  hardlj  pressed,  and  that  his  ammu'-^ 
nition  was  getting  very  short  On  receipt  of  this 
intelligence,  Mi^or«Genisral  Godwin  decided  to 
send  two  hundred  European  troops  to  Pegu,  xbA 
they  embarked  in  the  Neibodda  and  left  the  same 
erening,  in  company  with  a  force  of  armed  boats 
from  the  squadron,  under  oommand  of  Commander 
Bowley  Lambert. 

4.  On  the  1 1th  Commander  Shad  well  returned 
from  Pegu,  haying  failed  to  communicate  with  the 
garrison.  On  reachiifg  the  usual  landing  place 
he  was  received  by  the  enemy  with  a  heavy  fire, 
and  on  landing  he  found  the  Burmese  too  nume- 
rous to  contend  with.  He  therefore  deemed  it 
prudent  to  retreat,  having  in  a  very  short  time 
had  4  men  killed  and  28  wounded,  amongst  tibe 
latter  2  officers  severely ;  and  his  coacswain  was 
ahot  dead  by  his  side.  A  return  of  the  casualties 
en  this  occasion  is  enclosed,  marked  B. 

5.  On  his  i-etum  he  met  the  Nerbndda,  bat 
being  quite  uncertain  as  to  the  extent  of  the  force 
he  would  be  exposed  to,  he  determined  to  biing 
lihemback. 

'  6.  I  immediately  consulted  with  Mijor-Genenil 
Grodwin,  who  determined  to  go  himself  to  Pegu 
with  a  considerable  force,  and  I  impropriated 
for  this  service  the  Mahannddy  and  Nerbudds 
steamers,  and  a  number  of  native  cargo  boats,  the 
long-boats  of  ihe  transports,  and  the  boats  <^  tiia 
squadron* 

7.  Before  ten  o'clock  that  nig^  Captain  Taik* 
toa  had  embarked  a  thousand  and  fifly  men,  oom* 
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ponng  Ae  land  force,  in  the  boats,  and  left 
Bangoon  for  Pegu.  The  armed  force  under  his 
eonmiand,  belonging  to  the  squadron^  is  detailed  in 
indoBure  C. 

8.  The  steam-^essds  Mahanuddj  and  Ner* 
Imdda  had  both  been  disabled,  but  through  the 
actiyity  and  alnlity  of  Mr.  Berrj,  the  superin« 
tending  engineer,  they  were  temporarily  repaired ; 
•nd  Mftjor-Greaeral  Godwin,  having  embarked 
with  four  hundred  more  Europeans  in  these  ves- 
aels^  started  next  morning. 

9.  A  land  force,  under  Colonel  Sturt,  of  the 
67th  Regiment  B.N.I.,  also  marched  for  Fegu^ 
leaving  Rangocn  on  the  morning  of  the  13th. 

10.  I  will  now  ref<^  his  Lordship  in  Council 
to  Captain  Tarleton's  letter  of  the  16th  instant, 
for  details  of  the  naval  operaticms  at  Pegu. 

11.  I  fully  eoincide  with  the  encomiums  ex* 
pressed  by  Captain  Tarleton  respecting  the  officers 
and  seamen  of  this  squadron  serving  under  his 
orders — ^who,  on  this  occasion,  have  been  actuated 
by  the  same  gallant  and  cheerful  spirit  to  fulfill 
their  duty,  that  they  have  displayed  throughout 
the  war.

uddj  following:  the  former  vessel  preceded  us  up 

the  liver.    At  the  end  of  the  flood-tide  at  8  p.]c^ 

the  boats  were  anchored  withm  hail  of  the  Steamer, 

12  miles  below  Pegu.     On  the  morning  of  the 

13th,  the  Nerbudda  leading,  I  proceeded  with  the 

boats,  and  happily  arrived  so  as  to  be  able  to 

effixt  a  nmultaneous  landing  of  the  troopa^  about 

5  miles  below  P^n,  and  half  a  mile  from  the 

fiiBt  stockade^  at  7  jlm.    The  Mahanuddy  not  ap» 

pearing,  and  the  General  having  expressed  his  in* 

tendon  to  me  of  waiting  the  arrival  of  the  troops 

en  board  her  before  he  advanced,  I  proceeded  in 
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the  Kerbudda  to  bring  them  up.  I  foond  tiio 
Mahanuddy  vrhere  we  had  anchored  on  the  pre- 
tIous  eyeningy  she  having  been  detained  bjr  her 
i>T0^en  rudder  head.  I  immediately  transferred 
the  troops  to  the  Nerbudda,  but  hj  this  time  th^ 
Vratef  had  fallen  so  much  that  she  was  compelled 
%o  wait  fot  the  flood-tide  to  proceed,  and  did  not 
l^ch  the  place  of  disembarkation  till  9  p.m.  The 
troops  were  landed  from  her  at  4  A.M.  on  the  14tb« 
and  at  7  the  Army  advanced. 

I  appointed  Commander  Shadwell  to  take  com- 
mand of  two  of  the  boats'  guns  fitted  as  field-pieoea^ 
with  7o  men  to  drag  them,  to  accompany  the  force. 

Conunander  Lambert  assisted  me  in  the  protec* 
tion  of  the  Steamer  and  boats. 
'.    At  noon  some  of  the  camp  followers,  having 
straggled  a  short  distance  from  the  bank,  were 
fired  at  from  a  Foongie  house  in  our  vicinity  ;  two 
were  taken  and  the  others  pursued  by  the  enemy, 
who  evinced  an  intention  of  coming  down  to  attadc 
us.     I  immediately  landed  all  the  disposable  men, 
leaving  only  sufficient  to  work  the  guns  in  the 
boats.    This  demonstration,  and  the  fire  of  a  few 
shell  and  rockets,  served  to  check  their  advance. 
At  this  time  the  Nerbudda,  on  the  falling  tide, 
bad  unfortunately  grounded  on  a  stake,  and  her 
two  foremost  compartments  filled  with  water.    It 
became  necessaiy  to  put  her  on  shore  to  repair  the 
damage.    To  move  from  our  position  was  there- 
fore impossible,  and  I  proceeded  to  strengthen  it 
by  landing  some  rockets,  felling  trees,  and  throw- 
ing up  intrenchmcnts.     The  march  of  the  army 
to  the  eastward  of  the  Pagoda  had  left  the  enemy 
in  possession  of  the  lower  defences  on  the  river's 
bank,  and  I  was  sensible  that  he  had  it  in  his 
power  greatly  to  annoy  us.     He  reconnoitred  our 
position  with  a  few  horse  in  the  evening,  but  did 
not  further  molest  us.     At  2  p.m.  I  had  the  satis- 
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« 

fiietion  of  obserying  the  preconcerted  signal  that 
the  army  bad  forced  its  waj  into  the  Pagoda,  which 
intelligence  was  confirmed  to  me  bj  Commander 
Shadwell  on  the  morning  of  the  15th. 

In  the  evening  this  officer  returned,  with  his 
party  of  seamen  and  a  guard.  He  informed  me 
of  the  river  bank  being  cleared  of  the  enemj ; 
and  it  is  therefore  mj  intention  to  move  up  with 
the  boats  with  the  morning  fiood-tide.  I  recon- 
noitred the  river  defences  now  evacuated,  and  am 
only  surprised  that  Commander  Shadwell  should 
have  been  able  to  pass  and  repass  them  in  his  late 
attempt  to  communicate  with  the  garrison  at 
Pegu.  Thej  are,  for  the  purpose,  of  the  most 
formidable  description,  and  completely  command 
the  passage  of  the  river  for  a  distance  of  nearly 
five  miles. 

Your  Excellency,  knowing  the  nature  of  the 
service  that  has  been  performed,   will  appreciate 
the  zeal  of  both  officers  and  men  who  have  carried 
it  out :  but  I  feel  I  shall  fail  in  my  duty  to  them 
if  I  did  not  bring  to  your  notice  the  exertions 
made  by  Commander  Shadwell  and  the  men  under 
him,  in  taking  the  guns  a  distance  of  8  or  9  miles, 
through  a  difficult  country,  under  an  ardent  sun  ; 
by  Commander  Lambert  and  Lieutenants  Mason, 
B.N.,  and  Robinson,   LN.,   and  Mr.  Freeman, 
Master,   LN.,    in   their  constant   attention  and 
watchfulness  in  bringing  up  so  large  a  convoy  in 
the  boats.    Lieutenant  Robinson  was  afterwards 
attached  to  the  gun  party,  and  Mr.  Freeman  was 
most  useful  to  me  in  directing  our  rocket  battery, 
and  in  the  construction  of  our  intrenchments.     I 
exceedingly  admired  the  skilful  manner  in  which 
Captain  Porter  brought  the  Nerbudda  up  this  dif- 
ficult river  ;  and  the  energy  that  his  officers  and 
crew  displayed  in  making  her  again  effective  was 
most  praiseworthy.

NOTIFICATION.

THE  Moat  NoUe  the  GoYemor-Greneral  in 
Council  is  pleased  to  direct  that  the  foUoving 
extracts  from  despatches  relative  to  recent  opera* 
tions  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Pegu,  shall  be  pirib- 
liahed  for  general  information. 

The  Grovemor-Greneral  in  Council  has  to  ex- 
press his  approbation  of  the  alacrity  and  spirit  with 
which  this  harassing  duty  has  been  performed ; 
and  his  sense  of  the  services  of  the  M^or-Greneral 
oommanding,  and  of  the  officers  whose  names  be 
has  specially  brought  to  the  notice  of  his  Lordship 
in  Council,  in  the  despatch  of  the  24th  ultimo. 

The  Govemor*Greneral  in  Council  particulariy 
desires  to  record  his  high  approbation  of  the  gallant 
conduct  of  Major  Hill,  of  the  Madras  Fnsilien^ 
and  of  the  Officers  and  Men  under  his  command, 
in  their  defence  of  the  position  they  held  at  Pego.

£N  mj  last  despatch  from  Pegu,  dated  the 
15th  instant,  after  having  relieved  it  from  the 
enemj,  I  had  the  honour  of  informing  you,  for  the 
informadon  of  the  Governor- General  in  Council, 
that  it  was  mj  intention  to  advance  into  the 
eoontiy,  and  free  that  garrison  firom  the  near 
pofiitioii  of  the  Burmese  Army. 

At  that  time  I  had  been  informed  they  were  at 
Sepbaiigoon,  but,  from  subsequent  information,  I 
found  them  entrenched  and  entrenching  them- 
aelFes  in  great  numh^v  on  a  plain  about  four 
miles  north  of  the  Pagoda,  at  a  place  called 
Kaleetat.  It  took  till  the  17th  instant  to  procure 
what  little  carriage  was  available  for  the  commis- 
aariat  stores,  when  eighteen  buffiUo  hackerie9 
were  prepared  to  contain  six  days'  provisions. 

Hie  tvoops  left  the  Pagoda  about  7  o'clock  a.Ui 
on  that  date,  to  the  amount  <^  about  1,200  pien, 
eoBsisting  of  about  600  of  the  Bengal  Fusiliers, 
under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Tudor;  160.  of  the 
Madras  Fusiliers,  under  Captain  Benaud;  300 
Seikhs  under  Miyor  Armstrong,  and  160  of  the 
10th  Bengal  Native  Infantry,  under  Captain 
Munro.  I  had  no  guns,  for  I  had  no  means  of 
drawing  them.  We  had  to  pass  through  a  very 
thick  jungle  for  about  two  miles,  when  we  de- 
bouched on  a  noble  plain,  miles  in. extent,  covered 
with  ripe  paddy.  We  then  had  a  good  view  of 
the  position  of  the  enemy  and  their  probable 
numbers.  Th^  were  admirably  posted  behind 
an  entrenchment  with  a  battle:  large  spars  formed 
their  breastwork,  and  it  appeared  to  be  about  a 
mile  long,  filled  with    masses    of   men,  a  few 
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hundreds  of  the  Cassaj  horse,  some  elephants,  and 
a  few  guns. 

It  was  from  this  post  that  the  men  were  fxir- 
nished  to  invest  our  garrison  at  Pegu.     From  mj 
force  I  had  to  give  a  haggage-guard  of  20O  men ; 
with  the  remainder  I  quietly  advanced  on  their 
position,  inclining  to  mj  own  right  to  threaten 
their  left,  which  was  open,  their  right  being  sup- 
ported hj  a  large  tope  of  trees,  and  flanked  bjr  a 
thick  jungle.     They  fired  a  gun  occasionally  as 
we  advanced,  and  from  their  quiet  and  determined 
attitude  behind  their  strong  defences,  with  at  lesist 
ten  men  for  one  of  mine,  I  had  great  expectation 
that  they  would  stand  our  assault     These  men 
were  from  the  garrisons  of  Sheogyne,  Sitang,  and 
Beling,  had  been  very  active  in  giving  constant 
alarms  to  Martaban  and  Moulmein,  and  had  the 
character  too  of  being  men  who  would  fight,  and 
some  of  these  men  had  been  killed  on  the  walls  in 
their  assaults  on  Pegu. 

When  I  was  within  about  400  yards  of  their 
position,  I  detached  200  men  of  the  Bengal  Fusi- 
liers, under  Migor  Seaton,  to  drive  in  two  out- 
posts in  front  of  the  right  of  their  position,  for  I 
changed  my  mind,  and  determined  to  attack  them 
upon-  their  right,  in  the  hope  of  our  meeting. 
Major  Seaton  very  soon  peiformed  this  service, 
the  enemy  retiring  upon  their  main  entrench- 
ments, exchanging  musketry. 

I  now  formed  the  columns  of  attack,  Miyor 
Seaton's  party  of  the  Bengal  Fusiliers,  and  Major 
Armstrong  with  his  Seikhs,  to  attack  the  tope, 
with  two  companies  of  the  Bengal  Fusiliers,  under 
Lieutenant  Lambert,  but  attached  to  Major  Ann- 
strong's  column. 

I  stopped  M^or  Seaton's  attack,  seeing  that 
they  had  loaded  the  jungle,  which  his  left  flank 
would  have  had  to  pass  in  gaining  the  tope,  with 
hundreds  of  men. 
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I  had  strong  reserres  close  up,  and  ready  to 
assist  in  the  'assaolt.  It  was  a  ybtj  interesting 
sight  to  see  our  little  columns  moving  up  to  the 
attack  of  this  host  of  people,  so  strongly  posted, 
and  in  a  plain  where  every  object  was  visible.  I 
was  so  confident  we  should  get  in  amongst  them, 
that  when  the  smoke  cleared  away  after  the  im- 
petuosity of  the  attack,  it  was  like  magic  their 
escaping  us.  The  Seikhs  at  the  tope  were  like 
lightning  at  them,  and  Lieutenant  Lambert,  who 
had  thrown  his  column  in  the  veiy  flank  of  the 
long  entrenchment  close  to  the  tope,  would  have 
prevented  their  firing  except  on  each  other,  and  I 
bdieve  the  rapidity  with  which  the  advance  closed 
upon  them,  threw  them  off  all  guard,  and  they 
eonsidered  flight  their  only  safety. 

After  the  action  the  troops  rested  in  the  shade 
of  the  tope  for  an  hour :  we  then  proceeded  on  to 
Sephangoon,  a  distance  of  10  miles,  which  we 
reached  at  half  past  four  p.ie.,  marching  altogether 
about  14  miles.  This  is  the  largest  and  finest 
village  I  have  seen  in  the  country,  with  a  great 
many  excellent  farm-houses  in  it :  it  stands  on  both 
sides  of  the  river,  which  is  here  fordable,  and  is 
surrounded  by  fine  plains  covered  with  grain. 

We  were  aware  that  the  enemy  had  retreated  on 
this  village,  but  they  left  it  on  our  approach,  and 
the  force  found  good  quarters  for  the  night 

The  village  was  totally  abandoned  ;  not  a  soul 
was  seen,  nor  grain  to  be  found  in  it,  which  I  had 
trusted  to  for  the  followers  ;  so  they  fell  back  on 
the  Commissariat,  which  I  could  with  difficulty 
spare  them,  and  this,  added  to  the  breaking  down 
of  one  of  our  carts  with  beef  and  biscuit,  crippled 
me  much. 

The  next  day,  the  18th  instant,  we  marched  to 
MoDtsanganoo,  ten  miles,  where  we  arrived  about 
twelve  o'clock  noon ;  there  the  enemy  had  passed 
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the  ni^it.     It  is  an  inconsiderabie  viUage,  and  we 
were  in  bivooae. 

About  three  o'clock  p.m.  I  was  informed  that 
some  o£  the  enemj  were  hovering  about,  who,  I 
believed,  were  only  observing  us,  but  shortlj  thej 
came  down  in  large  masses,  and  formed  in  a  line 
about  two  miles  iu  our  front. 

Our  men  were  soon  under  arms,  and  I  mardied 
towards  them  in  two  separate  columns  of  an  equal 
division  of  the  force  under  my  command.     Briga* 
dier-General  Steel  took  charge  of  the  left  coiunui, 
Lieutenant-C<^oiiel  Tudor    of  the  right.     Skir- 
mishers were  thrown  out  on  both  sides,  but  as  ire 
advanced  they  retired  for  about  two  miles  forther, 
when  they  took  up  an  alignment  close  to  a  lon^ 
range  of  barracks,  which  they  had  evideody  occu- 
pied on  different  occasions.     The  two  columns 
threw  out  advanced  parties  for  attack,  but  as  we 
neared  them  they  again  retired,  leaving  the  bar- 
racks in  our  possession.     It  was  now  nearly  dark, 
and  as  they  appeared  to  be  going  away  altogether, 
we  burnt  their  barracks  and  retired  to  our  bivouac, 
three  miles,  where  our  baggage  and  followers  had 
remained  under  a  strong  guard. 

The  next  day  the  19th  instant,  on  inquiry  into 
the  state  of  the  Commissariat,  I  found  I  had  not 
quite  three  days'  provisions  left,  and  very  deficient 
in  some  articles,  and  it  became  imperative  on  me 
to  return  to  Pegu,  which  I  did  that  day.  Had  I 
had  the  means  of  carrying  with  me  12  days'  pro- 
visions I  would  have  pursued  them  over  the  Sitang 
River,  but  I  am  sadly  crippled  everywhere  for 
want  of  carriage,  except  at  Rangoon,  where  I  do 
not  require  it. 

I  propose  to  detach  Brigadier-General  Steel, 
with  a  force  to  Moulmein,  where  he  will  find  every 
description  of  carriage  in  abundance  for  tents,  and 
material  of  all  kinds-^to  proceed  to  Baling,  Sitang, 
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and  Shec^yne,  and  crossing  tibat  river  to  return  by 
Pe^  to  Rudgoon,  as  he  may  deem  praodoable-^ 
which  may  force  this  army  north  toward.  PJome- 
which  it  must  I  think,  as  it  cannot  goto Pego^ and 
which  will  be  the  best  coarse  for  us  it  can  ^e. 

X  embarked  at  Pogn  aa  the  20th>  and  arrived  on 
the  monuDg  of  the  22nd^  leaving  a  reinibrcement 
with  the  garriacm  at  Pegu,  and  strengthening  their 
party  of  Sappers  as  a  temporary  measare,  to  alkw 
of  their  putting  themselves  in  a  perfect  state  of 
defence 

Now,  Sir,  I  have  to  ask  the  estimation  of  the 
Governor-General  in  Coancil  for  a  service  that 
haa  been  most  harasKing  and  arduous,  and  for 
which  no  force  ever  took  the  field  ao  little  pre*- 
pared,  but  which  was  borne  with  a  cheerfulness 
and  alacrity  «-*where  the  least  chance  of  a  ocmteet 
vrith  the  enemy  presented  itself — that  was  enthn* 
aiaatic,  and  which  confers  the  idlest  honour  on 
the  whole  force. 

To  Brigadier»6eneral  Steel  I  am  moat  obliged 
for  the  warmest    co^c^eration    throughout  tiliis 


To  Brigadier  Dickenson,  who  was  ever  ready 
and  anxious  to  render  me  his  able  assistance. 

To  Ldeutenant-Colonel  Tudor,  who  was  very 
often  called  upcm  with  his  regiment,  the  Bengal 
Fusiliers,  to  give  parties  for  assaults;  and  on  the 
day  of  my  relieving  the  garrison  at  Pegu  I 
detached  the  lieutenant-Colonel  to  dear  the  road 
commnnicatiDg  with  the  landing-place  on  the  river. 
Tb/Q  Lieutenant-Cokmel  performed  this  duty  most 
effectually,  under  a  heavy  fire. 

To  Captain  Latter,  my  interpreter,  who  had  the 
guides  always  under  his  charge,  and  who  was 
present  everywhere  with  his  usiud  gallantry. 

To  Migor  Armstrong,  with  his  Seikhs,  con- 
qpieoous  wherever  they  were  called  upon. 
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To  Majors  Garrard  and  Seaton,  of  the  Bengal 
Fufliliers;  Captain  Beoaud,  commanding  a  detach- 
ment of  the  Madras  Fusiliers  ;  Captain  Munro, 
commanding  a  detachment  of  the  10th  Bengal  N.l. ; 
Captain  Hawkes,  Brigade  Mi^or;  lieutezuuit 
Lambert,  of  the  Bengal  Fusiliers;  Lieutensuit 
Elliott,  of  the  Madras  Fusiliers ;  and  Lieutenant 
Harris,  of  the  Sappers,  who  rendered  important 
assistance,  I  am  much  indebted. 

The  General  Staff,  Mfgor  Mayhew,  Deputy  Ajd^ 
jutant-General,  and  Captain  Hamilton,  Assistant 
Adjutant'General'^  Captain  Bume,  Military  Secre- 
tary, and  Captain  Chads,  Aide*de>Camp,  I  wamslj' 
thamk;  as  also  Miyor  Neill,  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General,  and  Migor  Atkinson,  Assistant  Quarter 
Master  General,  Madras  Division,  and  Captains 
Dallas  and  Travers,  Aides-de-Camp  on  the   Staff 
of  Brigadier-General  Steel,  for  their  uncommon 
exertions  during  this  service. 

To  Surgeons  McCosh  and  Balfour,  and  the 
medical  department,  the  Service  is  much  indebted. 

The  short  interval  between  the  time  I  received 
the  intelligence  of  the  investment  of  Pegu  from 
Captains  Tarleton  and  Shad  well,  and  the  em* 
barkation  of  the  troops  the  same  evening,  when 
by  9  o'clock  P.1C.,  1,400  men,  with  their  materiel, 
were  sent  on  board,  under  the  eye  of  that  valuable 
officer.  Captain  Tarleton,  of  the  Royal  Navy,  till 
its  disembarkation  near  Pegu,  and  its  re-embarka- 
tion on -return  here,  was  marked  by  wonderful 
exertion  and  arrangement,  and  that,  with  the  aid 
and  assistance  1  received  from  him  with  the  men- 
of-war's  boats,  calls  for  every  acknowledgment. 

To  Captain  Shadwell  I  also  feel  greatly  indebted, 
for  his  assistance  and  exertions  on  this  occasion. 

I  forward  to  the  Governor-General  in  Council, 
the  detailed  account  of  the  investment  of  Pegu  by 
the  Burmese  Army,  and  the  noble  defence  made 
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by  Major  Hill  and  his  brave  garrison,  for  the 
GoTenunent  to  select  what  in  its  wisdom  it  maj 
think  proper  to  publish. 

I  have  this  morning  received  the  gratifying 
information  from  M^jor  Hill  that  some  thousand 
fiunilies  are  coming  in,  and  which  I  hope  in  a 
future  dispatch  to  confirm  positively.  It  is  my 
intention  to  proceed  to  Prome  in  three  days,  and 
to  take  the  field  immediately.  I  am  happy  to  say 
that  the  general  health  of  the  troops  here,  as  weU 
as  their  conduct,  is  very  satis&ctory. 


Extract  from  a  Letter  from  Major  Hill  to  Major 
Mayhew^  dated  ISth  December,  1862. 

A  termination  to  unremitting  assaults  from  the 
eaemy,  from  the  6th  to  the  14th  instant,  having 
been  brought  about  by  the  arrival  of  a  reinforce- 
ment  of  troops  under  the  personal  command  of 
Major-General  Godwin,  Commanding  the  Forces, 
I  am  now  enabled  to  place  before  the  Migor- 
General  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  during 
that  period. 

I  do  myself  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  Migor- 
General's  information  that,  for  some  days  previous 
to  the  enemy  appearing  in  our  vicinity,  several  of 
tbdr  advanced  posts  were  seen  within  two  miles 
of  us,  in  a  northerly  direction.  Elephants  and 
gold  umbrellas  plainly  indicated  that  their  main 
army  was  not  far  off,  and  as  I  had  been  informed 
that  Moung  Keya  Sounge  commanded  10,000  men 
at  Sheogyne,  I  felt  it  necessary  to  keep  the  garri- 
son alert,  in  case  that  portion  of  his  force,  which 
^as  then  so  near  us,  might  make  a  sudden  descent 
upon  the  garrison. 

Shortly  after  eight  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the 
^th  instant,  a  few  shots  were  fired  by  our  sentries, 
which  were  answered  by  the  enemy,  and  soon  the 
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firing  became  genend.  After  eleven  o'doek,  as  ^ 
the  moon  rose,  the  fire  slackened  aod  gradaallj  j 
ceased.  Large  bodies  of  infantry  were  seen  the 
next  morning,   from    the   elevated  post  of  the  s 

Pagoda,  moving  in  different  directions,  and  from 
150  to  200  Cassay  horsemen,  and  by  half*past  ^ 

nine,  a.m.,  a  very  heavy  fire  was  opened  upon  the  s. 

south-wMt  angle  of  the  Pagoda,  immediately 
adjoining  which  I  had  stockaded  in  about  2,00O 
Peguers,  with  their  famiBes. 

On  the  3rd  instant  I  was  informed  that  for  soma 
distance  to  the  southward  and  eastward  a  very 
large  number  of  carts  were  approaching  the 
Pagoda,  and  by  sunset  216,  filled  mostly  with 
women  and  children,  besides  a  great  many  men, 
arrived  and  claimed  British  protection;  I  felt  this 
to  be  a  greater  charge  than  defending  the  gar- 
rison,  having  perfect  confidence  in  the  troops  ;  I 
resolved,  therefore,  on  the  following  morning  to 
draw  the  whole  of  the  Peguers  into  a  compact 
body  under  the  walls  of  the  Pagoda.  Working 
parties  from  all  the  European  and  native  troops 
in  the  garrison,  with  the  ofiicers,  besides  every 
disposable  public  follower,  were  ready  by  six 
o'clock  the  following  morning  to  clear  away  a  tope 
of  large  trees  for  th^r  accommodation.  Every 
one  worked  with  such  hearty  good  will  that  by 
mid-day  every  tree  was  felled,  and  the  sappers 
were  in  readiness,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Peguers,  to  make  a  stockade.  By  night-fall  two 
sides  of  the  stockades  were  completed,  and  the 
greater  portion  of  the  bandies  brought  within  it, 
thus  enabling  the  families  to  have  both  food  and 
shelter  in  their  carts. 

The  enemy  having  taken  up  their  position  round 
us  never  left  it  until  the  day  on  which  Greneral 
Godwin  relieved  the  garrison.  I  believe  I  am 
speaking  within  bounds  when  I  say  there  most  have 
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been  faHky  6,000  men  regukrij  employed  in  inyest- 
mg  the  Pagoda,  from  the  space  thej  covered  ;  and 
80  near  did  they  find  safe  cover  from  our  fire  that 
it  became  the  more  necessary  to  preserve  the  greatest 
vigilance  to  prevent  surprise  at  any  time  they 
wished  to  attempt  it ;  their  attacks  were  ehieHy 
directed  against  the  Pegners,  and  on  the  night  of 
the  8th  a  very  spirited  and  well  kept  up  assault 
was  made  upon  them  for  about  two  hours. 

Ni^t   afier  night    gongs    were    sounding  in 

different   parts  of  the  jungle,  which,   and  their 

shouting,  informed  us  where  Ihey  were  collecting 

their  troops.     Several  other  determined  assaults 

were  made  on  various  sides  of  the  pagoda,  which 

were  repelled  by  our  gvms  and  heavy  file-firing, 

which   drove  them  back.     The  last  attack  was 

made  the  day  before  the  arrival  of  the  troops.     On 

the  morning  in  question  (the  13th),  at  20  minutes 

past  o  o'clock,  under  cover  of  a  dense  fog  which 

hung  over  the  ground  below  the  pagoda,  a  shout 

was  suddenly  heard,  and  a  large  body  of  mei* 

rushed  across  an  open  piece  of  ground  on  the  S»£» 

angle  of  the  stockade,  which  was  the  weakest  point 

of  the  Peguers'  position.     A  picquet  which  was 

always  kept  in  rctftdinesa  at  the  head  of  the  steps 

immediately  ran  to  their  assistance,  the  men  ranging 

themselves  among  the  Peguers;  and  so  determined 

was  the  attack  that  our  P^uers  and  the  enemy  had 

a  hand-to-hand  contest  with   their  spears,   and 

several  were  dangerously  wounded,  the  picquets 

also  using  the  bayonet  at  the  same  time.     There 

must  have  been  great  loss  on  the  part  of  the 

enemy,  as  the  ground  was  open  both  to  our  battery 

and  lihd  musketry  from  our  walls,  but  as  the  fog 

hung  over  the  low  lands  for  some  time  after,  they 

were  able  to  convey  away  their  dead,  and  only 

three  or  four  were  found  killed  close    to    the 

stockade. 
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In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  say  a  few  words  in 
reference  to  the  officers  and  men  composing  this 
garrison. 

Little  that  I  can  say  with  respect  to  the  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  Lieutenant  Campbell,  of  tlie 
Bengal  Engineers,  which  he  has  already  gained  on 
field-service,  could  add  to  his  reputation  as  a  good 
service  officer,  but  his  unremitting  zeal  in  planning 
and  carrying  out  his  suggestions  has  mainly  con- 
tributed to  the  small  loss  sustained  by  the  troops. 

Lieutenant  James,  of  the  Bengal  Artillery,  who 
was  the  only  artillery  officer  I  had  to  give  direc- 
tions for  the  working  of  the  guns  on  the  four 
angles  of  the  Pagoda,  has  performed  his  arduous 
duties  much  to  my  satisfaction. 

Lieutenant  Harris,  of  the  Madras  Sappers,  who 
has  but  recently  joined  that  distinguished  corps, 
has  proved  himself  to  be  a  most  efficient  sapper 
officer,  from  the  short  time  he  took  to  finish  the 
stockade  for  the  Peguers,  and  the  manner  in 
which  he  executed  a  plan  for  a  covered  gallery  to 
enable  the  water-carriers  to  supply  the  troops  with 
water  with  safety  to  themselves. 

Lieutenant  Dangerfield,  of  the  First  Madras 
Fusiliers,  my  StadOf  Officer,  is  an  intelligent, 
enterprising,  and  most  promising  officer,  and  I 
found  I  could  entrust  duties  to  him  which  re* 
quired  coolness  and  judgment,  with  perfect  confi- 
dence. 

The  officers  and  men,  both  European  and 
native,  composing  the  garrison,  have  performed 
their  duties  in  a  most  admirable  and  satisfactory 
manner.  The  harassing  duties  all  were  exposed 
to  for  eight  days  and  nights,  without  intermission, 
requires  no  further  comment  than  by  my  adding 
that  their  constant  vigilance  and  steadiness  were 
conspicuous  throughout  the  whole  of  the  opera- 
tions. 
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A  retDm  of  killed  and  wounded  of  the  troops, 
as  ^^ell  as  all  other  classes,  accompanies  this 
report.

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Extract  from  a  letter  from  Lieutenant-  Colonel 
W,  M.  N,  Sturty  Commanding  the  Land 
Column^  dated  Pegu^  the  19M  of  December^ 
1852. 

LEAVING  Rangoon  on  the  morning  of  the 
13th  of  December,  yesterday  afternoon  my  detach- 
ment came  in  sight  of  Pegn,  and  I  moved  my 
camp  only  a  short  distance  this  morning  towards 
the  river,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  its  crossing 
when  necessary. 

Aware  of  the  value  of  Light  Artillery  and 
Cavalry  in  support  of  a  movement  against  foes  so 
difficult  to  be  approached  as  the  Burmese,  it  was 
my  most  earnest  desire  to  have  placed  the  services 
of  these  two  arms,  composing  a  part  of  the  column 
under  my  command,  at  Major-Oeneral  G^win's 
disposal  at  the  earliest  possible  period,  and  it  was 
not  therefore  without  a  feeling  of  great  regret  I 
found  my  best  exertions  ineffectual  to  secure  the 
above  object,  the  General  commanding  the  forons 
having  left  Pegu  two  days  previous  to  my  arrival. 

The  extent  of  country  traversed  by  my  column, 
though  not  exceeding  perhaps  72  miles,  presented 
considerable  obstacles  to  the  rapid  advance  of 
artillery,  and  a  long  train  of  curriages  with 
supplies  for  the  troops. 

Three  bridges  were  obliged  to  be  constracted 
over  tidal  nullahs,  marshy  tracts  to  be  rendered 
firm,  roads  to  be  cut,  and  their  course  even  to  be 
marked  out  by  the  friendly  Karens. 

These  people,  to  the  number  of  upwards  of  one 
hundred,  made  themselves  very  useful  on  the  road^ 
and  the  bridges  were  all  constructed  by  them  with 
a  degree  of  good- will  and  promptness,  much  to  the 
credit  of  the  poor  people.  I  beg  to  bring  specially 
to  the  notice  of  the  M%jor-General  the  great 
assistance  received  from  a  Karen  of  much  influence 
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with  his  tribe,  named  Kyook^kh^  who  accom- 
panied the  column  the  whole  waj  firom  Rangoon. 

After  leaving  Rangoon  to  our  rear  about  7  miles, 
the  country  b^an  to  disclose  its  plains,  l>elted 
at  distances  by  jungle.  The  course  of  the  column 
often  lay  closely  skirting  the  jungles  for  miles, 
and  frequently  directly  through  them, — ^glades 
suddenly  opening  out,  and  again  giYing  place  to 
jungle. 

Between  Thoung'^too-Loo,  distant  about  15 
miles  from  Rangoon,  and  Theda-mu-thaee,  19 
miles  from  Pegu,  nothing  could  exceed  the  rich* 
ness  of  the  soil ;  in  some  parts  dark  allvuial,  in 
others  sandy  loam  ;  the  herbage  was  of  the  finest 
description,  and  where  rice  crops  were  seen,  their 
luxuriance  and  height  were  remarkable ;  the  cattle, 
invariably  in  the  finest  condition,  were  of  a  very 
superior  hardy  breed,  with  large  carcases. 

The  space  between  Tbeda-mu-thaee  to  within 
three  or  four  miles  of  Pegu  was  found  to  be  of  a 
dense  jungly  description,  forest  trees  with  low 
brush  wood  and  bamboos,  clumps  upon  clumps 
forming  the  most  formidable  natural  barriers  and 
breastworks.  Artillery  and  baggage  cnrts  once 
having  entered  these  narrow  tracks,  skirted  on 
either  side  by  such  cover,  without  the  possibility 
of  counter  marching  if  required,  could  not  pos-* 
ribly  escape  early  destruction  at  the  hands 
of  a  small  body  of  resolute  determined  men, 
who  would  themselves  be  perfectly  secure 
from  pursuit.  Where  occasionally  an  opening 
occurred  in  this  wild  portion  of  the  march,  it  pre- 
sented a  dear  grass  plain  of  some  five,  ten,  fifteen, 
or  more  acres  surrounded  by  the  densest  jungle. 
My  oolmnn  was  obliged  to  halt  fifteen  times  during 
tfau  march,  which  occupied  the  troops  ten  hours 
md  a  half,  and  my  baggage  was  not  up  till  night. 

Not  an  enemy  was  seen  throughout  our  whole 
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course,  though  evidences  of  their  having  latelj 
vacated  these  wilds  were  frequently  observed.

THIS  day  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  ac- 
companied   by  the  Bishops  and  Clergy  of    ikat 
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provinoe,  waited  upon  Her  Majesty  to  present 
the  following  Address;  which  was  received  bj 
Her  Majesty  on  the  Throne : 

Jdctdam^ 

WIS,  jour  Majesty's  faithfal  subjects,  the  Arch- 
bishop, Bishops,  and  Clergj  of  tlie  province  of 
Canterbury,  assembled  in  Convocation,  most 
hnzably  approach  your  Majesty,  with  respectful 
aasarances  of  loytd  affection  to  your  Majesty's 
Throne  and  Person. 

And  we  desire  to  add  our  sincere  congratula- 
tions tiiat»  since  the  last  occasion  when  we  enjoyed 
a  similar  privilege,  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God 
to  bless  both  your  Majesty's  Royal  Family  and 
the  coontry  at  large,  with  a  measure  of  prosperity 
which  demands  our  warmest  thankfulness. 

Tour  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased  to 
state  to  your  assembled  Parliament,  that  your 
Majesty  has  received  assurances  of  a  disposition 
on  the  part  of  Foreign  Powers  to  maintain  those 
friendly  relations  with  this  country  which  have 
Slreidy  been  prolonged  beyond  all  former  example. 
And  never,  perhaps,  was  there  a  time  when  the 
inhabitants  of  this  land  were  more  generally 
prosperous,  more  willingly  obedient  to  the  laws, 
or  more  loyally  affected  towards  the  Throne.  It 
is  our  earnest  prayer  to  Almighty  God,  that  he 
will  continue  to  ourselves,  and  extend  to  all 
nations,  the  blessings  of  peace  and  unity. 

Here  we  earnestly  desire  to  assure  your  Majesty 
of  our  deep  sympathy  in  the  sorrow  which  your 
Migesty  has  graciously  expressed-^a  sorrow  which 
is  ^ared  even  by  foreign  nations^ for  the  loss 
which  the  empire  is  ttow  mourning,  in  the  death 
of  that  great  warrior  and  statesman,  to  whom, 
above  all  men,  it  has  been  owing,  under  God's  all- 
mhng  Providence,  that  we  have  enjoyed  this  long 
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and  unprecedented  period  of  peac^  and  prosperilj. 
We  assure  your  Miyesty  that  we  prize,  above  the 
splendour  of  his  greatest  exploits,  that  high  sense 
of  duty  which  led  him  to  devote  a]l  his  faculties  to 
the  service  of  his  sovereign  and  his  country,  and 
to  value  his  most  glorious  victories  chiefly  as  they 
secured  a  lasting  peace. 

The  subject,  however,  on  which  your  Majesty 
will  expect  us  to  feel  the  deepest  interest,  is  the 
state  of  religion  in  the  land.  And  here  there  is 
much  to  encourage  us,  whilst  there  is  also  much 
for  us  to  lament,  and  much  that  we  hope  gradually 
to  amend.  Great  exertions  have  been  made 
during  the  last  thirty  years  with  the  desire  of  pro- 
viding the  means  of  spiritual  instruction  for  a 
population  increasing  beyond  all  former  experi- 
ence. Much  has  been  done  by  the  awakened 
liberality  of  individuals,  assisted  by  recent  legis- 
lative measures,  towards  enabling  the  Church  to 
fulfil  the  ends  of  her  divine  mission.  Much,  how- 
ever, still  remains  to  be  done ;  and  we  assure  your 
Majesty  that  our  heartiest  endeavours  shall  be 
used  to  relieve,  wherever  they  exist,  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  population.  We  feel  a  confident  per- 
suasion that  these  our  endeavours  will  be  seconded 
by  the  pious  and  ready  co-operation  of  our  lay 
brethren  in  the  Church. 

In  connexion  with  this  subject,  we  cannot  but 
observe  that,  although  the  population  of  England 
and  Wales  has  been  doubled  in  the  last  half  c^i- 
tury,  the  number  of  English  and  Welsh  Bishops 
remains  nearly  the  same  as  it  was  three  centuries 
ago ;  a  state  of  things  to  which  we  beg  respect- 
fdly  to  invite  your  Majesty's  consideration. 

We  trust,  however,  ^at  if  the  Church  has  been 
unable  to  accomplish  all  that  might  be  desired,  it 
has  yet  given  no  slight  proofs  of  activity  and 
power.     Fewer  churches  were  built  during  the 
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whole  of  the  last  oentarj  than  are  now  consecrated 
to  the  aervice  of  God  in  every  successive  year. 
iDadeqaate  as  are  the  means  of  providing  Christian 
education  for  the  increasing  numhers  who  require 
it,  we  thankfully  acknowledge  that  great  efforts 
have  been  made  for  its  extension  and  improve- 
ment.     And,  great  and  painful  as  are  the  priva- 
tions of  many  of  your  Migesty's  poorer  sul^jects  in 
oar  crowded  cities,  it  must  he  a  peculiar  source  of 
sadsfaction    to  your  Majesty,    that,    under    the 
countenance  and  active  encouragement  of  your 
Majesty's    illustrious   Consort,    institutions    have 
been  formed,  and  are  daily  forming,  to  increase 
the   comforts  of  the    labouring  classes,    and  to 
improve  their  moral  and  social  condition.     And, 
as  all  tme  charity  has  its  origin  in  religious  prin- 
ciple, we  trust  thftt,  in  this  instance  also,  proof  is 
given  of  the  influence  of  that  faith  which  it  is  the 
duty   of  the   Clergy  to  inculcate    and  maintain 
amongst  the  people  intrusted  to  their  charge.   For 
whatever  has  been  done,  or  intended,  of  good,  we 
deare  to  give  God  the  glory,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  being  deeply  conscious  of  the  imper- 
{<ection  of  all  our  endeavours. 

In  thus  referring  to  the  subjects  which  especially 
appear  to  us  to  concern  the  well-being  of  the 
Church,  we  cannot  omit  to  speak  of  those  delibera- 
tive functions  of  this  Convocation,  which  many 
members  of  our  Church  desire  to  see  again  called 
into  active  exercise. 

We  do  not,  indeed,  think  it  advisable  at  the 
present  moment  to  petition  your  Migesty  for  the 
royal  license  to  transact  such  business  as  we  may 
not  now  enter  upon  without  it.  But  we  consider 
it  a  duty  respectfully  to  express  our  conviction, 
both  that  its  Legislative  Assemblies  are  an  essential 
ind  most  important  part  of  the  constitution  of  our 
Church,  and  that  the  circumstances  of  the  present 
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day  make  it  the  more  imperative  to  preserve, 
as  far  as  possible  to  improve  them  ;  and  also,  the 
more  probable  that  the  resumption  of  their  active 
functions,  in  such  manner  as  your  M^iestj,  hj 
your  royal  license  may  permit,  at  no  distant  dsky^ 
may  be  productive  of  much  advantage. 

We  know,  indeed,  that  apprehensions  have  been' 
entertained  that  in  such  case  Convocation  miglit 
address  itself  to  the  discussion  of  controverted 
questions  of  doctrines,  and  a  spirit  of  strife  and 
bitterness  be  thereby  engendered  fatal  to  Christiaii 
charity,  and  dangerous  alike  to  existing  institu- 
tions and  to  our  visible  unity.     We,  therefore, 
humbly  pray  your  Majesty  to  receive  this,  oar 
solemn  declaration  of  our  hearty  acceptance  of  the 
doctrinal  formularies  and  hturgical  offices  of  oiir 
Reformed   Church,   and  our  assurance  that   we 
regard  them  as   inestimable  blessings,  and  are 
resolved,  by  the  help  of  God,  to  transmit  them 
unimpaired  to  posterity. 

And  further,  tlmt  we  not  only  recognize  but 
highly  prize  your  Migesty's  undoubted  supremacy 
in  all  causes,  ecclesiastical  and  civil,  over  all  per- 
sons, and  in  every  part  of  your  Majesty's  domi- 
nions, as  it  was  maintained  in  ancient  times  against 
the  ursurpations  of  the  see  of  Rome,  and  was  re- 
covered and  reasserted  at  our  Reformation. 

In  connexion  with  this  grave  subject,  we  feel

WHEREAS  bj  an  Act,  passed  in  the  fourth 

year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Miyesty,  intituled 

**  An    Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of 

postage,**  power  is  given  to  the  Commissioners  of 

Her  Migestj's  Treasury,  from  time  to  time,  by 

warrant  under  their  hands  to  alter  and  fix  any  of 

the  rates  of  British  postage,  or  inland  postage, 

payable  by  law  on  the  transmission  by  the  post  of 

foreign  or  colonial  letters  or  newspapers,  or  of  any 

other  printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same  to 

rates  of  postage,  according  to  the  weight  thereof^ 

and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be  contained  in  such 

warrant,  and  from  time  to  time,  by  warrant  as 

aforesaid,  to  alter  or  repeal  any  such  altered  rates 

and  make  and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates 

in  lieu  thereof,  and  from  time  to  time,  by  warrant 

as  aforesaid,  to  appoint  at  what  time  tiie  rates  that 

may  be  payable  are  to  be  paid. 

Now  we,  the  undersigned,  being  two  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty^s  Treasury,  do,  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  and  authorities  in  us  for 
such  purpose  vested,  in  and  by  the  said  Act,  and 
of  all  other  powers  and  authorities  enabling  us  in

That  on  every  letter,  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce

WHEREAS  by  an  Act,  passed  in  Hk  fonrth 
year  of  the  r«gn  of  Her  present  Migesty,  inthnled 
"An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  dudes  of 
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XMMtmge,**  certain  scales  of  weight  and  rates  of 
postage  were  fixed  and  made  chargeable  and

and  from  time  to  time«  by  warrant  as  aforesaid,  to 
alter  or  repeal  anj  such  altered  rates,  and  make 
and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates  in  lien  thereof, 
and,  from  time  to  time,  by  warrant  as  aforesaid,  to 
appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  which  may  be  pay- 
able are  to  be  paid,  and  it  is  provided  that  the 
power  thereby  given  should  extend  to  any  increase 
or  reduction  or  remission  of  postage. 

And  whereas,  in  consequence  of  a  communica- 
tion opened  with  the  Grovemment  of  Brazil,  it  is 
considered  expedient  to  alter  the  rates  of  postage 
payable  on  the  letters  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the   undersigned,  being  two  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  do,  in 
exercise  of  the  power  or  authority  in  us  for  such 
purpose  vested  in  and  by  the  said  recited  Act, 
and  of  all  other  powers  and  authorities  enabling 
us  in  this  behalf,  direct,  that  on  every  letter  not 
exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by 
the  post  between  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom 
and  any  port   in  Brazil,  conveyed  between  the 
United    Kingdom  and  Brazil  direct   by   packet- 
beat,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken,  in  lieu  of 
any  rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law 
on  such  letters,  an  uniform  rate  of  British  postage 
of  one  shilling ;  and   that   on   every  letter,   not 
exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by 
the  post  between  any  two  ports  in  Brazil  direct 
by    packet-boat,     without  passing   through    the 
United  Kingdom,    there   shall   be   charged    and 
taken  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of  British  postage,  now 
payable  by  law  on  such  lett^s,  an  uniform  rate  of 
British  postage  of  three  pence  half-penny. 
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And  m  direct,  tbat  on  every  letter,  not  exceed 
hig  half  tn  ounce  in  weight,  tr&Dsmitted  by  the 
po«t  between  Brazil  and  any  of  Her  M^eatj*! 
colonies  or  any  foreign  country  through  the  United 
Kingdom,  coDTcyed  direct  by  packet-boat  or 
piivat*  ship,  between  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Bmcil,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken, 
in  lieu  of  any  rotes  of  British  postage  oow 
payable  by  law  on  such  letters  if  cooTeyed 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Bnsil 
by  packet-boat,  an  uniform  rats  of  British 
postage  of  one  sliilUng,  for  the  conreyance  of 
every  sach  letter  between  Braril  and  any  part  td 
the  United  Kingdom ;  and  if  by  private  ship,  an 
UDiform  rate  of  British  postage  of  eight-pence,  fix 
the  conveyance  of  any  such  letter  between  Brastl 
and  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom ;  and  there 
dull  be  also  charged  on  all  such  letters,  whether 
conveyed  by  packet-boat  or  private  ship,  snch  a 
further  or  additionalrate  of  British  postage  for  the 
conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between  the  port 
in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  departure  or  arrival 
of  the  packet  or  ship  conveying  the  same,  and  the 
colony  or  foreign  country  to  or  from  wliich  the 
•ame  shall  be  forwarded,  as  shall  irom  tiine  to 
time  he  charged  and  paysble  for  British  poatage 
on  letters  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight, 
posted  or  delivered  at  the  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet 
or  ship  conveying  the  same,  and  transmitted  direct 
between  such  port  and  auch  colony  or  formgn 
country. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  on  every  letter 
transmitted  as  hereinbefore  in  this  warrant  is 
mentioned,  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight, 
there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid,  pr(^>re«siTe 
and  additional  rates  of  postage  as  follows ;  thm  is 
to  say : 
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On  ererj  letter  exceeding  half  on  ounce  in 
weight,  and  not  exceeding  one  ounce  in 
weight,  two  rates  of  postage. 

On  every  letter  exceeding  one  ounce,  and  not 
exceeding  two  ounces  in  weight,  four  rates  of 
postage. 

On  every  letter  exceeding  two  ounces,  and  not 
exceeding  three  ounces  in  weight,  six  rates  of 
postage. 

And  on  every  letter  exceeding  three  ounces, 
and  not  exceeding  four  ounces  in  weight, 
eight  rates  of  postage. 

And  for  every  ounce  in  weight  above  the  weight 
of  four  ounces,  there  shall  be  charged  and 
taken  two  additional  rates  of  postage ;  and 
every  fraction  of  an  ounce  above  the  weight 
of  four  ounces,  shall  be  charged  as  one  ad- 
ditional ounce ;  and  each  progressive  and  ad- 
ditional rate  chargeable  under  this  clause, 
shall  be  estimated  and  charged  at  the  sum 
which  any  such  letter  would  be  charged  with 
under  this  warrant,  if  not  exceeding  half  an 
ounce  in  weight. 

And  we  direct  that  the  letters  and  dispatches 
of  the  Grovemment  of  Brazil  to  or  from  its 
diplomatic  agents  in  London,  Lisbon,  Monte  Video 
and  Buenos  Ayres,  forwarded  by  British  packet- 
boat,  shall  be  conveyed  free  of  all  charge  of 
British  postage,  provided  that  this  privilege  shall

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prejadice,  or  affect  any  of  the  exemptiona  and 
privileges  granted  bj  the  said  recited  Act,  or  bj 
an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the 
reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  **  An  Act 
for  the  management  of  the  Post-office,"  and  that 
all  such  exemptions  and  privileges  shall  remain  in 
full  force. 

And  we  further  direct  that  the  terms  and 
expressions  used  in  this  warrant  shall  be  construed 
to  have  the  like  meaning  in  all  respects  as  they 
would  have  had  if  inserted  in  the  said  Act  of  the 
fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty ; 
and  that  the  term  '*  packet-boat,''  used  in  this  war* 
rant,  shall  include  any  sh«p  or  vessel  freighted  or 
muntained  by  or  by  onler  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government. 

And  we  further  direct  that  this  warrant  shall 
come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three. 

Provided,  lastly,  and  we  hereby  declare  and 
direct  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners 
for  the  time  being  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  or 
any  two  of  them,  by  warrant  under  their  hands^  at 
any  time  hereafter,  to  alter  or  repeal  any  of  the 
rates  hereby  altered  or  the  regulations  hereby 
made,  and  to  make  and  establish  any  new  or  other 
rates  or  r^ulations  in  lieu  thereof,  and,  from  time 
to  time,  to  appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  that  may 
be  payable  are  to  be  paid.

S'akee-Kaj.  We  have  forwarded  to  the  Commis- 
doner  of  Arracan  a  rifle  and  a  gold-mounted 
sword  for  presentation  to  the  Chief,  in  order 
'x>  mark  our  approbation  of  his  conduct.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Governor-General  of  India,  a  more 
detailed  statement  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
enemy's  stockaded  position  on  the  Naraghain  Hill, 
was  taken  bj  a  coup-de-main,  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  before  daj-breaJk  on  the  6th  instant,  by  a 
party  of  the  Arracan  Local  Battalion,  of  strength 
as  per  margin*,  under  the  command  of  Captains 
Nuthall  and  Sutherland. 

My  letter  of  the  16th  ultimo,  to  the  address 
of  the  Deputy  Quarter-Master  General  of  the 
Army,  enclosed  a  plan  of  the  route  by  which 
Captain  Nuthall  was  to  proceed,  a  sketch  of  the

d-i>ounderSy  manj  jingals  and  muskets,  &c.,  were 
talLen,  and  that  he  himself  and  3  Sepoys  only,  were 
ali^tidy  wounded.

I  AM  highly  gratified  to  report  to  ycu  that  a 
coup-de-main,  a  little  before  daylight  this  morning, 
put  me  in  possession  of  the  Naraghain  Stockade,  at 
the  head  of  the  Aeng  Pass,  a  position  4o00  feet 
i^bove  the  level  of  the  sea,  and,  in  a  military  point 
of  view,  the  most  important  and  impregnable  on 
the  Arracan  frontier. . 

Having  received  your  instructions  to  make  a 
thorough  reconnoissance  of  the  ascent  to  the  front 
and  the  left  flank  of  the  enemy^s  position,  and  feeling 
certain  that  the  former  could  not  be  accomplish^ 
without  some  skirmishing  with  the  enemy,  I,  on 
my  arrival  at  Aeng,  applied  to  Captain  Barry  for 
an  officer  to  accompany  me  with  the  party  of  the 
Arracan  Battalion  I  intended  to  take  with  me. 

Brevet-Captain  Sutherland  was  accordingly 
placed  under  my  orders,  and  we  proceeded  to 
Tharowa  on  the  1st  instant,  where  we  waited  till 
the  evening  of  the  2nd  for  the  arrival  of  Nakee-KIay, 
the  Kein  Chief,  who,  on  account  of  the  correct 
and  faithful  intelligence  he  had  always  given  usy 
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;  V  had  been  directed  to  meet  me  there.     On  his 

[  arrival,  among  other  information,  I  learned  from 

,  r  him  that  the  Governor  of  Meerg-doon  had  pro- 

j  \  ceeded  with  a  large  armj  to  attack  our  force  at 

^l  Prome,  and  had,  before  marching,  declared   his 

intention,  that,  whether  successful  or  not,  he  would

•'  also  learned  that,  in  consequence  of  the  retirement 

of  the  Head  Quarters  of  the  Arracan  Battalion  to 

the  neighbourhood  of  Aeng,  and  the  withdrawal, 

?  on   account    of   sickness,    of   the    Companj    of 

Regulars  from  the  Pass,  the  garrison  of  Naraghain 

had  become  particularly  careless  and  negligent  in 

guarding  their  post. 

The   very  honest  and  exact  information  that 
this    Chief   had  hitherto  given  us,  at  once  led 
me  to  determine  to  make  the  reconnoissance  in 
force,  so  that  should  I,  on  mj  approach  to  the 
*';  stockade,   find    the  enemy  unprepared  as  repre- 

'  J.  sented,  and  the  moment  advantageous  for  attacking 

:'  '  them,  to  do  so. 

With  this  view  we  collected  at  Togyee,  onr 
-;  advanced  post  under  Naraghain,   every  available 

man  from  the  posts  of  Tharowa  and  Wadat,  toge- 
ther with  food  and  ammunition,  taking  the  pre- 
caution that,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  6  p.m. 
and  half  paMt  6  ah.  nothing  should  pass  between 
Nodoung  and  the  former  place,  as  the  road  was  in 
many  places  visible. 

At  half  past  4  a.m.,  on  the  .'^th  instant,  we, 
guided  by  Nakee-Eay,  on  commencing  the  march, 
entered  the  jungle,  and  proceeded  with  the  detach- 
ment as  per  margin*,  in  a  line  almost  parallel  with 
the  Yoowa  Mountains,  turning  the  enemy's  left  fiank 
by  the  ''  attacking  route"  laid  down  in  the  plan

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which  I  copied  for  70a  for  the  information  of 
Government,  on  the  16th  ultimo.  At  9  a.m.  we 
halted  in  dense  jungle  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
of  the  pass,  on  the  Burmese  side  of  the  Yoowa 
Mountains.  Here  I«  with  JNakee-Kay  and  2 
Keins  went  forward  to  reconnoitre,  and  having 
seen  the  pass,  I  placed  the  2  Keins  in  ambush, 
with  instructions  that  should  thej  observe  anj 
communications  between  the  Burmese  stockades 
of  Naraghain  and  Tsetweng  (about  four  miles 
apart)  to  give  us.  inunediate  intelligence.  At 
1 1  A.iff.  Nakee-Kay  reported  that  five  Burmese, 
armed  with  muskets,  had  passed  down  to  Tse- 
tweng. During  the  rest  of  the  daj  no  person 
passed  bjr  this  road,  and  at  1  p.m.  a  Burmese, 
whom  we  had  left  at  Yogjee  to  watch  if  there 
should  be  any  extraordinary  vigilance  observable 
among  the  sentries  at  Naraghain,  arrived,  and  re- 
ported that  all  was  as  usual  in  that  direction. 
This  man  made  himself  exceedingly  useful  on  all 
occasions,  and  deserved  reward. 

A  little  before  dusk,  Nakee-Kay  recommended 
us  to  move  up  the  men  to  within  300  yards  of  the 
Pass,  so  as  to  debouch  and  make  the  reconnoisance 
before  daybreak.  We  did  so,  and  bivouacked  in 
that  position  for  the  night,  during  which  time  ten 
Keins  were  busily  employed  in  spiking  the  whole 
of  the  road  and  jungle  to  the  right  of  the  place 
where  we  were  to  debouch  and  form  up. 

At  2  A.M.  on  the  6th,  the  detachment  got 
under  arms,  but,  owing  to  the  darkness  of  the 
jangle,  and  the  difficulty  therefrom  of  getting  out 
of  it,  the  party  had  not  fallen  in  upon  the  road 
tin  half  past  4  ^.M.  We  now,  guided  by  Nakee- 
Kay,  proceeded  up  the  pass  in  the  Burmese  do- 
mniions,  towards  Naraghain,  which  was  about 
2^  miles  distant,  the  whole  detachment  observing 
the  most  orderly  and  praiseworthy  silence,  so  that 
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we  conld  have  at  iiny  moment  crept  back  unknown 
to  the  enemy.  At  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
before  r!ay-break  ve  baited  not  far  from  tbe 
«nemy'a  rear,  and  finding  it  strongly  barricaded, 
I  went  forward  with  Subadar- Major  Queray,  who 
had  volunteered  to  accompany  me,  to  reconnoitre;. 
Having  found  a  gate  of  clumsy  conutrnction,  &od 
obaerving  trough  it,  as  well  as  from  other  posi- 
tions, that  the  enemy,  confident  in  the  securi^  of 
their  stronghold,  were  all  asleep,  I  returned  to 
Captain  Sntheriand  and  requested  him  to  make 
the  attack. 

He  immediately  moved  forward  with  the 
column  to  the  gate  ;  and  while  he  was  forcing  it,  I 
diaposed  a  strong  party  on  a  rocky  eminence, 
about  thirty  paces  in  rear,  which  completely  cont- 
manded  any  approach  of  the  enemy  to  it.  I)irectiy 
I  saw  him  enter,  I  poured  a  volley  over  his  bead 
into  the  enemy's  barracks,  and  followed  in.  Our 
success,  however,  I  attribute  entirely  to  the  para- 
lysing effect  of  the  sudden  and  intrepid  charge 
made  by  him ;  indeed  so  perfect  was  the  snrpriiie 
that  we  found  the  enemy's  muskets  loaded,  dhka 
and  spears  lying  along«de  the  bedding  from 
which  they  had  fled,  leaving  us  in  complete  pos- 
aession  of  the  place  and  its  contents,  among  which 
were  two  small  brass  howitzers,  several  jingals, 
ammunition,  the  chiefs  poney,  and  the  inugnia  of 
office  of  four  ranks  of  Burmese. 

I  am  grateful  to  a  kind  Providence  to  be 
able  to  add  that  the  only  accidents  which  happened 
were  myself  and  3  sepoys  wounded,  neither  of 
which  are  very  serious. 

It  is  a  remarkable  circumstance  that  a  letter 
was  found  in  the  stockade,  addressed  by  "  tbe 
Officer  Commanding  the  Burmese  Troops  in  the 
Pass"  to  "  the  Officer  Commanding  the  Garrison 
atETanghain,"  tliattwomenhad  come  to  him  rom 
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Aeng,  and  reported  "  thai 
np  with  a  part^,"  thus  sh 
which  eveiTthiog  ou  tb 
reported.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  in« 
formation  of  the  Govemor-Greneral  of  India  in 
Council,  that  the  stockaded  town  of  Beling  was 
jesterdaj  delivered  up,  without  opposition,  to  the 
force  under  xaj  command. 

My  letter,  of  the  17th  instant,  stated  that 
the  Martaban  column  would  advance  on  the  follow- 
ing morning  upon  Gongoo.  The  route,  on  the 
18th,  ran  for  the  greater  portion  through  a  grassy 
iwamp  of  difficult  passage;  two  or  three  out-> 
pickets  on  the  road  fired  upon  the  advance  of  the 
column,  and  retired  as  it  approached.  On  ar** 
riving  befoi^  Gongoo,  the  guns  of  the  place 
opened  sharply  as  if  intending  a  vigorous  defence, 
but  their  fire  was  soon  silenced  by  some  very 
accurate  practice  from  the  howitzers  and  rockets 
nnder  Lieutenant-Colonel  Anstruther,  and  the 
assault  of  the  position,  admirably  covered  in  the 
same  manner,  was  led  in  a  very  spirited  style  by 
Major  Seaton,  of  the  ist  Bengal  Fusiliers,  who 
commanded  the  advanced  guard*  of  the  force.

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.The  approach  to  the  works  was  rendered  diffieolt 
mad  intricate  hj  deep  holes»  set  with  long  sharp 
bamboo  spikes,  having  been  dng  in  chequered 
lines  along  the  front,  the  passages  between  being 
also  spiked,  by  which  some  men  and  horses  were 
wonnded,  bat  the  enemy  did  not  stand  the  assault, 
retiring  from  trench  to  trench  as  the  attacking 
force  advanced,  escaped  through  the  neighbouring 
jungle.  There  had  been  a  few  guns  in  the 
enemy's  position  of  either  brass  or  iron,  which 
fired,  at  good  range,  3  lb.  shot  upon  the  column, 
but  the  carriages  only  were  found,  the  guns 
having  been  concealed  or  carried  oC  There  were 
many  imitations  of  guns,  made  out  of  the  stems 
of  the  Palmyra  tree,  which  could  do  mischief  at 
short  distances,  and  gave  the  semblance  of  a 
heavier  fire.  Our  Commissariat  was  left  far  in 
the  rear,  owing  to  the  swampy  road,  and  the 
column  was  obliged  to  be  halteii  on  the  19th  and 
20th  instant. 

The  force  marched,  on  the  2l8t,  to  Oktadah, 
about  8  miles;  the  enemy  continued  the  same 
system  of  firing  on  the  advance,  and  running  ofF 
on  the  approach,  of  the  leading  troops.  An  at* 
tempt  was  made  this  day  to  .cut  off  the  retiring 
garrison  by  the  detachment  of  Bamghur  Irregular 
Cavalry,  who  succeeded  in  capturing  one  man, 
but  the  body,  keeping  to  the  jungle,  escaped.  A 
halt  became  necessary  on  the  22nd«  The  cart 
carriage  was  now,  from  practice  and  lighter  loads, 
becoming  more  efficient,  and  the  force  has  been 
enabled  to  move  on  since  that  date  by  successive 
marches  to  this  place,  encamping  on  the  23rd  at 
Zeengike;  24th  at  Yeenrigien;  25th  at  Tbatonn, 
11  miles;  26th  at  Kyik-Eo,  12  miles;  27th  near 
Beling,  13^  miles;  and  to-day,  having  crossed 
the  Don-woon  river,  has  taken  up  its  ground  doso 
to  the  stockade. 
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The  positions  occupied  bj  the  enein^  were 
1  well  chosen,  and  some  of  them  flniEhed  with 
achlsbourand  Bkill,eBpedallyat  Gongoo,&tYeea- 
igein,  commanding  the  passage  of  a  tide  creek, 
hich  from  the  height  of  the  ruined  biidge  must 
)  at  times  impassable ;  and  nt  Thntonn,  where 
Wantage  had  been  token  of  the  remains  of  *a 
icient  wall,  which  appears  as  if  it  had  encircled 
le  town,  a  parapet  had  been  raieed,  ditches  dag, 
id  well  scarped,  and  the  appearance  of  strength 
iven  b^  mounting  upon  one  face  S5  of  their 
almjra  guns,  which  traverse  upon  forked  rests 
isily  in  every  directtcn,  and  at  a  distance  might 
;  mistaken  for  iron  ordnance.  It  is  difficult  from 
le  result  to  account  for  such  elaborate  and  ex- 
ensiye  preparations.  On  approaching  this  last 
iuce  the  Ramghiir  Irregular  Cavalry',  supported 
r  a  party  of  the  rifles  of  the  lat  Madras  Native 
tifuntry,andsome  sepoys  of  the  lOth  Bengal  Native 
ifantry,  made  a  long  and  fatiguing  detour,  in  the 
}pe  ot  intercepting  the  garrison,  which  was  not 
tccessfu). 

The  town  of  Beling  is  surrounded  by  a  stout 
mber  stockade,  of  about  12  feet  high,  bat 
itboTit  any  attempt  at  other  defences;  their  guns 
>uld  not  he  fired  over  the  works.  A  return  is 
iclosed  of  those  found  in  the  place.  From  a  list 
1  the  Burmese  language,  it  is  ascertained  that 
loun-boaa,  took  from  hence  six  brass  guns,  none 
r  which  have  been  brought  hack.  Those  must 
ive  been  used  at  Gongoo  and  at  Go,  on  the 
>proach  to  Thatoun,  and  most  probably  concealed 
I  their  neighbourhood. 

The  people  of  the  country,  Taliens  and  Ka- 
'ens,  but  many  Bunnans  also,  have  been  coming 
1  for  protection  since  the  taking  of  Gongoo,  the 
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t  partj  nndar  command  of  Captain  Camilben,  Itl 
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numbers  increasing  as  the  force  advanced,  and  the 
re{>ort  spread  of  the  good  treatment  thej  receive. 
At  Kjik-Ko,  on  the  26th,  a  deputation  arrived, 
with  a  respectful  petition  signed  bj  twentj  of  the 
head  men  of  Beling,  and  other  officers  who  had 
served  under  Mounbooa,  late  Governor  of  Marta- 
ban.  Thej  solicited,  agreeablj  to  the  Proclama- 
tion, to  be  received  under  British  protection,  for 
which  thej  and  the  inhabitants  were  most  anxious, 
and  that  no  time  might  be  lost  in  taking  charge 
of  Beling,  lest  the  place  should  be  plunder^. 
The  villages,  on  the  last  daj's  march,  were  fullj 
occupied,  the  people  standing  about,  looking  with 
perfect  confidence  on  our  line  as  it  passed.  On 
approaching  this  town  the  force  was  met  bj  the 
deputation  of  the  day  before,  the  gates  were 
qpened,  and  the  inhabitants,  of  whom  it  contained 
a  tolerable  number,  were  apparently  well  pleased 
with  the  change.  Manj  more  are  flocking  to  their 
homes,  and  we  have  the  advantage  of  supplies  from 
a  verj  tolerable  bazaar. 

All  accounts  agree  that  a  revolution  has 
taken  place  at  Ava,  and  although  I  have  no 
sources  of  information  upon  which  I  can  relj,  I 
give  the  following  rumours  as  currently  believed. 
The  King  has  been  deposed  and,  with  his  Queen, 
placed  in  confinement,  the  throne  having  been 
assumed  by  one  of  his  youn^rer  brothers.  Moun- 
Kyouk-loau,  the  Queen's  brother,  is  said  to  have 
left  Shofyzen,  and  gone  towards  Ava,  in  which 
direction  Mee-yay-beeales,  who  lately  had  supreme 
command  here,  is  supposed  to  have  also  fled. 
Mounbooa  ex- Governor  of  Martaban,  is  re- 
ported to  be  somewhere  in  this  vicinity,  the  par- 
ticular spot  not  divulged,  anxious  to  be  captured. 
He  would  gladly  give  himself  up,  but  for  the  fear 
that  his  chief  wife,  who  is  at  Ava,  would  in  that 
case  be  put  to  death,    Mouw-oom-beery,  his  head 


theeaghee  or  writer,  is  dow  here,  having  come  in 
with  his  familj  two  dajs  ago.  Houa-goon  is  said, 
with  500  men,  to  be  at  Sitang. 

I  am  bappj  to  report  that  the  troops  are 
health;,  llieir  discipline  and  general  Bteadinesa 
of  condoct,  especially  at  this  place,  deserve  all 
praiie.  I  purpose  to  march  upon  Sitang  on  tbe

(Extract.) 

Can^y  near  Sitang^  February  3,  1853. 

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,   for*the  in- 
formation of  the  Governor  General  of  India  in 
Council,  that  the  force  under  mj  command  arrived 
this  morning,  and  encamped  near  this  place.     I 
should  have  marched  in  jesterday,  the  2nd  instant, 
but  the  river,  at  the  end  of  a  march  of  ten  miles 
on  the  Ist,  was  too  deep  to  be  forded  by  the  com- 
missariat carts,  which  had  therefore  to  be  unloaded, 
and   stores  brought  over  by  elephants,  obliging 
me  to  halt  one  daj. 

Moun-goon,  the  Chief  of  Sitang,  had  come  into 
mj  camp  jesterdaj,  under  the  proclamation.     He 
accompanied  our  march  to  this  place,  and  seems 
disposed  in  every  way  to  give  all  the  assistance 
the  country  can  furnish.     The  people  in  the  vil- 
lage on  the   route,  since  leaving  Beling,  have 
remained  in  their  houses  with  the  utmost  confi- 
dence, showing  in  various  ways  their  kindly  feel- 
ing towards  the  troops.     As  an  instance,  jars  of 
cooled  water  were  placed  for  their  use  along  the 
road  passing  through  each  village.     At  this  place 
there  was  a  large  band  of  their  music  playing  as 
we  entered,  and   many  other   signs  of  rejoicing 
were  observed.     There  are  no  defences  whatever 
to  the  place.     The  outline  of  the  strong  stockade 
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of  the  former  war  can  with  difficulty  be  traced  ofli 
the  small  hill  which  commands  the  whole  position. 
Tlie  force  will  continue  its  advance  the  day 
after  to-morrow ;  and  I  expect  to  reach  Shway- 
gjeen  by  the  14th.

I  IN  reference  to  my  letter  of  the  25th  ultimo,  I 

have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Governor- General  of  India  in  Council, 
in  consequence  of  a  requisition  from  Captain 
,  Sparks,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  in  Pegu,  for 
the  necessity  of  occupying  Donabew,  and  dispers- 
;<]'  ing  the  Burmese  force  collected  in  that  neighbour- 

^  hood  under  Nya-myat-toon,  Brigadier  Dickinson, 

]  the  Commandant  of  this  garrison,  determined  to 

send  a  detachment,  consisting  of  300  men  belong- 
ing to  the  67th  Regiment  Bengal  Native  Infantry, 
for  that  parpose ;  and  I  directed  Captain  Loch, 
C.B.,  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  Winchester,  with  the 
force  named  No.  1  in  the  inclosure,  to  accompany, 
and  act  with  the  military. 

The  combined  force  arrived  at  Donabew  on 
the  2nd  of  February,  and  landed  without  any 
opposition,  where  they  procured  guides  and  col- 
lected information. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3rd,  they  advanced  in 
the  direction  they  believed  would  be  the  nearest 
route  to  the  enemy,  Captain  Loch  taking  with 
him,  in  addition,  two  3-pounder  field-guns  belong- 
ing to  the  Ailegethon.  For  the  first  two  miles  they 
proceeded  through  paddy  ^fields,  and  then  entered  a 
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pathway  in  a  dense  jungle,  with  high  trees  and 
tiiick  brush-wood.  After  a  march  of  15  miles,  they 
halted  for  the  night,  using  every  precaution  by 
placing  pickets,  but  were  disturbed  occasionally 
by  the  enemy  firing  musketry  and  sounding  horns. 

Early  on  the  following  morning  they  again 
advanced  about  five  miles,  when  the  path  termi- 
nated by  the  bank  of  a  deep  and  broad  nullah  or 
creek,  the  opposite  of  which  was  high  and  strongly 
intrenched. 

The  enemy  at  once  opened  a  heavy  and  con- 
tinuous fire  of  musketry  on  the  advanced  guard  of 
seamen  and  marines,  from  breastworks  in  which 
they  lay  concealed,  while  our  men  were  completely 
exposed. 

In  such  a  narrow  pathway,  with  an  imper- 
vious jungle  on  each  side,  it  was  impossible  to 
bring  up  the  whole  force  at  once  to  surround  and 
storra  the  post ;  and  nearly  every  man  that  ap- 
proached the  edge  of  the  creek  was  shot  down. 

Repeated  but  unsuccessful  attempts  were 
made  by  Captain  Loch  to  lead  his  gallant  followers 
over  the  creek,  and  grapple  with  the  enemy,  till  at 
last,  in  one  of  these  daring  acts,  he  received  a 
mortal  wound,  and  was  carried  to  the  rear. 

The  command  of  the  naval  force  now  de- 
volved on  Commander  Rowlt^y  Lambert,  who  also 
with  his  brave  companions  made  two  or  three 
determined  yet  vain  attempts  to  get  across  to  the 
enemy,  in  which  many  valuable  lives  were  lost. 
The  First  Lieutenant  of  his  ship  was  killed  :  most 
of  his  officers  were  severely  wounded.  The  mili- 
tary force  had  also  suffered  considerably  both  in 
officers  and  men.  Therefore,  reluctantly,  though 
prudently,  he  deemed  it  advisable  to  withdraw  his 
men.  The  fire  of  the  enemy  still  continued  unabated* 
To  find  another  passage  was  utterly  impracticable ; 
their  position  was  surrounded  by  an  impenetrable 
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barrier  of  trees  and  brushwood ;  and  the  only  road 
open  to  their  retreat  was  by  the  one  thej  had 
advanced. 

9.  The  force  was  collected,  and  measures  were 
adopted  for  retiring.  The  wounded  were  nume- 
rous, and  were  conveyed  to  the  boats  by  the  sea* 
men;  for  many  of  the  dooley-bearers  had  de- 
camped. To  bring  away  the  two  field-pieces 
was  impossible,  for  every  spare  man  was  re- 
quired to  carry  the  wounded.  They  were  con- 
sequently spiked,  and  their  carriages  destroyed. 
The  enemy  kept  up  a  distant  fire  for  several 
hours  afler  the  retreat  was  commenced ;  but  never 
dared  to  approach  the  rear,  which  was  ably  and 
well  supported  by  the  grenadier  company  of  the 
67th  Regiment. 

After  twelve  hours'  fatiguing  march  the 
forces  reached  Donabew.  The  seamen  and 
marines  embarked  in  their  boats,  and  a  steamer 
was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  officer  in  com- 
mand of  the  troops,  of  which  he  availed  himself 
for  the  conveyance  of  his  men  back  to  Rangoon. 

I  herewith  inclose  a  list  of  the  killed  and 
wounded.     (No.  2.) 

Commander  Lambert  speaks  in  the  highest 
terms  of  all  who  served  with  him,  and  received 
valuable  assistance  from  Lieutenant  Horatio  Nel- 
son. He  particularly  mentions  Lieutenants 
Glover  and  Bushnell;  also  Messrs.  Hinde  and 
Wilson,  mates.  These  officers,  although  severely 
and  painfully  wounded,  endured  the  fatigue  of  a 
long  march,  encouraging  their  men,  who  were 
nearly  exhausted  from  the  heavy  burden  they  had 
to  bear  in  carrying  the  wounded. 

Captain  Loch  expired,  on  board  the  Fhle- 
gethon,  about  forty  hours  after  he  had  received 
his  wound. 

This  officer's  character  is  so  well  known  that  it 
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•caree  requires  a  comment  from  me;  bat  his 
faaTing  senred  on  two  stations  under  mj  imme« 
diate  orders,  I  may  add,  that  it  would  be  impos- 
fible  to  find  a  more  gallant,  intelligent  officer,  de- 
voted to  his  profession,  which,  by  his  undmelj 
death,  has  lost  one  of  its  highest  ornaments.

(Extract)  Basidny  February ^  3,  1853. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward  for  your  Ex- 
cellency's information  a  detailed  report  of  my 
proceedings  since  assuming  charge  as  Senior 
^aval  Officer  in  the  Bassein  River. 

I  arrived  here  on  the  evening  of  the  19th 
ultimo,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  officer  com- 
manding the  garrison,  was  immediately  requested 
bj  the  Commissioner,  Captain  Fytche,  to  furnish 
A  force  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  important 
objects  as  stated  in  his  letter.  No.  18,  of  1853. 

At  8  ▲.!£•  of  the  21st,  accompanied  by  the 
Commissioner,  I  proceeded  in  the  E.LC.  steam- 
vessel  Nemesis,  towing  the  boats  of  the  E.LCL 
steam-frigate  2^nobia,  up  the  Dugga  Creek,  for 
the  purpose  of  driving  out  the  chief  at  Elhyoung 
Gon. 

On  reaching  the  village  of  Khan  Gee 
Goung  at  5  p.m.  (some  distance  above  where  the 
Nemesis  grounded  on  a  former  occasion),  we 
found  the  depth  of  water  would  not  permit  of  our 
proceeding  further  in  the  steam-vessel.  I  at  8  p.ic 
therefore  left  with  the  boats  of  the  vessels,  and 
reached  the  enemy's  outposts  at  2  p.m.  of  the  fol- 
lowing day,  the  22nd. 

On  nearing  the  position  the  Burmese  opened 
jflre  on  the  boats  from  a  stockade  on  the  left  bank, 
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from  which  they  were  speedily  expelled  by  a  dis- 
charge of  grape  and  canister.  Cutting  our  way 
through  the  stakes  which  extended  right  across 
the  creek,  and  for  some  twenty  yards  in  depth, 
tve  at  once  pushed  on  for  the  village  of  Ehyoung 
Gou,  about  three  miles  distant. 

Having  been  informed  that  the  chief  in  com- 
mand was  entrenched  behind  a  breastwork,  and 
had  thrown  oat  strong  parties  in  the  jungle  to 
intercept  our  advance,  Captain  Fytche  directed 
the  Kareens  who  accompanied  us  to  proceed  as 
flankers,  whilst  he  himself  led  the  way  in  a  large 
war  boat. 

On  our  arrival  we  found  the  post  deserted, 
and  immediately  started  the  natives  in  pursuit, 
who  came  up  with  the  Burmese  rear  guard,  and 
pressed  them  so  closely  that  the  chief  in  com- 
mand had  to  divest  himself  of  his  gilt  trappings, 
even  to  his  inner  garments,  to  facilitate  his  escape. 

The  Burmese  troops  on  being  driven  from 
"Khjoung  Gou  retreated  to  Eugma,  a  large  village, 
sixteen  miles  inland,  nearly  equidistant  from 
Donabew  and  Pantano ;  and,  the  natives  assuring 
us  that  there  was  a  tolerable  road  all  the  way,  we 
determined  to  follow  them;  accordingly  landed 
one  12-pounder  and  three  3-pounder  guns,  and  at 
daylight  on  the  23rd  started  off  in  pursuit. 

Our  advance-guard,  consisting  of  a  large 
body  of  natives,  was  led  by  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner in  person,  who  at  2  p.m.  came  in  collision 
with  a  strong  party  of  the  enemy  headed  by  a 
chief  on  horseback,  who,  flourishing  his  dha, 
gallantly  charged  down  on  Captain  Fytche,  and 
was  mortally  wonnded  by  him;  upon  which  his 
followers,  four  hundred  in  number,  fled  with  a  loss 
of  five  killed  and  two  wounded.  We  pursued 
them  through  Eugma,  a  village  consisting  of 
Above  three  thousand  houses,  and,  finding  they* 
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reUsnoe  could  be  placed,  who  bj  %  forced  mareh, 
and  making  a  circuit  to  the  right  would  be  enabled 
to  head  the  Mynghee's  troops  and  to  stop  their 
retreat.  To  give  confidence  to  these  nativesy  and 
ensure  his  directions  being  followed  out,  he  was 
desirous  of  having  an  European  officer  to  aeoom- 
panj  them;  and,  as  this  officer  might  be  f^aced  in 
a  critical  position  should  he  be  deserted,  it  was 
requisite  that  he  should  possess  coolness  and  judg- 
ment, and  I  was  ghwl  to  find  in  Mr.  Baker,  the 
chief  officer  of  the  Nemesis  (who  volunteered),  the 
requisite  qualifications:  accordingly  he  left,  accom- 
panied by  the  Commissioner's  Sheristadar,  at  d'SQ, 
on  the  29th  ;  and,  to  allow  him  time  to  reach  his 
post,  we  waited  until  7  a^m.,  before  moving 
from  I«amena,  which  we  did  with  all  our  Euro- 
peans and  the  four  small  guns — the  latter,  with 
the  ammunition,  drawn  by  bullocks. 

On    arriving   at   the    spot    indicated    as    the 

Mynghee's  position,  we  discovered  that  he  had 

moved  at  2  a.m.,  instead  of  sunrise,  as  we  had 

■  been  led  to  believe,  and  was  then  encamped  at  s 

position  eight  miles  in  advance  of  us. 

The  men  being  much  knocked  up  by  a 
march  of  about  12  miles,  in  the  heat  of  the  day, 
and  as  our  native  force,  who  had  rgoined  us  here, 
had  failed  in  the  object  for  which  they  had  been 
sent  forward,  we  determined  to  encamp  where  we 
were,  and  sent  out  scouts  to  watch  the  enemy's 
movements,  by  whom  we  were  informed  that  the 
Mynghee  was  apparently  unconscious  of  oar 
approach,  and  that  he  certainly  would  not  move 
before  sunrise. 

Captain  Fytche  was  resolved  on  getting  in 
front  of  the  enemy's  position,  which  we  effiscted  by 
a  circuitous  movement  on  his  right  flank,  having 
left  our  ground  at  1  A.ic,  and  marched  till  6  A.M.y 
when  we  discovered  his  encamping  ground,  and 
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took  up  a  poflitioii  half  a  mile  in  fronts  on  the  road 
bj  which  he  would  have  to  advance. 

At  daybreak,  the  enemy  commenced  their 
march,  and  were  overheard  by  Captain  Fytche, 
who  had  ridden  down  close  to  their  advanced 
colunm,  rejoicing  in  the  idea  of  cutting  up  Mungwa, 
and  his  dacoits,  for  whom  they  had  mistaken  us.  It 
was  just  sunrise  as  their  advanced  guard,  consist- 
ing of  eight  hundred  armed  men,  approached  our 
position,  and  as  our  guns  were  partially  hidden 
from  their  view,  and  our  small  party,  consisting  of 
but  eighty  blue  jackets,  were  kneeling  down,  and 
almost  concealed  by  the  moving  mist,  they  came 
on  shouting  and  yelling  to  within  two  hundred 
yards,  when  they  opened  a  well  directed  fire  of 
musketry  upon  us:  two  of  our  party  were  hit,  and, 
the  enemy  being  within  good  range  of  our  guns, 
we  returned  their  fire  with  a  general  discharge  of 
grape  and  canister,  which  effectually  stopped  their 
advance,  and,  on  receiving  a  second  discharge,  they 
broke  and  fled,  a  confused  rabble ;  forty-eight  dead 
bodies  proved  the  effect  of  our  fire ;  and  fifty  pri- 
soners, amongst  whom  were  his  two  sons,  the 
ardour  of  our  pursuit,  which  we  continued  tiU 
7  A-M.,  when  we  reached  a  jungle  totally  impene- 
trable to  an  European. 

The  object  of  the  expedition  having  been  thus 
crowned  with  the  most  complete  success,  we 
returned  to  Lamena  the  same  evening,  having 
accomplished  a  march  of  upwards  of  thirty  miles, 
sinoe  1  A.M.  The  following  day  we  returned  to 
the  Nemesis,  at  Natliaung-goung,  where,  at  the 
Commissioner's  request  we  remained  the  following 
day,  and  leaving  on  the  2nd  in  tow  of  the  steam- 
vessel,  arrived  at  Bassein,  at  noon,  on  the  3rd 
of  February. 

The  successful  result  of  the  expedition,  I  need 
not  observe^  is  entirely  attributable  to  the  excel- 
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lent  arrangements  made  by  the  Commissioner 
Captain  Fjtche,  to  who^e  opinion  I  always  deferred, 
and  who  set  us  a  gallant  example  by  being  ever 
in  advance. 

I  have  also  the  utmost  pleasure  in  bringing  to 
your  Excellency's  notice  the  conduct  of  every 
officer  and  man  comprising  our  small  band,  more 
particularly  Captain  Goodwin,  of  the  E.LC. 
steam-vessel  Nemesis,  who  ably  seconded  me  ; 
Lieut.  Aylesbury,  I.N.,  who  commanded  the  small 
armed  party;  Lieut.  6.  Rennie  Manderson,  of  the 
Bengal  ArtiUery,  of  whose  volunteered  services 
I  gladly  availed  myself,  and  put  him  in  charge  of 
the  guns  ;  and  of  Mr.  Arthur  Baker,  first  officer 
of  the  Nemesis,  who  most  efficiently  assisted  in 
moving  our  Artillery,  and  who,  from  his  letter  to 
my  address  (a  copy  of  which  I  beg  to  forward), 
was,  whilst  in  advance  with  the  native  force,  in  a 
trying  and  critical  position. 

Enclosed,  I  have  the  honour  to  forward  a  nomi- 
nal roll  of  officers  and  men  under  my  command, 
composing  the  expedition,  also  a  detail  of  Ord- 
nance captured  by  the  force.

AGREEABLY  to  your  request,  I  started  from 
the  village  of  Se  Whyat  Kua,  at  8  A.M.,  on 
Saturday,  the  29th  of  January,  acxsompanied 
by  300  natives  and  an  interpreter,  amongst  them 
there  were  130  muskets  and  the  rest  dha  and 
spearmen. 

When  about  halfway  to  the  place  of  rendesvoua 
my  party  waa  fired  at  from  a  small  belt  of  jungle 
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which  I  thought  (and  the  natives  agreed  with  me) 
was  a  signal  to  the  Mjnghee  that  a  party  was 
approaching  him. 

On   my  arriyal  at  the  place  appointed,  which 
was  about  9  a.m.,  I  observed  several  horsemen, 
to  whom  I  immediately  gave  chase,  but  they,  unfor- 
tunately, were  too  swifl,  and  soon  got  out  of  sight. 
I  then  crossed  the  plain  to  a  village,  and  there 
receivetl   information  that  the  men  I  saw  were 
stragglers  from  the  Mynghee's  advanced   guard, 
which  had  passed  an  hour  before.     On  hearing 
this,  I  immediately  sent  out  scouts,  who  brought 
me  information  that  tJie  above  party  were  quietly 
eating  about  4  miles  off,  and  that  the  main  body 
were  advancing  in  great  numbers.     I  then  placed 
the  rocket  gun  that  I  had  with  me  in  the  road, 
and  having  distributed  the  musket  men  among  the 
bushes,  awaited  their  coming.     I  had  not  waited 
long  before  I  observed  a  large  mass  of  men  advanc- 
ing me,  in  numbers,  as  far  as  I  could  judge,  fully 
4000.     Having  allowed  them  to  advance  suffici- 
ently near,  I  discharged  three  rockets  in  succession, 
which  caused  them  all  to  halt  and  sit  down,  with 
the  exception  of  a  party  of  horse  and  musket  men: 
these  made  towards  the  men  I  had   placed  as 
skirmishers.     About  this  time,  on  looking  round, 
I  discovered  that  only  about  40  of  my  men  had 
remained  by  me,  the  rest  having  deserted ;  consi- 
dering my  force  altogether  unequal  to  the  one 
opposed,  my  only  plan  was  to  retreat  from  the 
place  I  had  occupied  in  their  front,  and  fall  back 
on  the  jungle  in  the  rear,  from  which  I  directed 
my  course  towards    your    party    with   my  few 
remaining  followers.

WHEREAS  hj  an  Act,  passed  in  the  fourth 
jear  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
"  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of  post- 
age,"  it  is  enacted,  tibat  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  any  time  after  the  passing  of 
that  Act,  by  Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  alter 
and  fix  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage  or  inland 
postage,  payable  by  law  on  the  transmission  by 
the  post  of  foreign  or  colonial  letters,  or  news- 
papers, or  of  any  other  printed  papers. 

And  whereas  a  communication  is  about  to  be 
established,  by  Canadian  packet-boats,  between 
British  North  America  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

Now  we,  the  undersigned,  being  two  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  M^esty's  Treasury,  do,  in 
exercise  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  us 
by  the  said  Act,  and  of  all  other  powers  and 
authorities  enabling  us  in  this  behalf,  direct : — 

First.  That  aU  letters,  printed  newspapers, 
printed  votes  and  proceedings  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament  and  the  colonial  Legislatures,  printed 
books,  and  all  other  packets  whatsoever,  sent  by 
the  post  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
British  North  America,  the  sea  conveyance  of 
which  shall  be  by  Canadian  packet-boat,  direct 
or  via  the  United  States,  shall  be  charged 
and  chargeable  with   precisely   the  same  rates 
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of  postage  as  if  the  sea  conveyance  thereof 
were  bj  British  packet-boat,  direct  or  via  the 
United  States  ;  and  that  all  printed  newspapers 
and  other  printed  papers,  that  would  pass  free  of 
postage  if  sent  bj  British  packet-boat,  shall  and 
maj  be  forwarded  free  of  postage  bj  anj  Cana- 
dian packet-boat 

Secondly.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Postmaster- General  from  time  to  time  to 
account  for,  and  pay  oyer  to  the  Colonial  Govern- 
ment, or  proper  authorities  in  the  province  of 
Canada,  for  the  sea  and  colonial  inland  conveyance 
of  any  letters,  printed  newspapers,  printed  votes 
and  proceedings  of  Parliament  and  of  the  Colonial 
Legislatures,  printed  books,  and  other  packets, 
transmitted  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
British  North  America,  by  Canadian  packet-boat, 
direct  or  via  the  United  States,  so  much  of  the 
respective  rates  of  postage  so  to  be  charged  and 
chjurgeable  thereon,  as  the  Postmaster- General, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  shall  from  time  to  time  think 
fit 

And  we  direct,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  deemed  or  construed  to  annul,  prejudice, 
or  affect  any  of  the  exemptions  and  privileges 
granted  by  the  said  recited  Act,  or  by  any 
Treasury  Warrants  which  have  been  issued  under 
the  same,  or  by  an  Act,  made  and  passed  in  the 
first  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  in- 
tuled  **  An  Act  for  the  management  of  the  Post- 
office  ;"  and  that  all  such  exemptions  and  privi- 
l^es  shall  remain  in  full  force. 

And  we  direct,  that  the  expression  ^'British 
packet-boat,"  when  used  in  this  Warrant  shall  be 
construed  to  have  the  meaning  by  the  Interpreta- 
tion Clause  of  the  Act  of  the  Ist  of  Vic,  c.  36,  given 
to  the  terms   "  packet  boats"  and   ''  Post-office 
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packets  ; "  and  that  the  expression  "  Canadian 
packet-boat"  used  in  this  Warrant  shall  include 
vessels  employed  by  or  under  the  Colonial  GroYem* 
ment  of  Canada,  for  the  conveyance  of  letters  and 
packets  between  any  part  of  British  North 
America  and  the  United  Kingdom,  direct  or  vi& 
the  United  States,  and  also  vessels  for  the  con-  -^^j 
veyance  of  post  letters  under  contract  with  such 
Colonial  Government ;  and  that  all  the  other  terms 
and  expressions  used  in  this  Warrant  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  have  the  like  meaning  in  all  respects  as  ;r^ 
they  would  have  had  if  inserted  in  the  said  Act 
passed  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty. 

Provided,  lastly,  and  we  hereby  declare  and  i;)g 

direct,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners 
for  the  time  being  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  or  ^ 

any  two  of  them,  by  Warrant  imder  their  hands,  ^ 

at  any  time  hereafter,  to  alter  or  repeal  any  of  the  t^ 

rates  hereby  fixed,  or  the  regulations  hereby  made,  '  -j 

and  to  make  and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates 
or  regulations  in  lieu  thereof,  and  from  time  to  i^ 

time  to  appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  that  may  be  >

NOTIFICATION. 

Fort  WiUiam,  June  30,  1853. 

IN  the  proclamation  by  which  the  province  of 
Pegu  was  annexed  to  the  British  dorainiona  in  the 
E*si,  the  Grovemor- General  in  Council  declnred 
that  he  desired  no  further  conrjueBt  in  Burmah,  and 
was  willing  to  consent  that  hostilities  should  cease. 

Therefore,  tlie  Burman  troops  were  everywhere 
withdrawn  ;  the  King  was  dethroned  by  his 
brother,  the  Mengdoon  Prince ;  and  an  Envoy  was 
aent  from  Ava  to  sue  for  peace. 

The  Burman  Envoy,  confessing  their  inability 
to  resist  the  power  of'  the  British  Governroeut, 
Bod  submissively  soliciting  its  forbearance,  an- 
Qoaticed  his  willingness  to  sign  a  treaty  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Proclamation,  objecting  only  to  the 
frontier  being  placed  at  Meeadaj. 

The  Government  of  India,  while  it  maintained 
its  undoubted  right  to  fix  the  frontier  where  it 
iuis  been  placed,  at  the  same  time  gave  signal 
proof  of  the  sincerity  of  its  desire  for  the  renewal 
offriendly  relations  between  the  States;  for,  in 
the  hope  of  at  once  concluding  a  Treaty  of  Peace, 
the  6overuor>Geaeral  in   Council  consented  to 
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Higegty's  GoTfimment,   and  of  tlie    HoDonrmble 
Court  of  Directora.

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House  of  Peers  in  the  present  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Irehind, 
and  is  since  deceased :   In  order  to  the  electing 
another  Peer  of  Scotland  to  at  in  his  room.  We 
do,  by  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  issue 
forth    this   Our    Royal    Prodamationy     strictly 
charging  and  cx)mmandiug  all  the  Peers  of  Scot' 
land  to  assemble  and  meet  at  Holyrood  House,  at 
Edinburgh,  on  Wednesday  the  seventh  day  of 
September  next  ensulDg,  between  the  hours  of 
twelve  and  two  in  the  afternoon,  to  nominate  and 
choose  another  Peer  of  Scotland  to  sit  and  vote  in 
^the  House  of  Peers  in  this  present  Parliament  of 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
in  the  room  of  the  said  Francis  William,  Earl  of 
Seafield,  deceased,  by  open  election  and  plurality 
of  voices  of  the  Peers  that  shall  be  then  present, 
and  of  the  proxies  of  such  as  shall  be  absent  (such 
proxies  being  Peers,  and  producing  a  mandate  in 
writing  duly  signed  before  witnesses,  and  both  the 
constitutents  and  proxy  being  qualified  according 
to  law) :    and  the  Lord  Clerk  Register,  or  sn<£ 
two  of  the  Principal  Clerks  of  the  Session  as  shall 
be  appointed  by  him  to  officiate  in  his  name,  are 
hereby  respectively  required  to  attend  such  meet- 
ing, and  to  administer  the  oaths  required  by  law 
to  be  taken  there  by  the  said  Peers>  and  to  take 
their  votes ;   and  immediately  after  such  election 
made  and  duly  exapiined,  to  certify  the  name  of 
the  Peer  so  elected,  and  to  sign  and  attest  the 
same    in   the  presence  of    the  said  Peers    the 
electors,  and    return    such  certificate  into  Our 
High  Court  of  Chancery  of  Great  Britain :  and

purpose  of  convicting  any  person  offending  against 
the  said  rules  and  regulations,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  of  law  whatsoever,  a  printed  copy  of  the 
said  rules  and  regulatiooti,  certiEed  under  the  band 
of  the  said  Cbi^  Superintendent  or  Consul  to  be 
a  true  copy  thereof,  shall  be  taken  as  conclusire 
evidence  of  such  rules  and  regulations;  and  no 
penalty  shall  be  incurred,  or  shall  be  enforced,  for 
the  breach  of  any  such  rules  or  regulations  to  be 
hereafter  made,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  so 
affixed  and  exhibited  for  one  calendar  month  in 
the  public  oflice  of  the  Consular  district  within 
which  the  breach  of  such  rules  or  regulations  shall 
be  alleged  to  have  been  committed:  Pro*ided 
always,  that  no  rule  or  regulation  to  be  hereafter 
made  by  any  of  Her  M^esty's  Consuls,  and  to  be 
enforced  by  a  penalty,  shull  take  effect  until  it  has 
been  submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  the  Chief 
Superintuident,  and  has  thereupon  been  printed, 
and  a  copy  of  the  same  has  been  affixed  and 
exhibited  as  aforesaid  for  one  calendar  month  in 
the  public  office  of  the  Consular  district. 

V.  And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Chief  Superintendent  or  Consul  is

mine witnesses  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  auch 
party  in  regard  to  the  offence  laid  to  his  charge  ; 
and  to  award  auch  penalty  of  6ne  or  impriaonment 
to  «ny  party  convicted  of  an  offence  againat  the 
stud  treaties  or  the  said  rules  and  regulationa,  aa 
maj  be  specified  in  the  said  treaties  or  in  the  said 
roles  and  regulations ;  and  any  charge  against  a 
Britiah  subject  for  a  breach  of  treaties,  or  for  a

examined  in  his  defence ;  and  every  witness, 
being  a  British  subject,  so  examined  as  aforesaid, 
in  case  of  wilful  false  testimony,  may  be  convicted 
and  punished  for  the  crime  of  wilful  and  corrupt 
perjury :  and  when  the  case  has  been  fully 
inquired  of,  and  the  innocence  or  guilt  of  the 
person  accused  established  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Consul,  the  Consul,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall

sors as  aforesaid,  shall,  if  he  is  himself  convinced 
of  the  guilt  of  the  party  accused,  have  power  to 
award  iioy  amoont  of  punishment  not  exceeding 
imprisonment  for  twelve  months,  or  a  fine  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ;  and  the  assessors  aforesaid  shall 
have  no  authority  to  decide  on  the  innocence  or 
guilt  of  the  party  accused,  or  on  the  amount  of 
punishment  to  be  Awarded  to  bim  on  conviction  ; 
but  in  the  event  of  the  said  aBsessors,  or  any  or 
either  of  them,  dissenting  from  the  conviction  of, 
or  from  tlie  amount  of  punishment  awarded  to  the 
aocosed  party,  the  said  accessors,  or  any  or  either 
of  tbem,  shall  be  authorized  to  record  in  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  the  grounds  on  which 
the  said  assesaw^  or  any  or  either  of  them,  may 
to  dissent ;  and  the  Consul  shall  forthwith  report 
U>  Her  Majesty's  Chief  Superintendent  the  fact 
tbat  such  dias^it  has  been  so  recorded  in  the 
ninotes  of  the  proceedings,  and  shall  as  soon  as 
posuble  lay  before  iiim  copies  of  the  whole  of  the 
depoHtions  and  proceedings,  with  the  dissent  of 
the  asseAsor  or  assessors  recorded  therein  ;  and  it 
■ball  be  lawfol  thereupon  for  Her  Mfyeaty'a  Chief 
Saperintendent,  by  warrant  under  his  hand  and 
1  to  the  Consul  by  whom  the  case 
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was  determined,  to  confirm,  or  vary,  or  remit 
altogether,  as  to  him  may  seem  fit,  the  punishment 
awarded  to  the  party  accused ;  and  such  Consul 
shall  give  immediate  effect  to  the  inj miction  of  any 
such  warrant. 

XX.  And  in  order  more  effectually  to  repress 
crimes  and  ofiences  on  the  part  of  British  subjects 
within  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  China,  it 
is  further  ordered,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Consuls  to  cause  anj 
British  subject  who  shall  have  been  twice  convicted 
before  him  of  any  crime  or  offence  and  punished 
for  tbe  same,  and  who,  afler  execution  of  the  sen- 
tence of  the  Consul,  on  any  second  conviction,  shall 
not  be  able  to  find  good  and  sufficient  secuiity  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Consul  for  his  future  good 
behaviour,  to  be  sent  out  of  the  dominions  of  the 
Emperor  of  China;  and  to  this  end  any  such  Consul 
as  aforesaid  shall  have  power  and  authority,  as 
soon  as  may  be  practicable  after  execution  of 
the  sentence  on  such  second  conviction,  to  send 
any  such  twice  convicted  party  to  the  Colony 
of  Hong-Kong,  and  meanwhile  to  detain  him 
in  custody,  until  a  suitable  opportunity  for 
sending  him  out  of  the  said  dominions  shall 
present  itself;  and  any  person  so  to  be  sent 
out  of  the  said  dominions  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  embarked  in  custody  on  board  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  vessels  of  war,  or  if  there  should  be  no 
such  vessel  of  war  available  for  such  purpose, 
then  on  board  any  British  vessel,  bound  to  Hong- 
Kong;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commander  of 
any  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war,  or  of  any 
British  vessel  bound  to  Hong-Kong,  to  receive 
^ny  such  person  as  aforesaid  under  a  warrant  from 
the  Consul  addressed  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  of 
Police  of  the  Colony  of  Hong  Koi^,  and  there- 
ypoa  to  convey  himi  in  custody  to  Hong-Kong» 
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and  on  hia  arrival  there  to  deliver  him  with  the 
eaid  wammt  into  the  custody  of  the  saiti  Chief 
Magistrate  of  Police,  or  other  officer  of  Her 
Hajestj'  within  the  saJd  Colony  lawfully  acting  as 
>Dcb,  who  on  the  receipt  of  the  said  warrant  and 
of  the  party  therein  named,  shall  be  authorized  to 
commit  aod  shall  commit  such  party  to  the  coramon 
gaol  of  the  said  Colony,  to  be  there  detained  in 
custody  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  Chief 
Superintendent  for  any  period  not  esceeding  three 
mnnths ;  and  any  such  party  so  embarked  on 
board  any  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war  or  any 
British  vessel  bound  to  Hong-Kong,  for  convey- 
ance in  custody  to  Hong-Kong,  shall  be  conveyed 
to  Hong-Kong  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  were 
a  distressed  British  subject,  unless  he  shall  be 
willing  and  able  himself  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
his  passage  to  Hong-Kong. 

XXL  And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  in  any 
case  in  which  any  British  subject  shall  be  accused 
before  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Consuls  of  the  crime 
of  arson,  or  housebreaking,  or  cutting  and  maim- 
ing, or  stabbing,  or  wounding,  or  assault  endan- 
gering life,  or  of  causing  any  bodily  injury 
dangerous  to  life,  the  proceedings  before  the 
Consul  shall  be  carried  on  with  tjie  aid  of  asses- 
sors convened  in  the  manner  aforesaid ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Consul,  if  to  him  it  shall 
Kcm  fit,  to  cause  any  person  convicted  before  him 
of  any  of  the  crimes  aforesaid,  over  and  above 
any  fine  or  imprisonment  which  may  be  awarded 
to  such  person,  to  be  sent  out  of  the  dominions  of 
the  Emperor  of  China  and  to  the  Colony  of  Hong- 
Ecmg  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  the  nest  pre- 
ceding Article  of  this  Order,  notwithstanding  the 
crime  laid  to  the  charge  of  such  person  may  he 
the  first  of  which  he  has  been  convicted  before 
the  Consul. 
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XXII.  And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  of  Her  Majestj^s  Consuls  within 
the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  China,  upon 
information  laid  before  him  by  one  or  more  cre- 
dible witnesses  that  there  is  reasonable  ground  to 
apprehend  that  any  British  subject  is  about  to 
commit  a  breach  of  the  public  peace,  to  cause  such 
British  subject  to  be  brought  before  him,  and  to 
require  such  British   subject  to  give    sufficient 
security  to  keep  the  peace  ;  and  in  the  event 
of  any  British   subject  being   convicted  of  and 
punished  for  a  breach  of  the  peace  to  cause  such 
British  subject  after  he  shall  have  undergone  the 
punishment  which  may  have  been  awarded  to  him 
by  the  Consul,  to  find  security  for  his  good  beha- 
viour; and  in  the  event  of  any  British  subject,  who 
may  be  required  as  aforesaid  to  give  sufficient 
security  to  keep  the  peace,  or  to  find  security  for 
his  good  behaviour,  being  unable  or  wilfully  omit- 
ting to  do  so,  then  and  in  that  case  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty's  Consul  to   send  such 
British  subject  out  of  the  dominions  of  the  £m- 
peror  of  China  and  to  the  Colony  of  Hong-Kong, 
in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  Article  XX  of  this 
Order. 

XXIII.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  in  all 
cases  in  which  a  British  subject  shall  have  been 
sent  out  of  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of 
China  to  the  Colony  of  Hong-Kong,  as  provided 
in  Articles  XX,  XXI,  and  XXII  of  this  Order, 
the  Consul  sending  him  out  shall  forthwith  report 
such  Act  of  deportation,  with  the  grounds  of 
his  decision,  to  Her  Majesty's  Chief  Superin- 
tendent ;  and  on  the  arrival  of  such  person 
at  Hong-Kong,  after  the  sentence  of  the 
Consul  shall  have  been  duly  executed,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Superintendent  to  send 
him     to     England ;    and    a    party    so     to     be

KDt  to  England  hy  tbe  Chief  Superintendent 
tnaj  be  embarked  and  conveyed  to  England  in  the 
maaner  provided  in  Article  XX  of  tbia  Order 
with  regard  to  the  embarkntion  and  convejance 
of  such  party  to  the  Colony  of  Hong-Kong:  Pro- 
vided always,  that  if  the  Chief  Superintendent 
shall  consider  that  anj  auch  act  of  deportation 
inflicts  upon  the  party  a  severer  punishment  than 
his  offence  has  deserved,'it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Chief  Superintendent  to  vary  or  remit  auch 
punishment,  as  to  him  shall  seem  fit. 

XXIV.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  a  report 
of  every  sentence  passed  by  a  subordinate  Consular 
officer  in  the  matters  referred  to  in  Articles 
XVIII,  XIX,  XX,  XXI,  and  XXII,  of  this 
Order,  and  awarding  a  line  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  for  more  than  ten  daya, 
^U  he  sent  in  to  tbe  superior  Consular  officer  of 
the  district,  and  on  tbe  receipt  of  such  report, 
rach  superior  Consular  officer  shall  proceed  with- 
out aSsessora  to  revise  such  sentence  as  to  him 
may  seem  fit ;  and  if  the  sentence  should  have 
been  pronounced  by  the  subordinate  Consular 
officer  without  assessors  or  with  the  concurrence 
of  assessors,  then  the  decision  pronounced  by  the 
superior  Consular  ofRcer  on  revision  of  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  final ;  but  if  the  sentence  of  the 
subordinate  Consular  officer  shall  have  been  pro- 
nounced with  dissent  on  the  part  of  tlie  assessors 
or  of  any  or  either  of  ihem,  then  the  superior 
Consular  officer  shall  not  proceed  to  revise  such 
teoteuce,  but  shall  submit  the  whole  proceedings 
to  the  Chief  Superintendent  in  tlie  aame  manner 
as  if  the  case  had  been  originally  heard  and  decided 
hy  the  superior  Consular  officer  with  dissent  on 
the  part  of  the  assessors,  or  of  any  or  either  of 
them. 

XXr.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  it  shall

be  lawful  for  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Consuls  to 
send  any  person  sentenced  to  imprisonment  under 
this  Order,  at  any  time  while  such  sentence  of 
imprisonment  is  in  course  of  execution,  to  the 
CJolony  of  Hong-Kong  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's 
ships  of  war,  or  in  any  British  vessel,  to  undergo 
his  term  of  imprisonment  in  the  common  gaol  of 
the  said  colony;  and  it. shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Commander,  of  any  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war, 
or  of  any  British  vessel,  to  receive  any  such  per- 
son on  board,  with  a  copy  of  such  sentence  and  a 
warrant  from  the  Consul  for  its  due  execution, 
addressed  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  Police  of  the 
said  colony,  and  thereupon  to  convey  him  in 
custody  to  Hong-Kong,  and  on  his  arrival  there 
to  deliver  him  with  the  said  copy  of  such  sentence 
and  warrant  into  the  custody  of  the  said  Chief 
Magistrate  of  Police,  or  other  Officer  of  Her 
Majesty  within  the  said  Colony  lawfully  acting  as 
such,  who  on  the  receipt  of  the  said  warrant,  and 
of  the  person  therein  named,  shall  be  authorized 
to  commit,  and  shall  commit  such  person  to  the 
common  gaol  of  the  said  colony,  and  such  sentence 
shall  be  enforced  to  execution  in  the  said  common 
gaol,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  sentence  had 
been  awarded  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony 
of  Hong-Kong. 

XXVI.  And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  in 
cases  of  assault  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Consul 
before  whom  complaint  is  made,  to  promote  recon- 
ciliation between  the  parties,  and  to  suffer  com- 
pensation and  amends  to  be  made,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings thereby  to  be  stayed. 

XXVII.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  save 
and  except  as  regards  offences  committed  by 
British  subjects  against  the  stipulation?  of  Treaties 
between  Her  Majesty  and  the  Emperor  of  China, 
or  against  rules  and  regulations  for  the  obser- 
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ranee  of  tbe  stipnlatiooB  of  snch  Treaties,  dolj 
affixed  and  exhibited  according  to  the  pro- 
vinons  of  Article  IV  of  this  GMier,  of  against 
rales  and  r^ulationa  for  tbe  peace,  order,  and 
good  government  of  Her  M^esty's  subjects, 
being  within  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of 
China,  or  being  within  any  British  ship  or  vessel 
at  a  distance  of  not  fnore  than  one  hundred 
miles  from  tbe  coast  of  China,  duly  affixed 
and  exhibited  as  aforesaid,  and  Bave  and  ex- 
cept  as  regards  the  ofibnce  of  engaging  in 
trade  declared  by  Article  XXXIV  of  this  Order 
to  be  unlawful,  no  act  done  by  a  British  sub- 
ject being  within  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor 
of  China,  or  being  within  any  ship  or  vessel  at  ft 
distance  of  nut  more  than  one  hundred  miles  from 
the  coast  of  China  shall,  by  the  Chief  Superin- 
tendent,  or  by  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Consuls,  be 
deemed  end  taken  to  be  a  crime  or  misde- 
meanour, or  offence,  rendering  the  person  com- 
mitting it  amenable  to  punishment,  which,  if  done 
within  that  part  of  Her  M^esly's  dominions  called 
England,  would  not  by  a  court  of  justice,  having 
criminal  jurisdiction  in  England,  have  been 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  crime,  or  misdemeanour, 
or  offence,  rendering  the  person  so  committing  it 
amenable  to  punishment. 

XXVIII.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  a 
miauie  of  the  proceedings  in  every  case  beard  and 
determined  before  a  Consul  in  pursuance  of  this 
Order,  shall  be  drawn  up  and  be  signed  by  the 
CoDsul,  and  shall,  in  cases  where  assessors  are 
present,  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  such 
assessors,  and  for  their  signature,  if  they  shall 
therein  concur ;  and  such  minute,  together  with 
the  depositions  of  the  witnesses,  shall  be  pre- 
•erved  in  the  public  oBice  of  the  said  Consul,  and 
>  copy  of  every  such  minute  and  of  such  depo^- 
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tions  shall,  if  the  Chief  Superintendent  shall  aee 
fit  to  require  them,  be  transmitted  by  the  Consul 
to  the  said  Chief  Superintendent. 

XXIX.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the 
Chief  Superintendent  shall  have  the  same  power 
and  jurisdiction  in  regard  to  breaches  of  treaties, 
and  breaches  of  rules  and  regulations,  and  in 
regard  to  crimes  and  offences  committed  by 
British  subjects,  as  are  granted  to  Her  M^esty's 
Consuls  by  the  provisions  of  this  present  Order ; 
and  if  any  person  charged  with  an  offence  against 
any  such  treaties,  or  against  any  such  rules  and 
regulations,  or  with  any  crime  or  offence  committed 
within  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  China, 
or  within  any  British  ship  or  vessel  within  one 
hundred  miles  from  the  coast  of  China,  or  within 
any  ship  or  vessel  on  the  high  seas  within 
the  said  limits  not  being  lawfully  entitled  to  claim 
the  protection  of  the  flag  of  any  state  or  nation, 
or  within  any  Chinese  ship  or  vessel  within  the 
said  limits,  shall  escape  to,  or  be  found  within  the 
Colony  of  Hong-Kong,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Chief  Magistrate  of  Police  of  the  said  colony,  for 
the  time  being,  or  other  officer  of  Her  Majesty 
within  the  said  colony,  lawfully  acting  as  such, 
and  he  is  hereby  required,  on  a  requisition 
addressed  to  him  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  under 
his  hand  and  seal,  to  cause  such  person  to  be 
apprehended  and  brought  before  him,  the  said 
Chief  Magistrate  or  other  officer;  and  the  said 
Chief  Magistrate  or  other  officer  on  such  person 
being  brought  before  him,  shall  proceed  to  inquire 
into  the  offence  laid  to  the  chnrge  of  such  person, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  person  was  charged 
with  having  committed  nn  offence  within  the 
colony  of  Hong-Kong,  and  the  said  Chief  Magis- 
trate or  other  officer  having  so  inquired,  shall 
report   the  result  of  such  inquiry  to  the  Chief 
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Superintendent,  and  shall  forthwith  transmit  to 
him  the   depositions   with  all   the  docaraenta  or 
other  proofs  which  have  beun  made  or  produced 
before  him  against  or  in  behalf  of  the  person  so 
charged,  and  shall  meanwhile  detain  the  person  so 
charged  in  custody    or  liold  him  to  bnil,  and  the 
Chief  Superintendent   shall   thereupon   direct  the 
P'-rson  so  charged  to  be^  discharged,  or  shall  pro- 
ceed to  award  to  such  person  the  punishment  to 
which  he  may  be  liable  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Order,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  case  had 
been  orginally  inquired  of,  ti'ied,  and  determined 
bj  the  Chief  Superintendent ;  and  the  decision  of 
theChief  Superintendent  in  every  such  case  shall  be 
final,  and  any  sentenco  of  imprisonment  awarded 
by  the  Chief  Superintendent  shall  be  enforced  to 
execution   in   the  common  gaol  of  the  colony  of 
Hong-Kong,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  sentence 
had  been  awarded  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
said  colony :    Provided    always,   that   the   Chief 
Superintendent  may,  if  he  deems  it  advisable  for 
the  better  decision  of  snch  cases,  call  in  the  assist- 
ance of  two  or  more  assessors,  who,  however,  shall 
only  have  power  to  advise,   but   shall   not  have 
power  to  decide ;  and  provided  further,  that  the

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bited  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  IV  of 
this  Order,  or  against  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
peace,  order,  and  good  government  of  Her  Majesty's 
subjects,  being  within  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor 
of  China,  or  being  within  any  British  ship  or  vessel 
at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  miles 
from  the  coast  of  China,  duly  affixed  and  exhibited 
as  aforesaid,  and  save  and  except  as  regards  the 
offence  of  engaging  in  trade  declared  by  Article 
XXXIV  of  this  Order  to  be  unlawful,  which  offences 
shall  be  enquired  of,  tried,  determined,  and  punished, 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  and  by  Article  XXXIV 
of  this  Order  provided,  and  not  otherwise,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of  Hong-Kong  shall 
have  and  may  exercise,  concurrently  with  the  said 
Chief  Superintendent  or  Consul,   authority  and 
jurisdiction  in  regard  to  all  crimes  and  offences, 
committed  by  British  subjects  being  within  the 
dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  China,  and  the  ports 
and  havens  thereof,  or  on  the  high  seas  within  any 
ship  or  vessel  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  miles  from  the  coast  of  China,  in  the 
same  and  as  ample  a  manner  as  if  such  crimes  and 
offences  had  been  committed  within  the  Colony  of 
Hong-Kong :  Provided  always,  that  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  not  be  bound,  unless  in  a  fit  case  it 
shall  deem  it  right  so  to  do,  by  writ  of  certiorari 
or  otherwise,  to  debar  or  prohibit  the  Chief  Super- 
intendent or  Consul  from  taking  cognizance,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  Articles  XVIII,  yry^ 
XXy  XXI,  and   XXH,   of  this   Order,  of  any 
crime,  or  misdemeanour,  or  offence,  committed  bj 
a  British  subject,  being  within  the  dominioos  of 
the  Emperor  of  China,  or  being  within  any  ship 
or  vessel  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  one  hua- 
dred  miles  from  the  coast  of  China. 

XXXI.  And   it  is  further  ordered.    That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Superintendent  or

Consul,  to  cauie  an^  British  subject  charged  with 
the  commission  of  any  crime  or  offence  the  cogni-  ■ 
Esnce  whereof  may  at  any  time  appertain  to  iiim, 
to  be  sent,  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war,  or 
in  any  British  vessel,  to  ibe  Colony  of  Hong-Kong, 
for  trial  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  said 
colony  J  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commander  of 
any  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war  or  of  any  Britisli 
T^ael  to  receive  any  such  person  on  board,  with  a 
wuTant  from  the  said  Chief  Soperintendent  or 
Consul,  addressed  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  Police 
of  the  said  colony,  and  thereupon  to  convey  him  iu 
custody  to  Hong-Kong,  and  on  his  arrival  there  to 
deliver  him,  with  the  said  warrant,  into  the  custody 
of  the  aaid  Chief  Magistrate  of  Police,  or  other 
officer  of  Her  Majesty  within  the  said  colony  law* 
fully  acting  as  such,  who  on  the  receipt  of  the 
said  waiTHot  and  of  the  party  therein  named,  shall 
be  authorized  to  commit,  and  shall  commit  such 
party  bo  sent  for  trial  to  the  common  gaol  of  the 
said  colony,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  keeper  of 
the  said  common  gaol  tocsiisesuch  party  to  be  de- 
tained in  safe  and  proper  cusiudy,  and  to  be  pro- 
duced upon  tiie  order  of  the  saiii  Supreme  Court ; 
and  the  Supreme  Court  at  the  sessions  to  be  next 
holden  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the 
chaise  against  such  party  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  the  crime,  with  which  he  may  be.  charged,  had 
been  committed  within  (he  Colony  of  Hong-Kong. 
XXXII.  And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  the 
Chief  Superintendent  or  Consul,  on  any  occawon 
of  sending  a  prisoner  to  Hong-Kong  for  trial,  shall 
observe  the  provisions  made  with  regaid  to  pri- 
soners sent  for  trial  to  a  British  colony  in  an  Act 
passed  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Her 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  remove 
"  doubts  as  to  the  exercise  of  power  and  jurisdic- 
"  tioD  by  Her  Mi^esty  within  divers  conntriea  and 
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"  places  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  and  ta 
"  render  the  same  more  effectual.** 

XXXIIL  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of  Hong-Kong  shall 
have  and  may  exercise,  concurrently  with  the  Chief 
Superintendent  or  Consul,  authority  and  jurisdic- 
tion in  regard  to  all  suits  of  a  civil  nature  between 
British  subjects  arising  within  any  part  of  the 
dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  China;  Provided 
always,  that  the  said  Supreme  Court  shall  not  be 
bound,  unless  in  a  fit  case  it  shall  deem  it  right  so 
to  do,  by  writ  of  certiorari  or  otherwise,  to  debar 
or  prohibit  the  Chief  Superintendent  or  Consul 
from  hearing  and  determining,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  several  Articles  of  this  Order,  any 
suit  of  a  civil  nature  between  British  subjects,  or 
to  stay  the  proceedings  of  the  Chief  Superinten- 
dent or  Consul  in  any  such  matter. 

XXXIV.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  aU 
trade  whatsoever  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  in,  to, 
or  from  any  part  of  the  coast  of  China  to  the  north- 
ward of  the  thirty-second  degree  of  north  latitude, 
shall  be  unlawful;  and  each  and  every  party  engaged 
in  such  trade,  as  principal,  agent,  shipowner,  ship- 
master, or  supercargo,  shall  be  liable  to  be  appre- 
hended by  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Consuls,  and  shall 
be  sent  by  him  to  Hong-Kong,  in  any  of  Her 
Majesty's  ships  of  war  or  in  any  British  vessel,  for 
trial  before  the  Chief  Superintendent,  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Commander  of  any  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's ships  of  war  or  of  any  British  vessel,  to 
receive  any  such  party  on  board  under  a  warrant 
from  the  said  Consul  addressed  to  the  Chief 
Magistrate  of  Police  of  the  Colony  of  Hong-Kong, 
and  thereupon  to  convey  him  in  custody  to  Hong- 
Kong,  and  on  his  arrivad  there  to  deliver  him,  with 
the  said  warrant,  into  the  custody  of  the  said 
Chief  Magistrate  of  Police,  or  other  officer  of  Her 
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iSi^eaty  within  the  aid  colonj  l&wfully  acting  as 
such,  who,  on  the  receipt  of  the  said  warrant  and 
of  the  party  therein  named,  shall  be  authorized  lo 
commit,  and  shall  cominit  auch  party  6o  sent  for 
trial  to  the  commoQ  gaol  of  the  said  colony,  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  keeper  of  the  said  common 
gaol  to  cause  such  party  to  be  detained  in  safe  and 
proper  custody,  and  to  be  produced  upon  the  order 
of  the  sud  Chief  Superintendent,  and  the  said 
Chief  Superintendent  shall  forthwith  proceed  to 
hear  and  determine  the  charge  against  such  party, 
and  such  party  upon  conviction  before  the  Chief 
Superintendent  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing  ten  tboosand  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  two  years,  and  the  sentence  of 
the  Chief  Superintendent  shall  be  enforced  to  exe- 
cution in  the  same  manner  aa  if  the  sentence  had 
been  awarded  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  tke  Colony 
of  Hong-Kong. 

XXS.V.  And  it  is  fitrtber  ordered,  That  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  of  the  Commanders  of  Her 
Mqjeaty'a  ships,  or  any  other  officer  duly  autho- 
rized in  tliat  behalf,  to  seize  any  ship  or  vessel 
under  the  British  S^  which  may  reasonably  be 
suspected  of  having  been  engaged,  or  of  being 
engaged,  iu  trade  declared  in  the  next  preceding 
Article  to  be  unlawful,  and  to  bring  such  ship  or 
Teasel,  and  the  master,  officers,  supercargo,  and 
crew  thereof  to  the  Colony  of  Hong-Kong,  or  to 
any  other  place  where  the  Chief  Superintendent 
may  for  the  time  being  be  resident,  or  direct  the 
same  to  be  brought,  and  there  to  detain  such  ship 
or  vcissel,  and  the  master,  officers,  supercargo,  and 
crew  thereof,  until  the  said  Chief  Superintendent 
■hall  have  tried  and  determined  the  charges  which 
may  be  brought  against  tbem,  or  any  of  them,  of 
having  been  engaged  in  such  unlawful  trade. 
XXXVL  And  il  ia  further  ordered.  That  aU 
1853.  3  £ 
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fines  and  penalties  imposed  under  this  Order  may 
be  levied  by  distress  and  seizure  and  sale  of  ships, 
and  goods  and  chattels ;  and  no  bill  of  sale,  mort- 
gage, or  transfer  of  property  made  after  the  appre- 
hension of  a  party,  or  with  a  view  to  security  in 
regard  to  crimes  or  offences  committed  or  to  be 
committed,  shall  avail  to  defeat  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Order. 

XXXVII.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Superintendent,  from 
time  to  time,  to  establish  rules  of  practice  to  be 
observed  in  proceedings  before  the  said  Chief 
Superintendent  or  Consul,  and  to  make  regu- 
lations for  defra3ring  the  expenses  of  witnesses  in 
such  proceedings  and  the  costs  of  criminal  prose- 
cutions, and  also  to  establish  rates  of  fees  to  be 
taken  in  regard  to  civil  suits  heard  and  deter- 
mined before  the  said  Chief  Superintendent  or 
Consul,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Chief 
Superintendent  or  Consul  to  enforce  by  seizure 
and  sale  of  goods,  or  if  there  be  no  goods,  by  im- 
prisonment, the  payment  of  such  established  fees, 
and  of  such  expenses  as  maybe  adjudged  against  the 
parties,  or  either  or  any  of  them:  Provided  always, 
that  a  table  specifying  the  rates  of  fees  to  be  so 
taken  shall  be  affixed  and  kept  exhibited  in  the 
public  office  of  the  said  Chief  Superintendent  or 
Consul.

XXXIX.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  auj  of  Her  Majesty's  Coosuls 
to  grant  probate  of  the  will  or  letters  of  admiois- 
tntion  to  the  iotestate  estate  of  a  British  subject 
deceased  and  leaving  property  within  the  limits  of 
the  district  within  which  such  Consul  shall  exer- 
cise authority ;  and  in  the  case  of  a  party  so 
deceased  either  leaving  a  will  or  intestate,  it  shall 
be  lawful  fur  the  CodbuI,  provided  that  probate  of 
the  will  or  letters  of  administration  to  the  estate 
of  the  party  deceased  shall  not  have  been  applied 
for  within  thirty  days  by  any  person  lawfully 
entitled  thereto,  to  administer  to  such  estate,  and 
to  reserve  to  himself  out  9f  the  proceeds  of  such 
estate  a  commission  not  exceeding  two  and  a-iialf 
per  centum. 

XL.  And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  a  register 
shall  be  kept  by  each  and  every  of  Her  Majesty's 
Consuls,  of  all  British  subjects  residing  within 
the  ports,  places,  or  districts  of  Oiina  within  his 
jurisdiction,  and  that  every  British  subject  now 
rending  within  the  dominions  of  the  Kmperor  of 
China  who  shiill  not  be  already  enrolled  in  any 
such  Consular  register,  shall  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  promulgation  of  this  Order,  to  be 
ipedfied  in  a  notice  to  be  affixed  and  publicly 
exhibited  in  the  Consular  Oflice,  apply  to  the 
Consul  of  the  district  to  be  enrolled  in  such  regis- 
ter; and  every  British  subject  who  may  arrive 
within  the  said  dominions,  save  and  except  any 
British  subject  who  may  be  borne  on  the  muster- 
roll  of  any  British  ship  arriving  in  a  port  of  China, 
shall  within  a  reasonable  time  after  his  arrival,  to 
be  specified  as  aforesaid,  apply  to  the  Consul  of 
the  district  to  be  enrolled  in  such  register ;  and

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any  British  subject  who  ahall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
make  application  so  to  be  enrolled,  and  who  shall 
not  be  able  to  excase,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
said  Consul,  such  his  refusal  or  neglect,  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  be  recognized  or  protected  as  a 
.  British  subject  in  anj  difficulties  or  suits  whatso- 
ever, in  which  he  may  have  been  involved  within 
the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  China  within  the 
time  during  which  he  shall  not  have  been  so  en- 
rolled. 

XLI.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  the  Con* 
sul  within  his  Consular  district  may  exercise  any 
of  the  powers  which  by  any  Acts  of  the  Impe- 
rial Parliament  now  enacted  or  hereafler  to  be 
enacted  for  the  regulation  of  merchant  seiunen,  or 
for  the  regulation  of  the  mercantile  marine,  may 
be  exercised  by  one  or  more  justices  of  the  peace 
within  Her  Majesty^s  dominions. 

XLII.  And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  nothing 
in  this  Order  contained  shall  be  taken  or  construed 
to  preclude  a  British  Consul  within  the  dominions 
of  the  £mperor  of  China  from  performing  any  act 
of  adminiotration,  or  jurisdiction,  or  other  act, 
which  British  Consuls  within  other  States  at  amity 
with  Her  Majesty,,  are  by  law,  usage,  or  sufferance, 
enabled  to  perform. 

XLIII.  And  it  is  farther  ordered,  That  it  shaU 
be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Superintendent  or  Consul 
to  execute  a  writ  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Colony  of  Hong-Kong,  and  take  security  from 
each  and  every  party  named  in  such  writ  for  his 
appearance  in  person  or  by  his  attorney  at  Hong- 
Kong,  and  in  default  of  such  security,  to  send 
sucli  party  to  Hong-Kong,  in  the  manner  pointed 
out  in  Article  XXXI  of  this  Order;  Provided 
always,  that  the  Chief  Superintendent  or  Consul 
shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  for  the  escape  of 
any  party  captured  imder  any  such  writ. 
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XLIV.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  I'hat  &aj 
Buit  or  action  brought  against  the  Chief  Supcrin- 
tendent  or  CodbuI  iq  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Colony  of  Hung-Kong,  by  reason  of  an)^hing 
done  under  the  authorit;'  and  in  execution  of  the 
power  or  jurisdiction  of  (ler  Majesty  entrusted  to 
liim  by  this  Order,  shall  be  commenced  or  pro- 
iiecuted  within  sii  months  after  he  shall  have  been 
within  the  Jurisdiction  of  tlte  said  Court,  and  not 
otherwise,  and  the  defendant  in  every  such  action 
or  suit  shall  be  entitled  tSo  the  benefit  of  the  pro- 
vinons  made  with  respect  to  defendants  in  actions 
or  aaita,  in  an  Act  passed  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
years  of  Her  Majesty,  intituled  "An  Act  to 
"  remove  doubts  as  to  the  exercise  of  power  and 
"jurisdiction  by  Her  M^esty  within  diverB  coun- 
"  tries  and  places  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions, 
"  and  to  render  the  same  more  effectual." 

XLV.  And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  the 
Knpreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of  Hong  Kong 
■h^t  have  power  to  take  cognizance  of  ofiences 
committed  by  British  subjects  wiihin  the  Penin- 
sala  of  Macao,  and  of  suits  originating  there 
■  when  the  party  offending  or  the  party  sued  shall 
come  or  be  found  within  its  jurisdiction  ;  but  it 
shall  not  have  power  lo  issue  any  warrant  or  writ 
to  be  executed  or  served  within  the  Peninsula  of 
Macao. 

XLVl.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  if  any 
provision  of  any  Article  of  this  Order  shall  be  in 
aoywihe  repugnant  to,  or  at  variance  with,  certain 
Orders  passed  by  His  late  Majesty  King  William 
the  Fourth,  on  the  ninth  day  of  December,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  or  cer- 
tain Orders  passed  by  Her  Majesty  on  the  I'ourth 
day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and

hundred  and  forty-four,  or  any  of  them,  then  euch 
provision  of  such  Article  of  this  Order,  so  long  as 
the  same  shall  be  in  force,  shall  be  obeyed  and 
observed,  anything  in  the  said  recited  Orders  in 
Council  contained  to  the  contrary  in  any  wise 
notwithstanding. 

XLVII.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  if  any 
law  or  ordinance  hereafter  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  Act  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Her 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  the  better 
'*  government  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  resorting 
"  to  China,"  shall  be  in  any  wise  repugnant  to  or  at 
variance  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  present 
Order  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  then  such  law 
or  ordinance,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  in 
force,  shall  be  obeyed  and  observed,  anything  in 
this  Order  contained  to  the  contrary  in  any  wise 
not  wi  tb  standing. 

XL VI II.  A^d  it  is  further  ordered  that  this 
Order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  November  next  ensuing. 

And  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Clarendon 
and  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  two  of  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  are  to 
give  the  necessary  directions  herein,  as  to  them 
may  respectively  appertain.

WHEREAS  by  the  "  Foreign  Deserters  Act, 
1852,"  it  is  provideii  that,  "whenever  it  is 
made  to  appear  to  Her  M^esty  that  due  faci- 
lities are  or  will  be  given  Tor  recovering  and  ap- 
prehending seamen  who  desert  from  Briiish  Mer- 
chant Ships  in  the  territories  of  any  Foreign 
Power,  Her  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council, 
stating  that  such  facilities  are  or  will  be  given, 
declare  that  seamen,  not  being  slaves,  who  desert 
(nxa  Merchant  Ships  belonging  to  a  subject  of 
such  Power,  when  within  Her  Majesty's  dominions 
or  the  territories  of  the  East  India  Company, 
shall  be  liable  to  be  apprehended  and  carried  on 
board  their  respective  ships,  and  may  limit  the 
■^ration  of  such  Order,  and  may  render  the 
operation  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions  and 
qualifications,  if  aoy,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

And  whereas  it  hath  been  made  to  appear  to 
Her  M^esty,  that  due  facilities  niU  be  given  for 
recovering  and  apprefaending  aeamen  who  desert 
from  British  Merchant  Ships  in  the  territories 
belonging  to  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  King- 
dom of  the  Two  Sicilies; 

Now,  therefore.  Her  M^esty  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  vested  in  Her  by  the  said  "  Foreign  De- 
serters Act,  1 852,"  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Her  Privy  Council,  is  pleased  to  order  and  declare, 
and  it  is  hereby  ordered  and  declared,  that  from 
and  after  the  publication  hereof  in  the  London 
Ouette,  seamen,  not  being  slaves,  who  desert 
&om  Merchant  Ships  belonging  to  subjects  of  the

NOTIFICATION. 

■WHEREAS  there  was  concluded  between  Her 
Majesty  and  the  United  (States  of  America,  on 
the  8th  day  of  Februiirj,  1H53,  a  Convention 
in  the  following  terms,  ior  the  settlement  of  out- 
standing claims,  by  means  of  a  Mixed  Commission : 

Whereas  claims  have  at  various  times  since  the 
agnature  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendship 
between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  of 
America,  concluded  at  Ghent  on  the  1:4th  of  De- 
cember, 1814,  been  made  upon  the  Government 
of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  on  the  part  of  Corpora- 
tioDB,  Companies,  and  private  individuals,  eiiizena 
of  the  United  States,  and  upon  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  on  the  part  of  Corporations, 
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Companies,  and  private  individuals,  subjects  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  ;  and  whereas  some  of  sacfa 
claims  are  still  pending,  and  remain  unsettled  ; 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  President 
of  the  United  States  of  Ameriea,  being  of  opinion 
that  a  speedy  and  equitable  settlement  of  all  such 
claims  will  contribute  much  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  friendly  feelings  which  subsist  between  the 
two  countries,  have  resolved  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  that  purpose  by  means  of  a  Convention, 
and  have  named  as  their  Henipotentiaries,  to  con- 
fer and  agree  thereupon,  that  is  to  say : 

Her  Majesty  the  Qaeen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Right  Honour- 
able John  Russell  (commonly  called  Lord  John 
Russell),  a  Member  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Most  Honourable  Privy  Council^  a  Member  of 
Parliament,  and  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  ; 

And  the  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  Joseph  Reed  IngersoU,  £nvoy  Extra- 
ordinary and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the 
United  States  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty  ; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  fuU  powers,  found  in  good  and 
due  fornix  have  agreed  as  follows  : 

ARTICLE  L 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  agree  that  all 
claims  on  the  part  of  Corporations,  Companies,  or 
private  individuals,  subjects  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  upon  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  all  claims  on  the  part  of  Corporations, 
Companies,  or  private  individuals,  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  upon  the  Government  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty,  which  may  have  been  presented 
to  either  Government  for  its  interposition  with 
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tke  other  stnce  the  agnature  of  the  Treaty  of 
Peace  and  Friendship  concluded  between  Great 
Britain   and  the   United    States   of  Araeriea  at 
Ghent,  on  the  24th  of  Deeerobei^  1814,  and  which 
jet   remain  unsettled^  as  well  as  any  other  sucli 
claims  which  may  be  presented  within  the  time 
specified  in  Article  III  hereinafter,  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  two  Commissioners,  to  be  appointed  in 
the  following  manner;  that  is  to-  say:    one  Com- 
missioner shall  be  named  by  Her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty, and  one  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States.    In  case  of  the  death,  absence,  or  incapacity 
of  either  Commissioner,  or  in  the  event  of  either 
Commissioner  omitting  or  ceasing  to  act  as  such^ 
Her  Britannic  Majesty,  or  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  respectively,  shall  forthwith  name 
another  person  to   act  as   Commissioner  in  the 
place  or  stead  of  the  Commissioner  originally 
named. 

The  Commissioners  so  named  shall  meet  at 
London,  at  the  earliest  convenient  period  after 
they  shall  have  been  respectively  named,  and  shall, 
before  proceeding  to  any  business,  make  and  sub- 
seribe  a  solemn  Declaration  that  they  will  impar- 
tially  and  carefully  examine  and  decide,  to  the  best 
of  their  judgment,  and  according  to  justice  and 
equity,  without  fear,  favour,  or  affection  to  their 
own  country,  upon  all  such  claims  as  shall  be  laid 
before  them  on  the  part  of  the  Governments  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  of  the  United  States, 
respectively ;  and  such  Declaration  shall  be  entered 
on  the  record  of  their  proceedings. 

The  Commissioners  shall  then,  and  before  pro^ 
oeeding  to  any  other  business,  name  some  third 
person  to  act  as  an  arbitrator  or  wnpire  in  any 
esse  or  cases  on  which  they  may  themselves  differ 
ia  opinion.  If  they  should  not  be  able  to  agree 
upon  the  name  of  such  third  person,  they  shall 
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each  name  a  person  ;  and  in  each  and  every  case 
in  which  the  Commissioners  may  differ  in  opinion 
as  to  the  decision  which  they  ought  to  give,  it 
shall  be  determined  by  lot  which  of  the  two  persons 
so  named  shall  be  the  arbitrator  or  umpire  in  that 
particular  case.  The  person  or  persons  so  to  be 
chosen  to  be  arbitrator  or  umpire  shall,  before 
proceeding  to  act  as  such  in  any  case,  make  and 
subscribe  a  solemn  Declaration,  in  a  form  similar 
to  that  which  shall  already  have  been  made  and 
subscribed  by  the  Commissioners,  which  shall  be 
entered  on  the  record  of  their  proceedings.  In 
the  event  of  the  death,  absence,  or  incapacity  of 
such  person  or  perspns,  or  of  his  or  their  omitting, 
or  declining,  or  ceasing  to  act  as  such  arbitrator 
or  umpire,  another  and  different  person  shall  be 
named  as  aforesaid  to  act  as  such  arbitrator  or 
umpire  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  person  so 
originally  named  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  make  and 
subscribe  such  declaration  as  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Commissioners  shall  then  forthwith  con- 
jointly proceed  to  the  investigation  of  the  claims 
which  shall  be  presented  to  their  notice.  They 
shall  investigate  and  decide  upon  such  claims  in 
such  order  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  con- 
jointly think  proper,  but  upon  such  evidence  or 
information  only  as  shall  be  furnished  by  or  on 
behalf  of  their  respective  Governments.  They 
shall  be  bound  to  receive  and  peruse  all  written 
documents  or  statements  which  may  be  presented 
to  them  by  or  on  behalf  of  their  respective  Grovern- 
ments,  in  support  of  or  in  answer  to  any  claim, 
and  to  hear,  if  required,  one  person  on  each  side 
on  behalf  of  each  Government,  as  counsel  or  agent 
for  such  Government,  on  each  and  every  separate 
claim.      Should  they  fail  to  agree  in  opinion  upon 
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any  individual  claim,  (he;  eball  call  to  their 
assistance  the  arbitrator  or  umpire  whom  thej 
Biaj  have  agreed  to  name,  or  who  may  be  deter- 
mined by  lot,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  such 
arbitrator  or  umpire,  after  having  examined  the 
evidence  adduced  for  and  against  the  claim,  and 
after  having  heard,  if  re<^uired,  one  person  on  each 
side  as  aforesaid,  and  consulted  with  the  Com- 
missioners, shall  decide  thereupon  finally  and 
without  appeal.  The  decision  of  the  Commia- 
doDcrs,  and  of  the  arbitrator  or  umpire,  shall  be 
given  upon  each  claim  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  them  respectively.  It  shall  be  com- 
petent for  each  Grovernment  to  name  one  person 
to  attend  the  Commissioners  as  agentVn  its  behalf, 
to  present  and  support  claims  on  its  behalf,  and  to 
answer  claims  made  upon  it,  and  to  represent  it 
generally  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  inve.o- 
tigation  and  decision  thereof. 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
<rf  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  President  of 
the  Dnited  States  of  America  hereby  solemnly  and 
sincerely  engage  to  consider  the  decision  of  the 
Commisaioners  conjointly,  or  of  the  arbitrator  or 
ompire,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  absolutely  final  and 
conclusive  upon  each  claim  decided  upon  by  them 
or  him  respectively,  and  to  give  full  effect  to  such 
de^ioDs  without  any  objection,   evasion,  or  delay 

It  is  agreed  that  no  claim  arising  out  of  any 
transaction  of  a  date  prior  to  the  24th  of  December, 
1814,  shall  be  admissible  under  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  in. 

Every  claim  shall  t>«  presented  to  the  Com- 

nussionera   within   six  months   from  the  day  of 

their  first  meeting,   unless  in    any   case   where 

reasons  for  delay  shall  be  established  to  the  satis- 
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focUon  of  the  CommisBioners,  or  of  the  arbitrator 
or  umpire  ia  the  event  of  the  Commissioners 
differing  in  opinion  thereupon ;  and  then  and  in 
any  such  case  the  period  for  presenting  the  claim 
may  be  extended  to  any  time  not  exceeding  three 
months  longer. 

The  Commissioners  'shall  be  bound  to  examine 
and  decide  upon  every  claim  within  one  year  from 
the  day  of  their  first  meeting.  It  shall  be  com- 
petent for  the  Commissioners  conjointly,  or  for  the 
arbitrator  or  umpire  if  they  differ,  to  decide  ia 
each  case  whether  any  elaim  has  or  has  not  been 
duly  made,  preferred,  or  laid  before  them,  either 
wholly  or  to  any  and  what  extent,  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meuiing  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

AU  sums  of  money  which  may  be  awarded  by 
the  Commissioners,  or  by  the  arbitrator  or  umpire, 
on  account  of  any  claim,  shall  be  paid  by  the  one 
Government  to  the  other,  as  the  case  may  be, 
within  twelve  months  after  the  date  of  the 
decision,  without  interest,  and  without  any  deduc- 
tion, save  as  specified  in  Article  YI  hereinafter. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to  con^ 
sider  the  result  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Com- 
mission as  a  full,  perfect,  and  final  settlement  of 
every  claim  upon  either  Government,  arising  out 
of  any  transaction  of  a  date  prior  to  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  of  the  present  Convention ;  and 
further  engage  that  every  such  daim,  whether  or 
not  the  same  may  have  been  presented  to  the 
notice  of,  made,  preferred,  or  laid  before  the  said 
Commission,  shall,  from  and  after  the  conclusion 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  Commission,  be 


con^dered  and  tr«&ted  aa  finally  settled,  barred, 
and  theocefortb  inadmissible. 

ARTICLE  VL 
The  CommisBioners  and  the  arbitrator  or 
umpire  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  and  correct 
minntes  or  notes  of  all  their  proceedings,  with 
the  dates  thereof,  and  shall  appoint  and  employ  a 
clei^  or  other  persons  to  assist  them  in  the 
transaction  of  the  business  which  may  come  before 

Each  Government  shall  pay  to  its  Commis- 
sioner an  amount  of  salary  not  exceeding  three 
thousand  dollars,  or  six  hundred  and  twenty 
ponnds  sterling  a-ycar,  which  amount  shall  be 
the  same  for  both  Governments. 

The  amount  of  salary  to  be  paid  to  the  arbitrator 
or  arbitrators,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
determined  by  mutual  consent,  at  the  close  of  the 
Commismon. 

The  salary  of  the  clerk  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  or  three  hundred 
and  ten  pounds  sterling  a-year. 

The  whole  expenses  of  the  Commission,  includ- 
ing contingent  expenses,  shall  be  defrayed  by  a 
rateable  deduction  on  the  amoijnt  of  the  sums 
awarded  by  the  Commission  ;  provided  always, 
that  such  deduction  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of 
five  per  cent,  on  the  sums  so  awarded. 

The  deficiency,  if  any,  shall  he  defrayed  in 
moieties  by  the  two  Governments. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

The  present  Convention  shall  be  ratified  by 
Her  Britannic  Majesty,  and  by  the  President  of 
die  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  thereof;  and  the  rati&ca- 
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lions  shall  be  exchanged  at  London  as  soon 
maj  be    within   twelve    months  from  the   date 
hereof. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipoten- 
tiaries have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed 
thereto  the  seals  of  their  arms. 

Done  at  London^  the  eighth  daj  of  Feluruarj, 
in  the  jear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-three.

DRAFT  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS  by  Our  Proclamation  given  tt 
Our  Court  at  Windsor,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-eight,  and  in  the  second  year  of  Our  reign, 
rates  were  fixed  at  which  certain  coins  of  foreign 
countries  shall  circulate  and  be  received  in  pay- 
ments in  Our  West  India  Colonies,  and  whereas 
it  has  been  represented  to  us  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Our  Treasury,  that  it  is  ei^edient 
that,  in  addition  to  the  coins  named  in  Our  said 
Proclamation,  the  rates  at  which  the  gold  coins  of 
the  United  States  of  North  America  shall  circu- 
late in  Our  said  colonies,  shall  be  ascertained  and 
fixed. 

Now,  therefore,  We,  by  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  have  thought  fit  to  declare  and 
ordain,  and  by  the  advice  aforesaid,  We  do  hereby 
declare  and  ordain  that  throughout  Our  said  colo* 
nies  the  gold  coins  of  the  said  United  States,  of 
the  denominations  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall 
circulate  and  be  received  in  payment  as  b^g  of 
the  fuU  value  and  equivalent  to  current  money  of 
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Our  United  Kingdom  &t  the  Tstes  hereinafter 
specified  ;  that  is  to  nj  ;

The  Half-Eagle  at  the  rate  of  twenty  abillingi 
ftnd  BIX  pence  sterling. 

The  Quarter-Eagle  at  the  rate  of  ten  shillingB 
and  three  pence  sterling.

Order  or  Orders  to  be  by  them^  from  time  to  time, 
made,  direct  that  the  provisions  in  the  said  Act 
contained  for  the  prevention  of  epidemic,  endemic, 
and  contagious  diseases,  be  put  in  force  in  Great 
Britain,  or  in  such  parts  therec^,  or  in  such  places

NOTIFICATION. 

General  Board  of  Healthy 

September  20,  1853. 

IT  is  the  painful  duty  of  the  General  Board  of 
Health  to  notify  a  third  visitation  of  epidemic 
cholera.  This  disease  again,  first  breaking  out  in 
Persia,  has  extended  within  the  present  year  over 
a  large  portion  of  Russia,  stretcluog  as  hr  north- 
wards as  Archangel,  on  the  shores  of  the  Arctic 
Ocean  ;  it  has  ravaged  Denmark,  Norway,  and 
Sweden,  and  then  developing  itself  in  the  north 
of  Germany,  it  has  attacked  Stettin,  Berlin,  Rot- 
terdam,  and  Hamburg ;  and  subsequently  it  has 
appeared  in  England,  again  breaking  out  on  its 
north-east  coast,  in  the  near  neighbouihood  of  the 
town  in  which  it  made  its  first  appearance  in  this 
country  in  1831. 

In  this  wide- spread  course  it  has  everywhere 
overleaped  the  barriers  which  Quarantine  has 
erected  to  stay  its  progress ;  and  where  this  means 
of  protection  has  been  most  rigidly  enforced,  it  has 
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Minted  the  expectation  of  tbow  who

neglect  of  years,  cannot  be  effected 
ks.    But  the  ctuisciousneBa  of  past 
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neglect  should  stimalate  to  immediate  and  resolote 
exertion,  that  all  which  the  time  requires  and  which 
can  be  done  may  be  done.  The  results  in  some  in- 
stances,  even  of  limited  and  partial  improvements, 
are  highly  encouraging.  During  the  present  epi- 
demic  in  Hamburg,  which  has  now  been  prevailing 
upwards  of  six  weeks,  only  six  cases  of  cholera  have 
occurred  in  the  improved  parts  of  the  town ;  and 
during  the  whole  of  the  epidemic  in  the  metropolis 
in.  1 849y  not  a  single  case  of  cholera  occurred  in 
any  one  of  tbe  model  dwellings  for  the  poor,  occu- 
pied by  similar  classes  of  the  population,  though 
the  pestilence  raged  in  the  districts  in  which  these 
buildings  are  situated,  and  there  were  instances 
of  two  and  even  four  deaths  in  single  houses 
close  to  their  walls. 

£Fen  in  towns  in  which  the  greatest  amount  of 
improvement  has  been  effected,  and  in  which 
works  under  the  Public  Health  Act  are  most 
advanced,  much  remains  to  be  done,  and  may 
be  done.  Local  Boards  of  Health  are  invested 
under  the  PubUc  Health  Act  with  ample  powers 
for  cleansing,  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  for 
preventing  the  carrying  on  of  unwholesome  or 
noxious  trades  in  such  a  manner  as  to  injure 
health,  for  preventing  the  occupation  of  cellars  as 
dwelling-houses  unless  under  certain  conditions, 
for  preventing  the  occupation  of  any  dwelling- 
houAC  which,  on  the  certificate  of  an  officer  of 
health,  sliall  appear  to  be  in  such  a  filthy  and  un- 
wholesome state  as  to  endanger  the  health  of  any 
person,  until  such  house  shall  have  been  properly 
and  effectually  whitewashed,  cleansed,  and  puri- 
fied, and  for  administering  the  Common  Lodging 
Houses  Act,  the  provisions  of  which  are  most 
important.  All  those  powers  should  be  exercised 
at  the  present  juncture  with  extraordinary  activity, 
vigilance,  and  stringency. 
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Bat  though  it  majr  be  needful  to  prosecute  tb« 
work  of  cleanaing  more  vigorouslj  than  in  ordi> 
narj  periods,  jet  it  should  be  done  under  super- 
vision and  with  extraordinary  care.  In  removing 
accumulations  of  filth  precautions  should  be  taken 
for  disinfection  and  for  preventing  the  increase  of 
noxioud  evaporation.  The  contents  of  foul  drains, 
sewers,  and  ditches,  should  in  no  case  be  spread 
upon  the  surface,  and  no  lurge  accuinulation  of 
filth  should  be  removed,  excepting  under  the 
direcUons  of  a  medical  officer,  liie  escape  of 
noxious  effluvia  is  far  more  dangerous  in  an 
epidemic  than  in  an  ordinary  season. 

The  evil  of  overcrowding,  not  only  in  common 
lodging-houses,  but  in  tenements  iif  all  descrip- 
tions occupied  by  tlie  poorer  classes,  especially  bj 
the  Irish,  an  immediately  removeabte  evil,  should 
be  at  ODce  and  by  all  practicable  means  reduced. 

Wherever  local  Boards  of  Health  exist,  they 
should  in  all  cases  co-operate  with  the  boards  of 
guardians,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  boards  of 
guardians  will,  on  their  part,  co-operate  with  local 
boards.  The  existing  means  for  the  extraordinary 
service  now  required  is  'divided  amongst  indepen- 
dent local  jurisdictions ;  medical  officers  in 
Kngland  and  Wales  being  under  boards  of  guar- 
dians;  works  of  sewage  and  cleansing  in  towns, 
not  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  being  under 
town  commissioners  acting  under  local  Acts ;  and 
the  enforcement  of  orders  required  for  the  public 
service  being  with  the  magistrates  or  municipal 
authorities.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  a 
common  feeling  will  give  precedence  to  the  branch 
of  service  specially  needt^  on  this  occasion,  and 
ensure  that  unity  of  action  which  it  is  the  main 
object  of  the  rules  and  regulations  issued  herewith 
to  authorize  and  promote  fur  the  common  object. 

Experience  has  shown  that  iu  the  case  of  the 
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tell  where  or  how  suddenly  the  pestilence  may 
■lig:ht,  it  ia  the  daty  of  local  authorities  to  b« 
prepared  for  the  emergency  before  its  arrival. 
Prepai-mtion  will  be  attended  with  little  coat ;  the 
power  to  act  with  promptitude  and  efficiency  when 
the  necessity  for  action  arises  will  be  attended 
with  a  great  economy  of  money  as  well  as  of  life. 

With  reference  to  those  precautions  against  the 
disease  which  each  individual  may  take  for  him  ■ 
self,  or  the  heads  of  families  or  esCablisbroente  for 
those  nnder  their  cfaa^e,  the  first  in  importance 
are  personal  and  household  cleanliness,  and  the 
freest  ventilation  of  living  and  steeping  rooms 
with  pare  air  ;  ^e  purity  of  the  air  we  breathe  ' 
being  even  more  esseatial  than  the  wholeaomenesa 
of  food  and  drink. 

When  the  disease  has  actually  broken  oat 
and  become  epidemic  in  any  district  or  locality, 
then  the  one  essential  precaution  is  not  to 
tugUet  for  a  mngle  hour  any  degree  of  looie- 
nat  of  boteel*.  This  sympton  being  commonly 
without  pain,  and  so  slight  that  it  is  difficnlt 
to  conceive  that  it  can  be  of  the  smallesc  con- 
sequence, naturally  leads  to  neglect,  and  this 
neglect  has  cost  tiie  lives  of  thousands.  Were 
any  additional  proof  of  this  required  it  would  be 
found  is  the  events  that  are  now  occurring  at 
Newcastle' and  Gateehead;  all  the  medical  men 
there  bear  testimony  that  premonitory  diarrhcea 
is  all  but  universal,  and  that  life  depends  oa 
instant  attention  to  tlus  symptom. 

Utos,  one  physician  says,  "  Ho  has  never  yet  seen 
■  case  without  premonitory  symptoms  ;"  another 
ttatas,  "Hehasfoundinagreat  number  of  instances 
where  the  men  said  they  had  been  first  seized  with 
eoU^tsa,  there  had  been  neglected  diarrhcea  for  24 
or  even  48  hours  or  longer  ("  another  declares, 
"  In  all  cases  of  collapse  investigated,  it  is  found 
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there  had  been  neglected  diarrhoea.**  Even  in  the 
cases  in  which  death  takes  place  with  the  greatest 
rapidity,  the  suddenness  is  apparent  only,  not  real; 
for  the  fatal  collapse  is  the  final  but  gradual  result 
of  diarrhoea  neglected  for  several  hours,  and  some- 
times entire  days.  It  must  then  be  repeated, 
that  in  any  district  in  which  cholera  is  epidemic, 
life  may  depend  on  obtaining  prompt  and  proper 
relief  for  painless  and  apparently  trifling  loosenesi 
of  the  bowels. 

The  measure  of  precaution  next  in  im- 
portance, relates  to  the  proper  regulation  of 
the  diet.  Great  moderation,  both  of  food  and 
drink,  is  absolutely  essential  to  safety  during  the 
whole  duration  of  the  epidemic  period  ;  an  act  of 
indiscretion  has  been  often  followed  by  a  severe 
attack  ;  intemperance  at  such  a. time  is  fraught 
with  the  most  extreme  danger.  During  the  epi- 
demic of  1849,  sudden  and  fatal  attacks  of  the 
disease  followed  immediately  on  the  indulgence  of 
habits  of  drinking  after  the  receipt  of  weekly 
wages.  The  intervals  between  the  meals  should 
not  be  long  ;  cholera  being  uniformly  found  to 
prevail  with  extraordinary  intensity  among  the 
classes  that  observe  the  protracted  fasts  common 
in  Eastern  and  some  European  countries. 

The  utmost  practicable  care  should  be  taken 
against  fatigue,  which  is  a  very  powerful  predis- 
posing cause  of  the  disease.  -  Employers  and  p*T- 
sons  engaged  in  laborious  occupations,  should  en- 
deavour, as  far  as  possible,  so  to  arrange  the 
amount  and  time  of  work  as  to  avoid  physical 
exhaustion. 

Warm  clothing  is  of  great  importance.  During 
the  present  epidemic  in  Hamburgh,  it  has  been 
found  that  incautious  exposure  to  cold  and  damp, 
has  brought  on  an  attack  as  rapidly  as  improper 
food  or  excess.     This  precaution  against  damp  is

frequent  visits  among  the  poor,  and  impreesiiig 
upon  them  the  importance  of  following  the  in- 
structions here  laid  down,  with  reference  to  which 
there  is  a  perfect  accordance  between  the  Collque 
of  Physicians  and  the  General  Board  of  Health. 

In  concluaioa,  after  the  large  experience  of  this 
disease  which  has  been  obtained  since  the  General 
Board  of  Health  issued  their  first  notification  ( 1848), 
thej  can  now  repeat  with  greater  confidence  what 
they  then  urged,  that,  formidable  as  this  malady  is 
in  its  intense  form  and  developed  stage,  there  is  no 
disease  against  which  it  is  in  our  power  to  take 
such  efiectual  precaution,  both  as  collective  com- 
munities and  private  individuals,  by  attention  to 
it  in  its  first  or  premonitory  stage,  and  by  the 
removal  of  those  agencies  which  are  known  to 
propagate  the  spread  of  all  epidemic  diseases  or 
where  that  may  be  impracticable  by  removal  from 
them.    Though,  liierefore,  the  issues  of  events  are 
not  in  our  hands,  there  is  ground  for  hope,  and  even 
confidence,  in  the  sustained  and  resolute  employ- 
ment of  the  means  of  protection  which  experience 
and  science  have  now  placed  in  our  reach.

throngfaout  the  whole  of  Great  Britain  for  ■

Now,  in  exercise  of  the  authority  vested  in  ui 
as  aforesaid,  We,  the  General  Board  of  Hetdth, 
do  issue  the  Directions  and  Begulationii  herein- 
after contained,  to  extend  to  all  parts  and  places 
within  the  several  nnions,  parishes,  and  places 
throughout  England  and  Wales  ;  that  is  to  say  : — 

L  We  direct  that  all  the  local  authorities 
charged  by  the  Common  Lodging  Houses  Ao^ 
1851,  with  the  execution  of  that  Act,  shall  see 
that  the  provisions  of  tl^  sud  Act,  and  any  Act 
amending  the  same,  are  enforced  forthwith. 

n.  We  direct  the  Guardians,  Overseers,  and 
persons  as  aforesaid,  to  order  the  clerk  to  the 
Goardians  of  any  such  union  or  parish,  forthwith 
upon  the  publication  of  these  Directions,  to  make 
out,  from  the  Medical  OtBcer's  books,  or  other 
aources  of  information  readily  obtainable  by  him, 
a  list  of  the  places  within  his  union  or  parish  wheni 
cases  of  cholera,  diarrhoea,  ^hns  fever,  or 
efiidemic  or  any  endemic  disease,  may  have  lately 
been  frequent ;  and  to  give  the  list  or  portions  <n 
the  Ibt  relating  to  particular  districts  to  the 
Uedic«l  Officer  of  each  district  to  which  it  shall 
relate.  And  the  Medical  Officer  of  every  anion 
or  parish  shall  visit  the  places  within  his  district 
named  in  such  list,  and  any  other  places  within 
it,  and  examine  the  houses  situate  in  such  places, 
as  to  their  present  condition  in  respect  to  deanli- 
Decs,  or  as  to  any  existing  predisposing  and  re- 
moveable  causes  of  disease  likely  to  afiect  the 
inmates  thereof. 
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IIL  We  direct  the  Guardians,  OrerBeera,  or 
persons  to  whom  these  Regulations  may  appfy  to 
order  the  said  Medical  Officer  to  inquire  into  the 
state  of  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  all  such 
places,  and  into  the  state  of  health  of  the  childrsi 
in  schools,  of  the  woiiq>eople  in  places  of  work,  and 
of  the  inmates  of  common  lodging  houses,  and 
where  he  shall  ascertain  that  any  case  of  diarrhea 
or  of  any  premonitory  stages  of  an  epidemic 
disease  exists  to  treat  or  direct  the  treatment  of 
the  same  at  once. 

IV.  And  such  Medical  Officer,  where  it  may 
be  necessary,  shall  certify  in  writing  to  the 
Guardians  of  his  union  or  parish  all  sudi  places 
as  are  in  a  state  dangerous  to  health,  or  as  need 
frequent  and  effectual  cleansing  by  way  of  pre- 
servation against  disease,  and  such  dwellii^- 
houses  as  are  in  a  filthy  and  unwholesome  condi- 
tion, and  all  such  nuisances  and  matters  injurious 
to  health  as  ought  to  be  abated,  cleansed,  and 
remoyed  under  these  Regulations. 

y.  We  direct  that  dl  Town  Councils,  and 
other  governing  bodies  of  cities  and  borou^i% 
Commissioners  under  Local  Acts,  Local  Boards  of 
Health,  Surveyors  and  District  or  Assistant 
Surveyors  of  Highways,  Road  Trustees  or  Com- 
missioners, County  Surveyors,  and  others  now  by 
law  intrusted  with  the  care  and  management  of 
the  streets  and  public  ways  and  places  within  the 
parishes  and  places  to  which  these  Directions  and 
Regulations  extend, — 

Shall  see  to  the  effectual  and  continued 
cleansing  of  aU  such  of  the  streets^  rows, 
lanes,  mews,  courts,  alleys,  and  passages,  and 
public  ways  and  places,  under  their  respective 
care  and  management,  as  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Guardians  or  others  aathoriied 
to  superintend  the  execution  of  these  Direc- 


done  and  RegnUtiona  sh^  be  certified  in 
writing  to  be  in  a  state  dangerous  to  health, 
or  to  require  frequent  and  effectual  cleansing 
b;  way  of  precaution  against  disease, — 

And  shall  cause  all  filth,  ordure,  and 
nuisances  to  be  removed  therefrom. 
VL  We  direct  that  where  any  snch  streets, 
rows,  lanee,  mews,  courts,  alleys,  and  any  passages, 
public  ways,  or  places  to  which  any  houses  or 
tenements  almoin,  which  have  not  been  intmsted 
by  law  to  the  care  or  management  of  any  Town 
Council,  Local  Board  of  Health,  CommissiouerB, 
Surveyors,  Trustees,  or  others,  have  been  certi- 
fied in  writing  by  Buch  Medical  Officer  as  afore- 
said to  be  in  a  state  dangerous  to  health,  or  to 
require  such  frequent  and  effectual  cleaning, 
every  occupier  of  a  hoase  or  tenement  so  adjoin- 
ing shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  anfficiently 
cleansed  every  part  of  the  street,  row,  lane,  mews, 
court,  alley  or  passage,  way  or  place,  which  ad- 
joins the  house  or  tenement  occupied  by  him, 
which  works  of  cleansing  and  removal  of  filth, 
(^nre,  and  nuisances  required  hy  these  Directions 
and  Regulations  shall  be  done  by  effectual  wash- 
ing or  otherwise,  and  with  the  use  of  fluids  or 
snbstancea  for  preventing  the  escape  of  noxious 
eflluvia  daring  the  operation,  when  the  Medical 
Ofilcer  of  the  Guardians  or  others  authorized  to 
superintend  the  execution  of  these  Directions  and 
Begolations  shall  direct  and  prescribe  the  same. 

VTL  We  do  hereby  require  the  said  Guardians 
and  Overseers,  and  all  other  persons  to  whom 
these  present  Begolations  are  addressed,  by  them- 
selvee  or  by  their  officers  or  persons,  already  em- 
ployed by  them,  or  to  be  specially  appointed  by 
them  in  this  behalf,  to  superintend  and  see  to  the 
execntion  of  the  foregoing  Directions  and  Regnla- 
tioas  within  their  respective  unions,  parishes,  or 
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places  over  or  in  which  they  may  legally  have 
jurisdiction. 

Vni.  And  where  it  shall  appear  that  by  want 
or  neglect  of  the  Town  Council  of  any  city  or 
borough,  Local  Board  of  Health,  Conunissionen, 
Surveyors,  Trustees,  or  others  intrusted  with  the 
care  and  management  of  streets  and  public  ways 
and  places  as  aforesaid,  or  by  reason  of  poverty  of 
the  occupiers  or  otherwise,  ^ere  is  any  de£iult  or 
delay  in  the  cleansing  of  or  removing  nuiEsnces 
from  any  street,  row,  lane,  mews,  court,  alley, 
passage,  or  public  way  or  place  certified  as  afore- 
said, within  any  of  the  said  unions,  parishes,  or 
places,  we  direct  the  Guardians  of  such  union  or 
parish,  or  the  Overseers  of  such  parish,  and  all 
other  persons  having  legal  authority  within  sudi 
parish  or  place,  to  cause  such  street,  row,  lane, 
mews,  court,  alley,  passage,  way,  or  place  to  be 
effectually  cleansed,  and  adl  nuisances  to  be  re- 
moved therefrom,  and  to  do  all  acts,  matters,  and 
things  necessary  for  that  purpose. 
EX.  We  also  direct — 
That 

When  and  so  often  as  any  dwelling  house 
in  any  part  or  place  to  which  these  Directions 
and  Regulations  extend  is  in  such  a  filthy 
and  unwholesome  condition  as  to  be  a  nui- 
sance to  or  injurious  to  the  health  of  any 
person  ;  or 

Where,  upon,  adjoining  to,  or  near  any 
premises,  or  any  part  or  place,  as  aforesaid, 
there  is  any  foul  and  offensive  drain,  ditch, 
gutter,  privy,  cesspool,  or  ashpit,  or  any 
drain,  ditch,  gutter,  privy,  cesspool,  or  ashpit, 
kept  or  constructed  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  to 
or  injurious  to  the  health  of  any  person  ;  or 
Where,  upon,  adjoining  to,  or  near  any 
such  premises,  swine,  or  any  accumulatioQ  <^ 


dung,  nuuiare,  offal,  filth,  refuse,  or  other 
matter  or  thing  is  kept,  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance 
to  or  iitjnrious  to  the  health  of  any  person  ; 
or 

Where,  upon,  a^oiaing  to,  or  near  any 
sach  premises,  b^g  a  building  used  vholly 
or  in  part  as  a  dwelling  house,  or  being  pre- 
mises underneath   any   such   building,    any 
animal  is  kept  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  to  or 
injurious  to  the  health  of  any  person. 
In  each  of  the  above-recited  cases  the  owner  or 
occupier,  and  persons  baring  the  care  or  ordering 
of  such  dwelling-house,  or  of  the  premises  where 
the  nuisance  or  matter  iignrious  to  health  may  be 
or  where  they  by  reason  of  poverty  or  otherwise 
are  anable,  dieo  the  Town  Council,  Local  Board 
of  Health,  Gnardianii    Commissioners,  or  Over- 
seers, shall  cleanse^  whitewash,  or  otherwise  purify, 
as  the  case  may  require,    such    dwelling-house 
or  building,  or  abate  or  remove  the  nuisance  or 
mattar  iBJorious  to  health  as  aforesaid,  with  all 
reasonable  speed  after  the  publication  of  these  our 
Directions  and  Regulations,  or  after  the  nuisance 
or  matter  injurious  to  health  shall  have  arisen. 

X.  Wherever  there  shall  not  be  a  Town  Council, 
Local  Board  of  Health,  or  other  governing  body 
of  a  city  or  borough,  or  CommisBioners  having 
jurisdiction  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  or  where 
saeh  Conncil,  Local  Board  of  Health,  governing 
body,  or  Commissioners  shaU  not  cause  to  be 
efiectnolly  execnted  such  Directions,  We  direct 
the  said  Goardians  and  Overseers,  as  the  case 
maybe,— 

To  vitit,  from  time  to  time,  or  cause  to  be 
visited,  the  several  direllings  and  places 
where  there  may  be  ground  for  believing  that 
necessity    will   arise   for    executing   such 
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And  where,  from  the  poverty  of  occupiers  or 
otherwise,  there  may  be  default  or  delay  in  the 
cleansing  or  purifying  of  any  such  dwelling-house, 
or  the  abatement  or  removal  of  any  such  nuisance 
or  matter  injurious  to  health,  and  the  Medical 
Officer,  or  other  person  duly  authorized  as  afore- 
said, shall  have  certified  that  the  same  requires 
immediate  attention,  and  where,  from  want  of  co- 
operation of  the  owners  or  occupiers,  there  is  any 
default  or  delay  in  cleansing  any  foul  and  offensive 
drain,  ditch,  watercourse,  or  gutter  into  which 
several  dweUings  or  tenements  may  drain, — 

To  cause  such  dwelling-houses  to  be 
cleansed  and  purified,  and  such  drain,  ditch, 
watercourse,  or  gutter  to  be  firequenUy  and 
effectually  cleansed,  and  such  nuisance  or 
matter  injurious  to  health  to  be  abated  and 
removed  respectively,  and  to  do  all  acts  and 
provide  all  matters  and  things  necessary  for 
that  purpose. 

XI.  Every  Medical  Officer  shall  forthwith  upon 
any  unusual  amount  of  diarrhoea,  or  any  case  of 
cholera,  or  of  typhus,  or  other  epidemic,  endemic, 
or  contagious  disease^  becoming  known  to  him 
within  his  district,  report  the  same  to  the  Board 
of  Guardians  of  his  union  or  paridi. 

XII.  On  the  occurrence  of  any  unusual  preva- 
lence of  diarrhoea,  or  of  severe  premonitory  symp- 
toms of  the  disease  of  cholera,  or  any  severe  epi- 
demic disease,  in  any  school,  or  place  of  work,  or 
among  the  inmates  of  any  establishment,  which 
shaU  appear  to  be  overcrowded,  the  Medical  Officer 
shall,  so  soon  as  he  shall  be  informed  thereof^  and 
if  he  deem  it  necessary,  order  the  separation  of  the 
inmates  of  such  school,  place  of  work,  or  establish- 
ment, and  direct  such  measures  to  be  taken  as 
shall  appear  to  him  to  be  expedient  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease. 
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XIIL  And  wLere  it  afaoll  sufflcieDtly  appear  to 
such  G-uardians,  Overseers,  or  others  to  vhom 
these  Re^nlatioiu  apply,  by  certificate  of  their 
Medical  Officer,  or  of  the  Medical  SaperinteDding 
Inspector  of  the  G^eral  Board  of  Health,  or 
otherwise,  that  cholera,  or  any  other  severe  epi- 
demic, endemic,  or  contagious  disease,  is  presrait 
or  imminent  in  any  anion,  parish,  or  place,  and 
that  extraordinary  medical  ud  is  required  for 
peisons  resident  within  such  onion,  parish,  or 
place  attacked  or  threatened  to  be  attacked  by 
cholera,  or  other  severe  epidemic,  endemic,  or  con- 
ttgiooB  disease,  or  for  the  discovery  and  treatment 
of  persona  so  attacked  or  threatened,  we  direct 
BDch  Guardians,  Overseers,  or  persons  as  aforesaid, 
to  provide,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable,  suffi- 
cient medical  aid  for  examinadon,  by  house- to- 
hoose  visitation,  of  the  state  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  onion,  parish,  or  place,  and  for  medical  treat- 
ment of  persons  fonnd  to  be  threatened  or  afiected 
with  cholera,  or  such  epidemic  disease,  or  symp- 
toms premonitory  thereof,  and  for  naming  and 
instruction  of  such  persons,  and  for  the  provision 
in  suitable  places  of  such  medicines  as  may  be 
required  within  their  respective  unions  or  parishes 
for  necesaitouB  persons  attacked  by  cholera  or  by 
premonitorr  symptoms,  and  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  distribution  of  notices  stating  the  places 
where  such  aid  and  medicines  shall  have  been 
provided. 

XIY.  To  ensure  proper  treatment  in  their  own 
bouses  to  many  of  tiie  poorer  class,  We  require 
tke  said  Guardians,  where  it  shall  appear  to  their 
Uedical  Officer,  or  to  the  Medical  Superintending 
Inspector  of  the  General  Board  of  Health,  that 
mch  extraordinary  aid  is  requinte,  to  provide 
■mtable  rooms  or  places  capable  of  accommodating 
mceMitons  cases,  to  which  persons  attacked  by 
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cholera,  who  cannot  be  properly  treated  in  their 
own  homes,  may  be  conveyed. 

XY.  We  direct  the  said  Guardians,  where  it 
shall  appear  to  their  Medical  Officer,  or  to  the 
MedicsJ  Superintending  Inspector  of  the  Grenenl 
Board  of  Health,  requisite,  to  provide  rooms  or 
places  of  refuge  to  which  may  be  removed  the 
families  of  such  necessitous  persons  as  have  been 
attacked  with  cholera,  and  also  such  necessitouB 
persons  living  under  the  same  roof  with' or  in  the 
vicinity  of  persons  attacked,  as  the  Medical 
Officers,  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  said 
Guardians,  may  deem  it  necessary  to  remove,  and 
to  cause  the  houses,  rooms,  or  dwellings  from 
which  persona  may  have  been  so  removed  to  the 
houses  of  refuge  to  be  cleansed  and  purified  by 
the  owners  or  persons  having  the  care  or  ordering 
thereof,  or,  in  tiieir  default,  by  the  said  Guardians 

XYI.  On  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of  chole^^ 
or  other  epidemic,  endemic,  or  contagious  dis- 
ease, in  any  room  occupied  by  one  family  or 
more,  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  union  or  parish 
attending  the  case  shall  cause  to  be  removed 
either  the  patient  or  so  many  of  the  occupants 
of  such  room  as  he  shall  consider  would, 
unless  removed,  tend  to  prevent  the  recovery 
of  the  patient,  or  endanger  the  spreading  of  the 
disease. 

XVIL  In  case  of  death  by  cholera,  or  any  other 
severe  epidemic,  endemic,  or  contagious  disease, 
the  last  Medical  Attendant  upon  the  person  of  the 
deceased,  or,  in  case  of  there  having  been  no 
Medical  Attendant,  the  housekeeper  or  person 
present  at  the  death,  or  who  shall  be  in  charge  of 
the  body,  shall  forthwith  notify  the  £ftct  of  the 
death  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  district  charged 
with  the  execution  of  these  Orders,  for  the  pre* 
vention  of  the  spread  of  such  disease,  and  the 
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Kedical  Officer  shall  give  such  directions  u  may 
appear  to  htm  needful  ia  respect  to  the  care, 
ranoral,  and  the  time  of  interment  of  the  body, 
for  prerenting  the  communication  or  spread  of 
disease. 

And  We  hereby  authorize  and  require  all  per- 
Mustogive  Buch  information  or  such  asustance 
to  such  Mescal  Officer,  and  to  be  otherwise  uding 
him,  aa  he  may  need  in  the  execution  of  these 
Orders. 

XVHL  In  the  event  of  the  fatal  termination 
of  any  case  of  cholera,  or  of  severe  epidemic, 
endemic,  or  contagious  disease,  in  any  room  occu- 
pied as  a  living  or  sleeping  room  by  one  &mily  or 
more,  or  by  numerous  persons,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  the  district,  so  soon  as  he  shall  be  informed  of 
the  death,  shall  cause  to  be  removed,  as  speedily 
as  may  be,  the  corpse  from  the  same  premises,  or, 
if  this  be  not  convenient,  shall  cause  the  persona 
occupying  such  rooms  to  be  removed  therefrom 
until  the  corpse  can  be  conveniently  removed  and 
properly  interred. 

XIX.  And  We  direct  the  sud  Onardians  to 
make  arrangements  for  obtaining  daily  lists  of 
persons  attacked  by  cholera  or  other  epidemic 
disease  within  their  respective  unions  or  parishes, 
with  the  particulars  of  their  cases  and  treatment, 
and  for  communicating  the  same  daily  to  the 
General  Board  of  Health. 

XX.  And  We  direct  the  said  Guardians,  where 
it  may  appear  needful,  to  appoint  such  additional 
Uedical  Cheers,  and  also  to  appoint  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  exeoute  and  super- 
intend the  execution  of  these  Reflations,  and  to 
publish  and  circulate,  by  private  handbills  or  other 
means,  notices  of  the  provisions  of  die  said  Act 
for  the  Prevention  of  Xuisances,  and  of  our 
IXrections,  Beguhttions,  and  Instructions,  or  of 
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such  part  of  utj  of  them 
expedient  to  mkke  public 
XXI.  And  We  direct 
and  Regulations  the  w 
Poor"  shall  mean  the  Gi 
dens.

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act,  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Migesty,  intituled 
'*  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  dutieB  of 
postage/'  certain  scales  of  weight  and  rates  of 
postage  were  fixed  and  made  chargeable  and  pay- 
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•Ue  upon,  For,  or  in  reaped  of  letters,  newspapers, 
ptrliamenUiy  proceedings,  and  printed  papers, 
trsnsmitted  and  forwarded  bj  the  post,  and  various 
regulations  were  made  for  facilitating  tfaa  trans- 
nusaion  of  Bach  lett<^rs  and  papfirs  by  the  posL 

And  whereas  by  on  Act,  pusned  in  the  eleventh 
jear  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
"  An  Act  for  giving  further  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for  the  rii^u- 
lating  the  dntiee  of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other 
purposes  relating  to  the  Post-office,"  the  proviso 
concerning  the  maximum  weight  of  letters  to  be 
sent  by  the  post,  as  fixed  in  and  hy  the  said  first* 
mentioned  Act  is  repealed ;  and  in  order  to  pre- 
vent pockets  of  an  unwiddy  bulk,  or  an  incon* 
venient  sice,  being  transmitted  hy  the  post,  power 
is  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her  M^esty's 
TrMBury,  at  any  time  or  timee  thereafter,  by 
Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  fix  a  maximum 
weight  of  letters  to  be  sent  by  tlie  post,  anil  from 
time  to  time  to  repeal  or  revoke  such  maximum 
weight  wholly  or  in  part,  and  declare  any  other 
maximum  of  weight  in  lien  thereof;  and  all  letters 
are  to  be  forwarded,  conveyed,  and  delivered  by  the 
post,  in  conformity  with  any  such  warrant,  and 
also  in  conformity  with,  and  under  and  subject  lo, 
all  such  orders,  conditions,  limitations,  regulations, 
and  restrictions,  as  to  the  form,  sire,  or  dimensions 
thereof,  whether  in  proportion  to  the  weight  or 
othemrise,  as  the  Postmaster- General,  with  the 
consent  of  the  ComniisBioaers  of  Her  Mtyesty's 
Treasury  shall  from  time  to  time  direct.  Ajid  by 
the  said  Act  power  is  also  given  to  the  Postmaster- 
General  to  collect  and  receive  the  Foreign  and 
Colonial  postage  charged  or  chargeable  on  any 
letters  sent  by  the  post,  and  also,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  M^estys  Treosary, 
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to    require    the    postage,   British,   Colonial,    or 
Foreign,  of  any  letters  sent  bj  the  post,  to  be 
pre-paid,  either  in  monej  or  in  stamps,  as  he  maj 
think  fit,  on  the  same  being  pat  into  the  Post- 
office  ;  and  also,  with  such  consent,  to  abolish  or 
restrict  the  pre-payment  in  money  of  postage  on 
letters  sent  by  the  post,  either  altogether  or  on 
certain  letters,   and  to  require  the  pre-payment 
thereof  to  be  in  stamps,  and  to  refuse  to  receive 
or  send  by  the  post  any  letters  tendered  contrary 
to  any  regulations  thereby  made.

and  either  to  return  them  to  the  senders  thereof, 
or  to  forward  them  to  the  places  of  their  destina- 
tion, charged,  in  either  case,  with  such  rates  of 
postage  as  the  Postmaster^General,  with  the  con- 
sent   of  the    Commissioners  of    Her  Mujesty's 
Treasury,  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Now  we,  the  undersigned,  being  two  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  M^jesty^s  Treasury,  do, 
in  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to  us  in  and 
by  the  said  before-mentioned  Acts,  or  either  of 
them,  and  of  all  other  powers,  enabling  us  in  this 
behalf,  by  this  Warrant  under  our  hands,  order 
and  direct,  that  printed  books,  printed  magannea, 
printed  reviews,  printed  pamphlets  (whether  British, 
Colonial,  or  Foreign),  may  from  henceforth  be 
transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  part  off  thA

after contained  (that  is  to  iaj) : 

On  every  packet  consisting  of  a  single  printed 

book,  or  printed  magazine,  or  printed  review, 

or  printed  pamphlet,  the   several  sheets  or 

parts  of  which,  when  more  than  one,  shall  be 

sewed  or  bonnd  together,  if  not  exceeding 

half  a  pound  in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged 

aad  taken  one  aniform  rate  of  postage  of 

dxpence. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  half 

a  pound,  and  not  exceeding   one  pound   in 

weight,   there   shall  be   charged   and  taken 

one  uniform  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding   one 

pound   and    not   exceeding   two    pounds  in 

weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 

uniform  rate  of  postage  of  two  shillings. 

And  on  every  such   packet,  if  exceeding  two 

pounds,  and  not  exceeding  three  pounds  in 

weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 

nniform  rate  of  postage  of  three  shillings. 

And  for  every  additional  one  pound  in  weight, 

of  any  such  packet  abore  the  weight  of  three 

pounds,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  an 

additional  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling,  and 

every  fraction  of  such  additional  pound  shall 

be  chai^^  as  an  additional  pound. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  no  such 

packet,  if  containing  more  than  one  printed  book 

or  printed  magazine  or  printed  review  or  printed 

pamphlet,  or  containing  any  paper  or  thing  besides 

a  printed  book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review, 

or  printed  pamphlet,  or  containing  any  printed 

book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review,  or  printed 

pampUet,  the  several  dieets,  or  ports  of  which 
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when  more  than  one  shall  not  be  sewed  or  boond 
together,  or  which  packet  in  length  or  breadth  or 
width  or  depth  shall  exceed  the  dimensions  of  two 
feet  or  twenty-four  inches  shall  be  forwarded  bj 
the  post  under  the  provisions  aforesaid. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  as  to  any 
packet  herein  before  authorised  to  be  sent  bj  ti^ 
post  under  the  provisions  aforesaid,  which  shall 
be  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  postage 
thereof  shall  in  every  case  be  pre-paid  at  Ihe  time 
of  the  same  being  posted  not  in  money  but  by 
being  duly  stamped  with  the  proper  Britiflh 
postage  stamp  or  stamps  affixed  thereto,  which 
stamp  or  stamps  shall  in  every  case  be  affixed  or 
appear  on  the  outside  of  every  such  packet  near 
the  address,  and  shall  be  of  the  value  or  amoont 
of  the  postage  duty  payable  thereon,  under  or  by 
virtue  of  this  warrant,  unless  any  such  packet  be 
sent  from  any  department  or  office  in  or  connected 
with  the  public  service  of  Her  Miyesty,  which 
shall  keep  a  postage  account  with  the  General 
Post-office,  in  London,  in  which  case  the  same 
diall  be  forwarded  post  paid,  and  the  postage 
thereof  shall  be  charged  in  such  postage  account;

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Knt  from  aoj  department  or  office  in  or  connected 
with  the  public  service  of  Her  M^eaty,  which 
shall  keep  a  postage  account  irith  the  General 
Post-office  in  London,  in  which  case  the  some  maj, 
in  addition  to  the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
to  whom  it  shall  be  sent,  have  printed  or  written 
thereon,  or  upon  the  cover  or  enyelope  tberecd*, 
the  words  "  On  Her  Majesty's  service,"  and  also

And  we  farther  order  and  direct  that  if  any 
packet  sent  or  tendered,  or  delivered  in  order  to 
be  sent  by  tbe  post,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
present  Warrant,  shall  contain  any  paper  or  thing 
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besides  a  printed  book,  printed  maganne,  printed 
review,  or  printed  pamphlet,  and  the  binding 
thereof,  or  shall  have  any  writing  or  marks  upon 
the  same,  or  upon  the  cover  or  envelope  thereof, 
except  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to 
whom  it  is  forwarded,  and  also  as  to  any  snch 
packet  sent  from  any  department  or  office  in  or 
connected  with  the  public  service  of  Her  Miyesty 
which  shall  keep  a  postage  account  with  tb« 
General  Post-office  in  London,  except  the  words 
"  On  Her  Majesty's  service,"  and  the  name  of  the 
department  or  public  office  from  which  the  same 
shall  be  forwarded,  with  the  name  of  any  public 
officer  employed  in  or  belonging  to  any  such 
department  or  office,  who  may  be  authorized  to 
affix  his  name  to  letters,  and  packets,  sent  by  the 
post  as  a  certificate  that  they  are  on  the  public 
service,  or  shall  not  be  open  at  the  ends  or  sides, 
or  shall  in  length,  or  breadth,  or  width,  or  depth,

And  we  further  direct,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  constmed  to  extend  to  anj 
packets  sent  through  Egjrpt,  or  any  foreign 
country  to  which  a  transit  rate  of  postage  wo^d 
be  payable  thereon. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  the  term, 
"  by  the  post,"  used  in  this  Warrant  shall,  as  to 
the  sea  conveyance,  include  the  conveyance  by 
packet-boat  or  private  ship,  and  that  the  several 
other  terms  and  expressions  used  in  this  Warrant 
shall  be  construed  to  have  the  tike  meaning,  in  all 
respects,  aa  they  would  have  had  if  inserted  in  the 
said  Act,  passed  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of 
Her  present  M^esty. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  this  Warrant,  so 
fu*  as  respects  any  packet  hereinbefore  authorized 
to  be  sent  by  the  po^  under  the  provisions  afore- 
■aid,  which  slisll  be  poated  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
shall  come  into  operation  on  the  Ist  day  of  No- 
vember next,  and  that  bo  far  as  respects  any 
packet  hereinbefore  anthorized  to  be  sent  by  the 
post,  under  the  provisions  aforesaid,  which  shall 
be  posted  in  New  Zealand,  this  Warrant  shall 
come  into  operation  on  the  day  of  the  date  hereof.

3rd.  Are  revoked, — the  edicts  of  the  3rd 
January,  1821,  9th  November,  1844,  and  1st

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of  Cholera  on  board  Merchant  Shipping,  have 
caosed  to  be  isaued  and  circulated  the  following 
[nstroctjona  and  Notice  for  the  information  and 
waming  of  Mariners  and  Shipowners : 

CHOLERA. 

Iiutruetioru  to  Capiaiiu  of  SA^g  prepared  by  the 

General  Board  of  Health. 

"  CAPTAINS  of  Ships  are  hereby  warned,— 
I.   What  to  avoid. 

O^ERCBOWDtMa — The  amount  of  breathing 
apace  for  the  men  which  may  aufiico  in  ordinary 
times  is  insofficient  in  an  epidemic  Beeson.  In- 
crease space  as  much  as  practicable.  Permit  no 
sails,  large  trunks,  or  any  part  of  the  cargo  to 
occupy  the  forecastle.  If  Bufficient  additional 
space  cannot  be  otherwise  obtained,  erect  a 
temporary  tent  on  deck  by  awning,  sails,  8tc,  for 
the  men  at  night,  taking  care  that  they  sleep 
warm  and  dry.  Ventilate  the  forecastle  and 
every  part  of  the  ship  with  fresh  air  as  freely  as 
possible.  Pure  air  is  the  first  esseotial  requisite 
to  safety. 

Dajcpitess. — To  IcBsen  the  danger  from  damp* 
ness  let  the  boards  be  diy-rubbed.  Let  the 
men  change  their  wet  clothes  whenever  practi- 
cable, and  never  allow  the  wet  clothes  to  remain 
below  an  instant  A  thick  flannel  belt  or  ban- 
dage around  the  stomach  or  loins  would  be  a 
great  defence  for  sailors.  Flannels  or  Guernsey 
frocks  should  be  worn  next  the  skin.  Sudden 
and  violent  attacks  of  cholera  often  follow  a 
chill. 

Filth. — Let  every  part  of  the  ship  be  kept  as 
clean  and  sweet  as  possible,  and  eqjoin  personal 
cleanliness  on  the  men.     Vesseb  affected  by  bilge 
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water  should  be  pumped  out  frequently,  especiaHj 
steamers. 

Unwholesomb  Food.— Articles  of  food  which 
jDBj  be  taken  with  little  inconyenience  in  ordnar  j 
times  may  be  dangerous  in  an  epidemic  season. 
The  best  articles  of  food  are  meat,  good  biscuits, 
rice,  oatmeal,  and  good  potatoes.  Solid  food  is 
better  than  fluids,  and  therefore  at  this  time  it 
would  be  desirable  to  give  the  crew  beef  and 
mutton  instead  of  soup.  Care  should  be  taken  to 
avoid  all  tainted  meat  and  decayed  v^etables. 
Special  attention  should  be  paid  to  having  a 
supply  of  pure  water.  All  rwer  metier  near 
kmms  should  be  avoided. 

Excess. — Great  moderation  both  in  food  and 
drink  is  absolutely  essential  to  safety.  A  single 
act  of  indiscretion  has  been  followed  by  a  severe 
attack  ;  intemperance  at  such  a  time  is  fraught 
with  extreme  danger.  An  epidemic  atmosphere 
commonly  produces  great  depression,  both  of  body 
and  mind,  and  a  desire  for  stimulants.  If  for  the 
relief  of  this  ieeling  recourse  be  had  to  gin  or 
brandy,  the  result  may  be  fatal. 

Pdbgattve  Medicines. — No  purgative  medi- 
cines of  any  kind  should  be  taken  at  tihis  season, — 
unless  under  medical  direction.  Glauber^s  Salta 
and  £psom  Salts  are  especially  dangerous 
Owners  and  masters  should  provide  themadves 
with  the  necessary  medicines  immediately. 

IL   What  to  do. 

Cholera  is  commonly  not  so  sudden  in  its  attack 
as  is  supposed.  It  usually  gives  warning  of  its 
approach  for  some  hours,  and  often  for  a  day  or 
two,  by  some  d^ree  of  looseness  of  the  bowels. 
This  may  be  slight,  and  it  is  almoet  always  without 
pain ;  but  let  no  one  be  put  off  his  guard  by  this 
circumstance.    The  Master  should,  by  observadoa 
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■nd  inqairy,  take  notice  of  the  health  of  the  crew ; 
and  for  hi»  gaidance,  until  such  time  as  be  may 
be  &ble  to  obtain  medical  assistance,  the  following 
recommendations  are  subjoined  : 

If  any  man  should  be  attacked  with  any  degree 
of  looceness  of  the  bowels  the  following  medicine 
eboold  be  given  to  him  at  once  :  fifteen  or  twenty 
grains  of  opiate  confection,  mixed  with  two  tablw 
apoonsfnl  of  peppermint  water,  or  with  a  little 
weak  brandy  and  water  warm.  This  shoald  be 
repeated  every  three  or  four  hours,  or  oftener  if 
the  attack  is  severe.  If  this  medicine  is  not  at 
hand,  eight  or  ten  drops  of  laudanum  may  be  sub* 
stituted  for  the  opiate  confection. 

If  the  purging  is  severe,  and  especially  if  at- 
tended with  vomiting  or  coldnesfl,  the  man  should 
gotobed  immediately,  and  be  kept  warm.  Botties 
of  hot  water,  or  bags  filled  with  salt  or  bran, 
■hould  be  applied  to  the  stomach  and  feet  and 
atoDg  the  spine. 

A  large  poultice  of  mustard  and  vinegar  should 
be  put  over  the  stomach,  and  kept  on  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes.  The  above  medicines  should  be 
continued  every  hour,  or  every  two  or  three  hours, 
according  to  the  emergency  of  the  case,  until  a 
doctor  cen  be  got.  Rest  and  warmth  in  bed  are 
eoBential  until  medical  assistance  arrives ;  but  not 
a  moment  should  be  lost  in  seeking  medical  aid." 


CHOLERA. 
Notice  to  Maitert  and  Ovmert  of  Shipt  prepared 
and  iuwed  bi/  the  Board  of  Trade. 
"The  approach  of  cholera  having  rendered  it 
necessary  to  take  all  possible  precautions,  and  ex- 
perience  having  shown  that  the  disease  spreads 
rspidlj    and    fatally    wherever    there    is    over- 


crowding,  dirt,  and  want  of  Tentilation,  the 
Dttention  of  Masters  and  Owners  of  Ships  is 
Bpe^BlIy  called  to  the  following  Bections  of  the 
Mercantile  Marine  Act — 

Section  63.  '  Every  place  in  any  ship  occupied 
(^  seamen  or  appreaticeii,  and  appropriated  to 
their  use,  shall  have  a  space  of  not  less  than  nine 
snperfiirial  feet  for  every  adult,  measured  on  the 
deck  or  floor  of  such  place,  which  shall  be  kept 
free  from  stores  or  goods  of  any  kind  not  being 
their  personal  property  in  nse  during  the  voyage ; 
and  every  such  place  shall  be  securely  and  prtqkerly 
constructed  and  well  ventilated.' 

Section  69.  '  If  any  place  in  any  ship  occpnied 
by  seamen  or  apprentices,  and  appropriated  to 
their  use,  is  not  in  the  whole  sufiicieiitly  large  to 
give  sudi  space  as  hereinbefore  required,  or  if 
any  such  place  is  not  securely  and  properly  con- 
structed and  well  ventilated,  the  Owner  shall  for 
every  such  offence  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  ex* 
ceeding  twenty  pounds ;  and  if  any  such  space  as 
aforesaid  is  not  kept  free  from  goods  and  stores  as 
aforesaid,  the  Master  shall  for  every  such  oSenc« 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds.' 

Masters  and  Owners  of  Ships  are  hereby 
warned  that  the  Board  of  Trade  will,  if  occasion 
shall  arise,  take  measures  to  enforce  the  above 
enactments,  by  inspection,  and,  if  necessary,  by 
l^al  proceedings.

THE  GENERAL  BOARD  OF  HEALTH, 
Issued  under  Authority  of  the  Nuisances 
Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1848, 
Section  X. 

To  Local  Boards  of  Health  acting  tinder  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1848  ; 

To  Town  Councils  or  other  Bodies  acting 
under  the  Authority  of  Local  Acts  ofFkir^ 
liament  in  which  the  Provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  are  included; 

To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  several 
Unions  in  England  and  Wales,  named  m 
the  First  and  Third  Scliedules  hereunto  an- 
nexed; 

To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  several 
Parishes  in  England  and  Wales,  named  in 
the  Second  Schedule  hereunto  annexed; 

To  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  all  Parishes, 
Townships,  and  Places  not  comprised  in 
the  Unions  and  Parishes  mentioned  in  the 
Schedules  hereunto  annexed;

WHEKE  AS  Directions  and  RegaUtiong,  bearing 
date  the  20th  daj  of  September,  18oS,  were  issued 
b;  Us  the  General  Board  of  Health,  according  to 
the  proTisions  of  "  The  NuiBances  Removal  and 
Diseoaes  Prevention  Act,  1848,"  acting  under  an 
Order  of  the  Lords  and  others  of  Her  M^esty's 
Most  Honourable  Friv^. Council,  bearing  date  the 
lath  da^  of  September,  1858  : 

And  whereas  doubts  hare  ariseo  in  relation  to 
those  of  the  said  Directions  numbered  respec- 
tively 9  and  10  in  the  copies  thereof  printed  by 
the  Queen's  Frintere;  and  it  is  expedient  to  re- 
move the  same  and  to  moke  other  Regulations  in 
place  thereof; 

Now,  therefore,  in  exercise  of  the  Authority 
yested  in  us  as  aforesaid.  We,  the  General  Board 
of  Health,  do  hereby,  from  and  after  the  expira- 
tion of  one  week  from  the  date  hereof,  revoke  the 
Regulations  and  Directions,  numbered  respectively 
9  and  10,  above  refeiTed  to,  and  from  and  after 
such  period : 

We  direct, 

I.  That  when  any  dwelling-house  in  any 
place  to  which  thes^  Directions  and  Regula- 
dons  extend  is  in  such  a  filthy  and  unwhole- 
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some  condition  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  injnrioos 
to  health;  or, 

Where  upon,  adjoining  to,  or  near  anj  pre* 
niises  or  place  as  aforesaid  there  is  any  drain, 
ditch,  gutter,  watercourse,  privy,  cesspool, 
or  ashpit  kept  or  constructed  so  as  to  be  a 
nuisance  or  injurious  to  health ;  or, 

Where  upon,  adjoining  to,  or  near  any 
such  premises  or  place,  swine  or  any  other 
animal,  or  any  accumulation  of  dung,  manure, 
offal,  filth,  refuse,  or  other  matter  or  thing, 
shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  inju- 
rious to  health : 

Tlien  the  owner  or  occupier,  or  the  person 
having  the  care  of  such  dwcdling-house  or 
premises,  or  the  person  causing  the  nuisance 
aforesaid,  shall  forthwith  cleanse,  whitewash, 
ventilate,  or  otherwise  purify,  as  the  case 
may  require,  such  dwelling-house  or  premises, 
or  otherwise  abate  or  remove  the  nuisance  or 
matter  injurious  to  health  as  aforesaid. 

And  if  default  be  made  herein  by  reason 
of  the  poverty  of  the  owner,  occupier,  or 
other  person  or  otherwise,  and  complaint 
shall  have  been  made  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  Local  Authority  empowered  to  act  in 
the  place  where  the  premises  complained  of 
shall  be  situate. 

Or,  if  there  shall  be  no  such  Local  Au- 
thority, or  the  Local  Authority  shall  delay 
for  an  unreasonable  time,  the  Guardians  of 
the  Union  or  Parish,  or  the  Overseers  re- 
spectively, shall  forthwith  take  all  proper 
means  for  carrying  into  effect  the  Directions 
above  prescribed  for  the  owner  or  oecnpier. 

2.  Complaint  as  to  any  of  the  matters  in 
the  preceding  Direction  may  be  made  to  the 
Board  of  Guardians  and  Overseers  respec- 
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tiveljt  01^  to  the  Local  Authority  of  th« 
UnioD,  Parish,  or  Place  wherein  the  matter  of 
complaint  exists ;  and  the  Board  of  Guardians 
or  Overseers  respeclively,  on  receipt  of  such 
complaint,  shall  either  cause  proceedings  to 
be '  taken  under  the  first  section  of  the 
Nuisances  Kemoval  and  Diseases  Prevenlion 
Act,  1848,  or  forward  the  complaint  to  such 
Local  Authority,  who  ehftlt  proceed  thereon 
forthwith ;  unless  where  there  has  been  pre- 
vious default  on  the  part  of  such  Local 
Authority,  when  the  Board  of  Guardians  or 
Overseers  shall  themselves  forthwith,  if 
necessary,  act  on  the  complaint  as  abov« 
directed. 

3.  That  the  Guardians  of  any  Union  or 
Parish,  or  the  Overseers  respectively,  if  they 
deem  it  neceaeary  by  reason  of  the  appear- 
ance or  reasonable  apprehension  of  cholera  in 
such  Unioa  or  Fari^,  shall  cause  any  such 
dwelling-house  or  premises  to  be  cleansed 
and  purified,  and  any  such  nuisance  or  mat- 
ter injurious  to  health,  as  herein-before  de- 
scribed, to  be  forthwith  removed  and  abated, 
without  any  previous  complaint  being  made 
to  them  or  to  the  Local  Authority. 

4.  That  where  any  Medical  Officer  engaged 
in  carrying  our  Rpgulations  into  execution 
sh^  certify  in  writing  that  any  dwelling- 
house  or  room  is  so  overcrowded  as  to 
threaten  danger  to  the  health  of  the  inmates 
on  the  occurrence  of  cholera  or  any  epidemic 
diaeose,  and  shall  specify  in  such  certificate 
the  number  of  inmates  which  shall  not  he 
exceeded  in  such  house  or  rooin,  the  owner  or 
occupier  having  the  control  of  such  bouse  or 
room  shall  forthwith  reduce  the  number  of 
inmates  as  specified  in  such  certificate,  not- 
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withstanding  any  measures  may  have  heen 
taken  to  ventilate,  purify,  or  cleanse  the  house 
or  room. 

o.  That  the  Provisions  of  the  Common 
Lodging  Houses  Act,  shall  extend  to  rooms 
occupied  by  members  of  different  families, 
whether  for  weekly,  monthly,  quarterly,  or 
longer  periods. 

6.  The  expression  Local  Authority  used 
herein  shall  signify  the  Town  Council,  Local 
Board  of  Health,  or  any  Trustees  or  Com- 
missioners for  the  draining,  paving,  lighting, 
cleansing,  managing,  or  directing  the  police 
of  any  town,  borough,  or  place,  or  any  other 
body  of  a  like  nature,  or  any  Commissioners 
of  Sewers,  or  any  body,  excepting  Boards  of 
Guardians  and  Overseers,  having  by  law 
powers  for  the  removal  of  nuisances ;  and  the 
other  words  used  shall  be  herein  interpreted 
as  in  our  Regulations  and  Directions  dated 
the  20th  of  September  last.

WHEREAS  by  the  proviaions  of  "  The 
Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseasea  Prevention 
Act,  1848,"  for  the  prevention  of  epidemic, 
endemic,  and  contagious  diseases,  we,  the  General 
Board  of  Health,  are  anihorized  tn  iasoe  such 
directions  arid  regulations  as  we  shall  think  fit,  for 
the  prevention,  as  far  as  possible,  or  mitigation  of 
epidemic,  endemic,  or  contagious  disease.  And 
whereas  by  the  said  Act  it  is  provided,  that  the

WHEREAS  Alexander    George,   Lord    Sal- 

toun  was  duly  elected  and  returned    to  be  one 

of  the  sixteen  Peers  of  Scotland,  to  ait  in  the 

House  of  Peers  in  the  present  Parliament  of  the 

United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 

and  is  since  deceased  :    In  order  to  the  electing 

another  Peer  of  Scotland  to  sit  in  his  room,  We 

do,  by  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Cooncil,  issue 

forth    this    Our     Royal     Procl&mation,    strictly 
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charpng  and  commanding  all  the  Peers  of  Scot- 
land to  assemble  and  meet  at  Holjrood  House,  at 
Edinburgh,  on  Wednesday,  the  sixteenth  day  of 
November  next  ensuing,  between  the  hours  of 
twelve  and  two  in  the  afternoon,  to  nominate  and 
choose  another  Peer  of  Scotland  to  sit  and  vote  ia 
the  House  of  Peers  in  this  present  Parliament  of 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
in  the  room  of  the  said  Alexander  George,  Lord 
Saltoun,  deceased,  by  open  election  and  plurality 
of  voices  of  the  Peers  that  sliall  be  then  present, 
and  of  the  proxies  of  such  as  shall  be  absent  (such 
proxies  being  Peers,  and  producing  a  mandate  in 
writing  duly  signed  before  witnesses,  and  both  the 
constituents  and  proxy  being  qualified  according 
to  law)  :  and  the  Lord  Clerk  Register,  or  such 
two  of  the  Principal  Clerks  of  the  Session  as  shall 
be  appointed  by  him  to  officiate  in  his  name,  are 
hereby  respectively  required  to  attend  such  meet- 
ing, and  to  administer  the  oaths  required  by  law 
to  be  taken  there  by  the  said  Peers,  and  to  take

We  strictly  charge  and  command  that  this  Our 
Royal  Proclamation  be  duly  published  at  the 
Market  Cross,  at  Edinburgh,  and  in  all  the  county 
towns  of  Scotland,  ten  days  at  least  before  the 
time  hereby  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  said 
Peers  to  proceed  on  such  election.

All  merchants,  commanders  of  ships,  and  others^ 
the  subjects  or  citizens  of  each  country  respect- 
ively, shall  have  full  liberty,  in  all  ihe  territories 
of  the  other,  to  manage  their  own.  afikirs  them- 
selves, OF  to  commit  them  to  the  management  of 
whomsoever  they  please,  as  agent,  broker,  factor, 
or  interpreter ;  and  they  shall  not  be  obliged  to 
employ  any  other  persona  than  those  employed  by 
natives,  nor  to  pay  to  Budi  persons  ae  they  sh^ 
think  fit  to  employ,  any  higher  salary  or  remune- 
vatioQ  than  such  as  is  piud,  in  like  cases,  by 
natives. 

The  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Higesty  in 
Paraguay,  and  the  citizens  of  Paraguay  in  the 
dominions  of  Her  Britannic  M^esty,  shall  enjoy 
the  same  full  liberty  which  is  now,  or  may  here- 
after, be  enjoyed  by  natives  of  each  country 
respectively,  to  buy  from  and  sell  to  whom  thejr 
like,  all  articles  of  lawful  commerce,  and  to  fix 
the  prices  thereof  as  they  ^lall  see  good,  without 
b^Bg  affected  by  any  monopoly,  contract,  or 
exdttsivs  privilege  of  sale  or  purchase ;  subject^ 
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however,  to  the  general  ordinary  contribations  or 
imposts  established  bj  law. 

The  subjects  and  citizens  of  either  of 
the  Contracting  Parties,  in  the  territories 
of  the  other,  shall  enjoj  fall  and  perfect 
protection  for  their  persons  and  property, 
and  shall  have  free  and  open  access  to  the  ooartB 
of  justice  for  the  prosecution  and  defence  of 
their  just  rights.  They  shall  enjoy  in  this  respect 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  native  subjects 
or  citizens  ;  and  they  shall  be  at  liberty  to  employ 
in  all  causes,  the  advocates,  attorneys,  or  agents 
of  whatever  description,  whom  they  may  think 
proper. 

ARTICLE  X. 

In  whatever  relates  to  the  police  of  the  ports, 
the  lading  and  unlading  of  ships,  the  warehousing 
and  safety  of  merchandize,  goods,  and  effects,  the 
succession  to  personal  estates  by  will  or  otherwise, 
and  the  disposal  of  peraonal  property  of  every 
sort  and  denomination  by  sale,  donation,  exchange, 
or  testament,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatsoever, 
as  also  with  regard  to  the  administration  of  justice, 
the  subjects  and  citizens  of  each  Contracting 
Party  shall  enjoy,  in  the  dominions  or  territori<» 
of  the  otiier,  the  same  privileges,  liberties,  and 
rights,  as  native  subjects  or  citizens  ;  and  shall 
not  be  charged,  in  any  of  these  respects,  with 
any  other  or  higher  imposts  or  duties  than  those 
which  are  or  may  be  paid  by  native  snliyects  or 
citizens;  subject  always  to  the  local  laws  and 
regulations  of  such  dominions  or  territories. 

In  the  event  of  any  subject  or  citizen  <^  either 
of  the  two  Contracting  Parties  dying  without  will 
or  testament,  in  the  dominions  or  territories  of  the 
other  Contracting  Party,  the  Consul-General, 
Consul,  or  Vice- Consul  of  the  nation  to  which 
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tke  deceased  nuy  belmig,  or  in  iiu  absence  the 
representative  of  such  Consul-Greneral,  Consul,  or 
Vice-Coasul,  shall,  so  far  as  the  laws  ol  each 
coanU7  will  permit,  take  chaise  of  the  property 
which  the  deceased  may  have  left,  for  the  benefit 
of  bis  lawful  heirs  and  creditors,  until  an  exeentor 
or  administrator  be  named  by  the  said  Coosnl- 
General,  Cobsnl,  or  Vice-Consul,  or  his  repre- 
sentative. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  salgects  of  Her  Britannic  Mtgesty  residing 
in  the  Republic  of  Faraguay,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  Republic  of  Faraguaj  residing  in  the  domi- 
aionsof  Her  Britannic  Maj  est jr,  shall  be  exempted 
from  all  compulsory  military  service  whatsoever, 
whether  by  sea  or  land,  and  ^m  all  forced  loans 
or  military  exactions  ot  requisitions;  and  they 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  any  charges,  requi- 
sitions,  or  taxes,  other  or  higher  than  those  that 
are  or  may  be  paid  by  native  subjects  or  citizens. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

It  shall  be  free  for  each  of  the  two  Contracting 
Parties  to  appoint  Consuls  for  the  protection  (rf 
trade,  to  reside  in  the  dominions  and  territories  of 
the  other  Party ;  but  before  any  Consul  shall  act 
aa  sach,  be  shall.  In  the  usual  form,  be  approved 
and  admitted  by  the  Government  to  which  he  is 
sent ;  and  either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  may 
except .  from  the  residence  of  Consuls,  such  par-

For  the  better  security  of  commerce  between 
the  Bubjeeta  of  Her  Britannic  Alajes^  and  the 
citizens  of  the  RepuhUc  of  FAraguay,  it  iE  agreed 
that  if,  at  any  lime,  any  interruption  of  friendly 
intercoarse,  or  any  rupture  should  unfortunately 
take  place  between  the  two  Contracting  Partiet, 
the  subjects  or  citizens  of  either  of  the  said  Con- 
tracting Parties  who  may  be  established  in  the 
dominions  or  territories  of  the  other,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  any  trade  or  ^>ecial  employment,  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  remaining  and  continmng  such 
trade  or  employment  therein,  without  any  manner 
of  interruption,  in  full  enjoyment  of  their  liberty 
and  property,  as  long  as  they  behave  peace- 
ably and  commit  no  offence  against  the  laws ;  and 
their  goods  and  effects,  of  whatever  descriptitai 
they  may  be,  whether  in  their  otvn  custody  or 
entrusted  to  individuals  or  to  the  State,  shall  not 
be  liable  to  seizure  or  sequestration,  or  to  any 
rther  charges  or  demands  than  those  which  may  be 
nade  upon  the  like  effects  or  property  belonging 
o  native  subjects  or  citizens.  If,  however,  tbey 
■refer  to  leave  the  conntry,  they  shall  be  allowed 
he  time  they  may  require  to  liquidate  their 
econnts  and  dispose  of  their  property,  and  a  stJe- 
onduct  shall  be  given  them  to  embark  at  the 
oris  which  they  diall  themselves  select.  Comn- 
uently,  in  the  case  referred  to  of  a  mptnre,  ths 


ptiblie  fimds  of  the  Contracting  Stntea  ihall  nerer 
be  confiscftted,  sequestered,  or  det&ined. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  lubjeotB  or  citizeoB  of  either  of  the  tvo 
Contracting  Partiea,  residing  in  the  dominions  or 
territories  of  the  other,  ehali  enjoy  in  regard  to 
their  bouses,  persons,  and  properties,  the  protec- 
tion of  the  GoTernment  in  as  full  and  ample  a 
Bucner  as  native  subjects  or  citizens. 

In  like  manner  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  each 
C<Hitracting  Party  shall  enjoy,  in  the  dominions 
or  territories  of  the  other,  full  liberty  of  conscience, 
and  shall  not  be  molested  on  account  of  their 
religious  belief;  and  such  of  those  subjects  or 
citizens  as  may  die  is  the  territories  of  the  other 
Party,  shall  be  buried  in  the  public  cemeteries,  or 
in  places  appointed  for  the  purpose,  with  suitable 
decorum  end  respect. 

The  subject^  of  Her  Britannic  M^esty  residing 
witbin  the  territories  of  the  Republic  of  Paraguay, 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  exercise  in  private  and  in 
their  own  dwellings,  or  within  the  dwelliogs  or 
t^ces  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Consuls  or 
■Vice-Conauls,  their  religious  rites,  services,  and 
vor^ip,  and  to  assemble  therein  for  that  purpose 
without  hindrance  or  molestation. 


ARTICLE  XV. 

Tlie  Government  of  the  Republic  of  I^tragnay,

(amongst  other  things)  any  packet  sent,  or  ten- 
dered  or  delivered  in  order  to  be  sent  by  the  post, 
under  the  provisions  thereof,  should  have  any 
writing  or  marks  upon  the  same,  or  upon  the

THsMinister  of  Marine  hereby  informs  persons 
interested  that  the  Catadioptric  Light  of  the  firtt 
class,  applied  to  the  Light  House  at  Kijkduin,  was 
first  lighted  on  the  evening  of  the  25th  of  Septem- 
ber last. 
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This  improved  stationary  light  is  situated  in 
52°  57'  4"  north  latitude,  and  4°  43'  SV  longitude 
CflBt  of  Greenwicli.  It  is  raised  full  49  elb  (about 
161  feet)  above  ordinary  high  water,  and  illumtaea 
»n  arc  of  270  degrees  of  the  horizon,  namely,  from 
the  south  30°  vest,  by  weBt,  north  and  east,  to 
east  30°  south. 

From  experiments  made  at  the  height  of  the 
deck  of  a  pilot  cutter,  the  eye  being  3  elb  (9  feet 
10  inchee)  above  water,  it  was  ascertuned  that  the 
light  of  Kijkdmn,  bearing  N.E.  ^  N.,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  the  Egmond  coast  lights  beanng  south, 
in  the  depth  of  8^  fathoms  water,  ia  lost  sight  of 
or  unks.  this  being  a  distance  of  4^-  German  sea 
miles  (about  21  English  miles). 

From  further  experiments  on  board  the  pilot 
cutter  at  a  height  of  15  ells  (49  feet  24  inches) 
from  the  water,  in  the  rigging,  the  Kijhdttin  light 
bearing  N.E.  ^  N.  with  &e  Egmond  coast  lights 
in  sight  from  the  deck,  S.E.  by  E.  ^  E.,  in  the 
depth  of  a^  fathoms,  the  former  light  was  lo«t 
sight  of,  or  sunk. 

Therefore  the  Kxjhdwin  light  was  visible  at  the 
said  height  in  the  rigging  at  a  distance  of  5  to  5\ 
German  sea  miles  (about  23^  to  25\  English  miles) 
According  to  the  state  of  the  atmosphere  it  will 
be  visible  at  a  greater  or  less  distance. 

Two  or  three  days  later,  upon  a  fnvoarable 
occasion  for  observation,  the  experiments  were 
continued  in  the  some  pilot  cutter  off  the  island  of 
Texel. 

With  the  eye  3  ells  (9  feet  10  inches)  above 
water,  the  Kijkdmn  light  bearing  S.  J  W.  was 
lost  sight  of,  whilst  the  Vlieland  light,  at  E.  -^  S., 
was  quite  visible,  which  cross  bearing  indicates  a 
distance  of  full  4  German  sea  miles  (18$  English 
miles)  from  the  Kijkdmn  light.  Then  keeping  Ei. 
S.E,   by  tho  coast,  the  latter  light,  with  the  eye 
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15  ells  (49  feet  2^  inches)  above  water,  was  seen 
over  the  sand  downs  of  the  Island  of  Texel^  in 
the  direction  S.  bj  W.,  when  it  disappeared  behind 
the  sand  downs  of  the  island,  with  the  lead  at  the 
depth  of  1 3  fathoms  water,  at  a  short  distance  from 
the  Eijerlandflctis. 

The  Kijkduin  light,  therefore,  in  its  improved 
state  has  become,  even  upon  ordinary  occasions,  for 
observation,  very  serviceable  for  the  approaching 
of  the  Texel  channels,  and  it  appears  from  all  the 
experiments  herein  mentioned  that  it  retains  a  very 
clear  light  until  it  sinks  altogether,  and  that  it 
likewise  makes  its  appearance  above  the  horizon 
bright. 

The  ell  measure  herein  mentioned  is  the 
Netherland  ell  (or  French  metre— 39.37  inches 
English)  and  the  bearings  of  the  compass  are  un* 
corrected,  the  deviation  being  calculated  at  21^ 
61'  north-west.

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
*•  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of 
postage,"  power  is  given  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  from  time  to  time,  by 
Warrant  under  their  hands  to  alter  and  fix  any 
of  the  rates  of  British  postage,  or  inland  postage 
payable  by  law  on  the  transmission  by  the  post  of 
foreign  or  colonial  letters  or  newspapers,  or  of  any 
other  printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same  to 
rates  of  postage  according  to  the  weight  tliereof 
and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be  contained  in  such 
Warrant ;  and  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant  as 
aforesaid,  to  alter  or  repeal  any  such  altered  rates, 
and  make  and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates  in 
lieu  thereof. 

And  whereas  in  consequence  of  a  communi- 
cation opened  with  the  post-office  of  the  Nether- 
lands, it  is  considered  expedient  to  alter  the  rates 
of  postage  payable  on  letters  and  newspapers  con- 
reyed  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
Netherlands. 

Now  we,  the  undersigned,  being  two  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  do,  in 
exercise  of  the  power  or  authority  in  us  for  such 
purpose  Tested,  in  and  by  the  said  recited  Act, 
and  of  all  other  powers  and  authorities  enabling 
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ance  of  every  such  respective  letter  between  the 
port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  of  the  departure  or 
arrival  of  the  packet  or  ship  convejdng  the  same 
and  the  colony  or  foreign  countxy  to  or  from 
which  the  same  shall  be  forwarded,  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  chargeable  and  payable  for  British 
postage  on  letters  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in 
weight,  posted  or  delivered  at  the  port  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of 
the  packet  or  ship  conveying  the  same,  and  trans- 
mitted direct  between  such  port  and  such  colony 
or  foreign  country. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  on  every  letter 
transmitted  as  is  mentioned  in  this  Warrant,  ex- 
ceeding half  an  ounce  in  weight,  there  shall  be 
charged  and  paid  progressive  and  additional  rates 
of  British  postage,  according  to  the  scale  of 
weight  and  number  of  rates  following ;  that  is  to 
«ay: 

On  every  such  letter,  exceeding  half  an  ounce 

in  weight,  and  not  exceeding  one  ounce  in 

weight,  two  rates  of  postage. 
On  every  such  letter,  exceeding  one  ounce,  and 

not  exceeding  two  ounces  in  weight,  four 

rates  of  postage. 
On  every  such  letter,  exceeding  two  ounces, 

and  not  exceeding  three  ounces  in  weight,  six 

rates  of  postage. 
And  on  every   such  letter,    exceeding   three 

ounces,   and  not  exceeding  four  ounces  in 

weight,  eight  rates  of  postage. 
And   for  every  ounce  in   weight,   above  the 

weight  of  four  ounces,  there  shall  be  charged 

and  taken  two  additional  rates  of  postage, 

and  every  fraction  of  an  ounce,  above  the    . 

weight  of  four  ounces,  shall  be  charged  as  one 

additional  ounce. 
And  we  further  direct,  that  such  printed  news- 
papers as  are  hereinaf\:er  mentioned  may  be  sent  — 1 
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in  order  to  be  entitled  to  pass  at  the  reduced  rates 
aforesaid,  be  forwarded  between  the  United  King" 
dom  and  the  Netherlands,  yi&  Belgium,  direct  bj 
packet-boat ;  and,  if  not  so  forwarded,  thej  shidl 
be  charged  with  the  same  rates  of  postage  as  if 
this  Warrant  had  not  been  signed. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  all  such  printed 
newspapers  as  aforesaid  shall  be  forwarded  with- 
out covers,  or  in  covers  open  at  the  sides,  and 
there  shall  be  no  word  or  communication  printed 
on  the  paper  after  its  publication,  or  upon  the 
cover  thereof,  nor  any  writing  or  marks  upon  it, 
or  upon  the  cover  of  it,  except  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  to  whom  sent,  nor  shall  any 
paper  or  thing  be  enclosed  in  or  with  the  same ; 
and  if  any  such  newspaper  shall  not  be  posted  and 
forwarded  in  conformity  with  this  regulation,  the 
same  shall  respectively  be  liable  to  the  like  rates 
of  postage  as  would  have  been  chargeable  on  such 
newspapers  if  the  same  had  been  letters. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  deemed  or  construed  to  extend  to 
any  letters  or  newspapers  passing  by  the  post 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Netherlands, 
▼i&  France,  which  are  to  be  charged  with  the  same 
rates  of  postage  as  if  this  Warrant  had  not  been 
signed. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  deemed  or  construed  to  annul, 
prejudice,  or  affect  any  of  the  exemptions  and 
privileges  granted  by  the  said  recited  Act,  or  by 
any  other  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to  the  Post- 
office^  or  by  any  Treasury  Warrant  issued  under 
any  of  such  Acts  ;  and  that  all  such  exemptions 
and  privileges  shall  remain  in  full  force. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  the  several  terms 
and  expressions  used  in  this  warrant  shall  be 
construed  to  have  the  like  meaning,  in  all  respects,

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and 
dne  form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the 
following  Articles  : 

ARTICLE  L 

The  authors  of  works  of  literature  or  of  art,  to 
whom  the  laws  of  either  of  the  two  States  do  now

Tile  author  of  any  work  published  in  either  of 
the  two  States,  who  maj  choose  to  reserve  the 
right  of  translating  it,  shall,  until  the  expiration 
of  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  pablication 
of  the  translation  thereof  authorized  by  him,  be, 
in  the  following  cases,  entitled  to  protection  from 
the  publication  in  the  other  State  of  any  transla- 
tion of  such  work  not  so  authorized  by  him. 

§  1.  If  the  original  work  shall  have  been  regis- 
tered and  deposited  in  the  one  State  within  three 
months  after  its  first  publication  in  the  other. 

§  2.  If  the  author  has  notified  on  the  title-page 
of  his  work  his  intention  to  reserve  the  right  of 
translating  it 

§  3.  Provided  always,  that  at  least  a  part  of  the 
authorized  translation  shall  have  appeared  within 
a  year  after  the  registration  and  deposit  of  the 
original,  and  that  the  whole  shall  have  been  pub- 
lished within  three  years  after  the  date  of  such 
deposit 

§  4.  And  provided  that  the  publication  of  the 
translation  shall  take  place  within  one  of  the 
two  States,  and  that  it  shall  be  registered  and 
deposited  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
VTL 

With  regard  to  works  which  are  published  in 
parts,  it  wiU  be  sufficient  if  the  declaration  of  the 
author  that  he  reserves  the  right  of  translation, 
shall  appear  in  the  first  part.  But  with  reference 
to  the  period  of  five  years  limited  by  this  Article 
for  the  exercise  of  the  exclusive  right  of  trans- 
lation, each  part  shall  be  treated  as  a  separate 
work,  and  each  part  shall  be  registered  and  depo- 
sited in  the  one  State  within  three  months  after 
its  first  publication  in  the  other.

In  every  case  the  formality  of  deposit  and  re^s-* 
tration  must  be  fulfilled  within  three  months  after 
the  first  publication  of  the  work  in  the  other  State. 
With  regard  to  works  published  in  parts^  the 
period  of  three  months  shall  not  begin  to  run 
until  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the  last  part^ 
Unless  the  author  shall  have  notified  his  intention 
to  reserve  the  right  of  translating  it,  as  provided 
in  Article  III,  in  which  case  each  part  shall  be 
treated  as  a  separate  work. 

A  certified  copy  of  the  entry  in  the  Registrar 
Book  of  the  Company  of  Stationers  in  London 
ediall  confer,  within  the  British  dominions,  the  ex- 
dusive  right  of  republication,  until  a  better  right 
shall  have  been  established  by  any  other  party 
before  a  court  of  justice. 

The  certificate  given  under  the  laws  of  Ham- 
burgh, proving  the  registration  of  any  work  in 
that  State,  shall  be  vcdid  for  the  same  purpose 
throughout  the  territory  of  Hamburgh. 

A  certificate  or  certified  copy  of  t^  registration 
of  any  work  so  registered  in  either  State,  shall,  if 
required,  be  delivered  at  the  time  of  registration, 
and  such  certificate  shall  state  the  exact  date  at 
which  the  registration  was  made. 

The  charge  for  the  registration  of  a  single  work 
under  the  stipulations  of  this  Article,  shall  not 
exceed  one  shilling  in  England,  nor  twelve  shil- 
lings currency  in  Hamburgh  ;  and  the  further 
charge  for  a  certificate  of  such  registration  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  shillings  in  England, 
nor  four  marks  currency  in  Hamburgh. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

With  regard  to  any  article  other  than  books, 
prints,  maps,  and  musical  publicationa,  in  respect 
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to  which  protection  may  be  claimable  under  Arti- 
cle I  of  the  present  Convention,  it  is  agreed  that 
an  J  other  mode  of  registration  than  that  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  Article,  which  is  or  may  be  ap- 
plicable by  law  in  one  of  the  two  States  to  any 
work  or  article  first  published  in  such  State,  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  protection  to  copyright  in 
such  work  or  article,  sludl  be  extended  on  equal 
terms  to  any  similar  work  or  article  first  published 
in  the  other  State. 

ARTICLE  IX.

It  is  agreed  that  the  rates  of  duty  above  specified 
shall  not  be  raised  during  the  continuance  of  the 
present  Convention,  and  that  if  hereafter,  during 
the  continuanise  of  this  Convention,  any  reduction 
of  those  rates  should  be  made  in  favour  of  books, 
prints,  drawings,  or  musical  works  published  in 
any  other  countiy,  such  reduction  shall  be  at  the 
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same  time  extended  to  dmilar  articles  published 
in  Hamburgh. 

It  is  moreoTer  understood  that  all  works  pub* 
lished  in  Hamburgh,  of  which  any  part  may  have 
been  originallj  produced  in  the  United  Slingdom, 
shall  be  considered  as  works  originallj  produced 
in  the  United  Kingdom  and  republished  in  Ham- 
burgh, and  as  such  shall  be  subject  to  the  dutj  of 
fifty  shillings  per  cwt,  although  the  same  may 
contain  also  original  matter  not  produced  in  tli^ 
United  Kingdom,  unless  such  original  matter 
shall  be  at  least  equal  in  bulk  to  the  part  of  the 
work  originally  produced  in  the  United  Ejngdoniy 
in  which  case  the  work  shall  be  subject  only  to 
the  duty  of  fifteen  shillings  per  cwt. 

It  is  further  agreed  th^  during  the  continuance 
of  this  Convention,  the  rate  of  duties  now  payable 
on  the  importation  into  the  territories  of  Ham- 
burgh of  books,  prints,  drawings,  and  muaical 
works  published  throughout  the  dominions  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty,  shall  not  be  raised,  and  shall 
not  exceed  the  rates  of  duty  which  are  or  may  be 
levid  on  the  importation  into  the  United  l^ngdom 
of  similar  works  published  in  the  territory  of 
Hamburgh. 

AKTICLE  X. 

It  is  agreed  that  all  books,  prints,  and  drawings, 
published  within  the  dominions  of  any  other  State 
that  has  concluded  or  concludes,  or  has  acceded 
or  accedes  to,  a  copyright  Convention  with  Great 
Britain,  and  which  may  be  legally  imported  into 
the  United  Kingdom,  shall,  if  exported  fnna 
Hamburgh,  be  considered,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Convention,  to  have  been  exported  from  the 
country  of  their  publication. 
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ARTICLE  XL 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  stamps  shall  be  pro- 
vided at  Hamburgh  according  to  a  pattern  to  be 
made  known  to  the  Custom-house  officers  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  that  such  stamps  shall  be 
affixed  to  all  books  intended  for  exportation  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  unless  thej  be  already  provided 
with  the  stamps  of  the  States  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  Article  X. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  execution  of  the  pre- 
sent Convention,  the  two  High  Contracting  Parties 
engage  to  communicate  to  each  other  the  laws  and 
regulations  which  may  hereafter  be  established  in 
their  respective  territories,  with  respect  to  copy- 
right in  works  or  productions  protected  by  the 
stipulations  of  the  present  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Convention  shall 
in  no  way  affect  the  right  which  each  of  the  two 
High  Contracting  Parties  expressly  reserves  to 
itself,  of  controlling  or  of  prohibiting,  by  measures 
of  legislation  or  of  internal  police,  the  sale,  circula- 
tion, representation,  or  exhibition  of  any  work  or 
production,  in  regard  to  which  either  State  may 
deem  it  expedient  to  exercise  that  right. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Nothing  in  this  Convention  shall  be  construed 
to  affect  the  right  of  either  of  the  two  High  Con* 
tracting  Parties  to  prohibit  the  importation  into 
its  own  dominions  of  such  books  as,  by  its  internal 
law,  or  under  engagements  with  other  States,  are 
or  may  be  declared  to  be  piracies  or  infringements 
of  copyright. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 

The  present  Convention  shall  come  into  opera- 
tion as  soon  as  possible  after  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  before- 
hand in  each  State,  by  the  Government  of  that 
State,  of  the  day  which  may  be  fixed  upon  for  its 
coming  into  operation,  and  the  stipulations  of  the 
Convention  shall  apply  only  to  works  or  articles 
published  after  that  day. 

The  Convention  shidl  continue  in  force  for  ten 
years  from  the  day  on  which  it  may  come  into 
operation;  and  if  neither  party  shall,  twelve 
months  before  the  expiration  of  the  said  period  of 
ten  years,  give  notice  of  its  intention  to  terminate 
its  operation,  the  Convention  shall  continue  in 
force  for  a  year  longer,  and  so  on  from  year  to 
year,  until  the  expiration  of  a  year's  notice  from 
either  party  for  its  termination. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties,  however, 
reserve  to  themselves  the  power  of  making,  by 
common  consent,  in  this  Convention  any  modifi- 
cations which  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  its 
spirit  and  principles,  and  which  experience  of  its 
working  may  show  to  be  desirable. 

ARTICLE  XVX 

The  present  Convention  shall  be  ratified,  and 
the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  at  Hamburgh, 
as  soon  $is  may  be  within  three  months  from  the 
date  of  the  signature. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipoten* 
tiaries  have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed 
thereto  their  respective  seals.

Imperial  Decree,  dated  the  14th  instant  (a  trans- 
lation of  which  is  hereunto  subjoined),  by  which 
Chinese  Crape  Shawls,  of  Foreign  Manufacture, 
imported  into  France  for  the  purpose  of  being 
embroidered,  and  subsequently  re-exported,  are, 
under  certain  conditions,  to  be  temporarily  ad- 
mitted into  France  free  of  duty. 
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(Translation.) 

Plain  China  crape  shawls  (Unis)  of  foreign 
origin,  intended  to  be  embroidered  in  France,  may 
be  temporarily  admitted,  free  of  duty,  on  condition 
of  being  re-exported  within  six  months,  under  the 
bonds  and  formalities  prescribed  by  the  5th  Art*  of 
the  Law  of  6th  July,  1836,  and  upon  the  par- 
ticular conditions  hereinafler  indicated. 

2.  The  shawls  shall  be  declared  to  the  Customs, 
under  legal  penalty,  by  number,  dimensions,  and  net 
weight.  Every  declaration  shall  comprehend  the 
number  of  shawls  which  it  is  intended  to  indnde 
in  each  transaction. 

3.  The  Customs  will  place  on  each  shawl  a 
flying  seal  in  wax,  the  expenses  of  which  shall  be 
reimbursed  by  those  interested  at  the  rate  of  10 
centimes  per  seaL 

4.  Chinese  crapes,  admitted  temporarily  by 
virtue  of  the  present  Decree,  can  only  be  imported 
at  the  ports  of  Marseilles,  Bordeaux,  Nantes, 
Havre,  Rouen,  and  Dunkirk,  and  by  the  Custom- 
houses of  Lille,  Forbach,  Strasbourg,  Saint  Louis, 
and  Pont-de-Beauvoisin.  They  can  also  be  with- 
drawn from  the  entrepots  of  Paris  and  Lyons, 
where  they  may  have  arrived  by  way  of  transit 
The  re-exportation  must  take  place  through  the 
same  ports  and  Custom-bouses. 

o.  Every  substitution,  deficiency,  or  subtraction, 
proved  by  the  Customs  authorities,  will  involve 
the  application  of  the  penalties  and  interdictions 
prescribed  by  Article  5  of  the  Law  of  5  July,  1 836.

The  Supreme  Board  of  Health,  in  their  or- 
dinary sitting  of  the  29th  of  November  last,  have 
resolved, 

That  henceforth  vessels  coming  from  the  city 
of  Dundee  should  be  subjected  to  a  quarantine  of 
ten  days  for  passengers  and  goods,  if  no  sickness 
has  broken  out  during  the  voyage,  the  quarantine 
and  purification  of  the  goods  to  take  place  in  a 
lazzarette  of  the  first  class,  and  should  be  refused 
pratique  if  any  sickness  has  broken  out  during 
the  voyage  ;  the  quarantine  of  ten  days  for  pas- 
sengers alone,  with  the  purification  of  their  effects 
on  board  the  vessel,  for  ships  coming  from  the 
other  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  remaining  in  force  as  before. 

The  Supreme  Board  of  Health,  in  their  or- 
dinary sitting  of  the  2nd  instant,  have  resolved, 

1st.  That  henceforward  vessels  coming  from 
France,  from  Algeria,  as  well  as  from  Corsica  and 
other  French  islands,  shall  be  subjected  to  a  qua- 
rantine of  ten  days  for  the  passengers  alone,  their 
effects  being  aired  on  board  the  vessel,  and  any 
letters  which  the  said  vessels  may  carry  shall  be 
fumigated. 

2nd.  That  passengers  who  arrive  by  land,  as 
well  as  by  sea,  from  places  where  no  sickness  pre- 
vails, but  who  origiually  proceeded  from  France, 
should  prove  that  they  have  been  10  days  in  a 
place  where  the  public  health  is  good. 

3rd.  That  all  vessels  coming  from  French  ports^ 
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carrying  snsceptible  goods,  must  bring  a  certifi* 
cate  from  the  Bojal  Consul,  testifying  that  the 
said  goods  do  not  come  from  Paris  ;  in  default  of 
which,  thej  are  to  be  subjected  to  the  same  pro- 
cess of  purification  required  for  goods  coming 
from  infected  pkces. 

4th.  That  orders  should  be  sent  through  the 
regular  channels  to  all  the  diplomatic  and  oonsnlar 
agents  in  the  Italian  States,  not  to  sign  passports 
or  to  deliver  new  ones  to  those  persons  who  come 
from  France,  unless  they  have  remained  ten  days 
in  a  place  where  the  public  health  is  good.

WHEREAS  by  Our  Order  in  CouncU  of  this 
day's  date,  We  were  graciously  pleased  to 
annul,  from  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  March 
next,  Our  Royal  Proclamation  of  the  thirtieth  day 
of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  for^- 
nine,  regulating,  according  to  the  scheme  set  forth 
therein  or  recognized  thereby,  the  distribution  of 
the  net  proceeds  of  prizes  captured  from  the  enemy, 
of  captures  and  seizures  under  the  several  Acts  of 
Parliament  passed,  relating  to  the  revenues  of 
Customs,  and  to  trade  and  navigation,  for  the 
abolition  of  the  slave  trade,  for  the  capture  and 
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destruction  of  pirates  and  piratical  vessels,  and  of 
the  rewards  conferred  for  the  same  ;  as  also  of  the 
awards  for  all  salvage  granted  to  the  crews  of  Our 
ships  and  vessels  of  war,  when  not  otherwise 
specially  apportioned  by  the  terms  of  the  respective 
awards  and  allowances;  and  in  consequence  of 
several  new  ratings  and  denominations  and  certain 
alterations  having  been  introduced  and  made  in 
Our  royal  naval  service  since  the  date  of  Our  said 
former  Proclamation,  and  for  other  causes,  it  is 
expedient  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
future  distribution  ol  such  net  proceeds  and 
salvage  not  otherwise  specially  apportioned,  and 
all  other  monies  whatsoever  granted  to  be  shared 
among  the  officers  and  crews  of  Our  ships  and 
vessels  in  the  manner  of  prize  money. 

We  do,  therefore,  n6w  make  known  to  all  Our 
loving  subjects,  and  to  all  others  whom  it  may 
concern,  by  this  Our  Proclamation,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  Our  Privy  Council,  that 
Our  royal  will  and  pleasure  is,  and  We  do  hereby 
direct  that  the  distribution  of  all  such  net  proceeds 
of  prizes,  rewards,  allowances,  salvage  awards,  and 
of  all  bounties  and  grants  whatsoever  distributable 
to  Our  royal  navy  in  the  manner  of  prize  money 
shall  be  made  as  follows  ;  viz  : — 

That  the  flag  officer  or  officers  shall  have  one- 
twentieth  part  of  the  whole  net  proceeds  arising 
from  prizes  captured  from  the  enemy,  and  from  all 
other  captures  and  seizures,  &c.,  as  aforesaid, 
made  by  any  of  the  ships  or  vessels  under  his  or 
their  command,  and  of  the  rewards  conferred  for 
the  same,  according  to  the  following  conditions 
and  modifications,  save  and  except  as  hereinafter 
provided  and  directed ;  that  is  to  say : 

When  there  is  but  one  flag  officer  he  shall  have 
the  entire  one  twentieth  part,  when  two  flag 
officers  shall  be  sharing  together,  the  chief  shall 
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have  two  thirds,  and  the  other  flag  oflicer  shall 
have  the  reihainiDg  one  third  of  the  one  twentieth 
part ;  and  when  there  shall  he  more  than  two  flag 
ofllcers,  the  chief  shall  have  one  half  of  the  said 
one  twentieth  part,  and  the  remaining  half  shall 
be  equally  divided  among  the  junior  flag  officers. 
Commodores  of  the  first  class  and  captains  of 
the  fleet  to  share  as  flag  oflicers.  Provided 
always,  that  no  flag  officer,  unlesus  actually  on 
board  any  of  Our  ships  or  vessels  of  war,  and  at 
the  actual  taking,  sinking,  burning,  or  otherwise 
destroying  any  ship  or  ships  of  war,  privateer  or 
privateers,  belonging  to  the  enemy,  shall  share  in 
the  distribution  of  any  head  money  or  bounty 
money  granted  as  reward  for  the  taking,  sinking, 
burning,  or  otherwise  destroying  any  such  ship  or 
vessel  of  the  enemy. 

That  no  flag  officer,  unless  actually  present  at 
the  capture  or  destruction  of  any  pirates  or  pira- 
tical ship,  vessel,  or  boat,  shall  share  in  any  dis- 
tribution of  the  proceeds  or  bounty  in  respect  of 
such  pirates,  or  of  the  crews  of  such  piratical  ship, 
vessel,  or  boat. 

That  no  flag  officer  shall  share  in  any  remane- 
ration  or  reward  conferred  or  awarded  to  the  crew 
of  any  of  Our  ships  or  vessels  as  salvage,  unless  he 
shall  have  been  actually  on  board  the  ship  or 
vessel  to  which  the  award  shall  be  made,  or  have 
personally  aided  and  assisted  in  the  transaction  at 
the  time  the  service  was  rendered. 

That  no  flag  officer  commanding  in  any  port  in 
the  United  Kingdom  shall  share  in  the  proceeds  of 
any  prize  captured  from  the  enemy,  or  in  other 
captures,  seizures,  rewards,  or  any  distributive 
proceeds,  as  aforesaid,  made  by  any  slups  or 
vessels  which  shall  sail  from  or  leave  such  port 
by  order  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral  or  of  Our 
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Commissioners  for  executing  the'  office  of  Lord 
High  Admiral. 

That  when  ships  or  vessels  under  the  command 
of  several  flag  officers  belonging  to  separate 
stations  shall  be  joint  captors,  &c,  each  flag  officer 
shall  receive  a  proportion  of  the  one-twentieth  part, 
according  to  the  number  of  officers  and  men 
present  under  the  command  of  each  such  flag 
officer ;  and  when  ships  or  vessels  under  orders 
from  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  from  Our  Com- 
missioners for  executing  the  office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral,  are  joint  captors,  &c.,  with  other  ships  or 
vessels  under  a  flag  or  flags,  the  like  regulation  as 
to  the  apportionment  of  the  flag  share  to  the  flag 
officer  or  officers  is  to  be  observed. 

And  with  reference  to  these  regulations  it  is  to 
be  noted  that  a  captain,  commander,  or  other 
commanding  officer  of  a  ship  or  vessel  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  under  the  conmiand  of  a  flag  wh^ 
he  shall  actually  have  received  some  order  from, 
or  be  acting  in  the  execution  of  some  order  i»ued 
by  a  flag  officer,  whether  he  be  or  be  not  within 
the  limits  of  the  station  of  such  flag  officer  ;  and 
in  the  event  of  his  being  directed  to  join  a  flag 
officer  on  an  j  station,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
under  the  command  of  such  flag  officer  from  the 
time  when  he  arrives  within  the  limits  of  Ike 
station,  which  circumstance  is  always  to  be  care- 
fully noted  in  the  Log  Book,  and  it  shall  be  con- 
sidered that  he  continues  under  the  flag  officer  of 
such  station  until  he  shall  have  received  some 
order  directly  from,  or  be  acting  in  the  execution 
of  some  order  issued  by,  some  other  flag  officer 
duly  authorized,  or  by  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or 
Our  Commissioners  for  executing  the  office  of 
Lord  High  AdmiraL 

And  We  hereby  direct,  that  the  captain,  com- 
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mander,  lieutenant  commanding,  master  com- 
-mandhig,  or  any  other  officer  dulj  commanding 
any  ship,  sloop,  or  vessel  of  war,  singly  making  a 
capture  or  seizure,  or  otherwise  entitled  to  the 
distributive  benefit  arising  from  any  proceeds, 
reward,  grant,  bounty,  salvage,  or  other  award, 
as  aforesaid,  that  is  to  say,  the  officer  actually  in 
command  at  the  time,  shall  have  one-eighth  of  the 
remainder,  or,  if  there  is  no  fag,  one-eighth  of  the 
entire  net  proceeds,  except  that  if  the  single  cap- 
taring  ship  be  a  rated  ship,  having  a  commander 
under  the  captain,  the  commander  shall  take  a 
portion  of  the  one-eighth  part  as  if  he  were  com- 
mander of  a  sloop  according  to  the  proportion 
hereinafter  set  forth;  and  if  more  than  one  com- 
manding officer  of  the  same  rank  of  command  shall 
be  entitled  to  share  as  joint  captors,  &c.,  the  one- 
eighth  shall  be  equally  divided  between  them ;  but 
when  captains,  commanders,  lieutenants  com- 
manding, and  masters  commanding,  respectively, 
Our  ships  and  vessels  of  war,  and  commanders 
under  captains,  in  rated  ships  shall  share  together, 
in  whatever  variety  of  combination,  the  one  eighth 
Bhall  be  so  divided  into  parts  for  a  graduated  ap- 
portionment, as  to  provide  for  each  captain 
receiving  six  parts ;  each  commander  of  a  sloop, 
or  commander  under  the  captain,  in  a  rated  ship, 
three  parts;  and  each  lieutenant  commanding,  or 
master  commanding,  or  other  officer  actually  com- 
manding a  small  vessel  of  war,  two  parts;  which 
We  hereby  direct  shall  be  the  proportion  in  which 
they  shall  respectively  share;  commodores  of  the 
second  class,  and  field  officers  of  marines,  or  of 
land  forces  serving  as  marines,  doing  duty  as  field 
officers,  above  the  rank  of  major,  to  share  as  cap- 
tains, and  field  officers  of  marines,  or  of  land 
forccA  serving  as  marines,  and  doing  duty  in  the 
rank  of  m^jor,  to  share  as  commanders  of  sloops. 
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And  We  further  direct  that  after  provision  shall 
thus  have  been  made  for  the  flag  share  (if  any), 
and  for  the  portion  of  the  commanding  officer  or 
officers,  and  others  as  above  specified,  the  remainder 
of  the  net  proceeds  shall  be  distributed  in  ten 
classes,  so  that  each  officer,  man,  and  boy,  ocHn- 
posing  the  rest  of  the  complements  of  Our  ships^ 
sloops,  and  vessels  of  war,  and  actually  on  board 
at  the  time  of  any  such  capture,  seizure,  &c.,  as 
aforesaid,  and  every  person  present  and  assisting, 
shall  receive  shares,  or  a  share,  according  to  his 
class  as  set  forth  in  the  following  scale : 

First  Class. — Master  of  the  fleet,  inspector  of 
steam  machinery  afloat,  when  embarked  with  a 
fleet,  medical  inspector  or  deputy  medical  inspector, 
when  embarked  with  a  fleet : — Forty-five  shares 
each. 

Second  Class. — Senior  lieutenant  of  a  rated  ship, 
not  bearing  a  commander  under  the  captain, 
secretary  to  the  admiral  of  the  fleet,  or  admiral 
commanding  in  chief : — Thirty-five  shares  each.
